RAN INTO A CULVERT, 


South Bend, Ind., Oct, 26,—The enst- 
bound Chicago and Grand Trunk passenger — 
train, due here at one o'clock thisafternoon, 
was Wrecked at a culverton the Kankakee — 
marsb, seven miles west of here, shortly 
after noon, The marsh was on fire and the 
train rushed full epeed into a burning cul- 
vert which the engineer did not see on

The knowledge that France would fly at 
Germany's throat as coon as it seemed safe 
todo so has been a perinanent factor in all 
international bargainings and controversi

Statistics afford some slight coa-— 
ception of the material burdens which they 
have been forced to bear, When the war 
ended, for instauce, the Germans had 670, 
000 troops of all arma on French territory,

Our Catch Crops. 

Tt is one of my hobbies in farming 
that the soil must be covered with some 
thing in the form of a growing crop. 
and so, as a rule, I seed all stubble land 
down at once with either the main crop 
which is to follow in rotation, or ® 
catch crop to plow under for the humus 
material, on which the succeeding crop 
is to feed, writes John Gould. Ordinar- | 
ily I seed the corn stubble in the fall } 
to rye, and turn this under for corn. | 
Clover is sown with the grain in the 
spring for the three-fold object of keep- | 
ing the soil covered, for food, and for } 
fertility. The late summer was very 
disastrous to the clover crop, for with 
the dry spring and summer drought, 
accompanied by three killing frosts, I 


lost all my seeding the past spring, end 
a fair share of last year’s as well. When 
the oats were cut T found myself with 
absolutely bare fields and the problem 
was how to make up for the loss of the 
clover, and to maintain the supply of 
/humus to keep the soil loose and 
tilled. A varicty of catch crops wa 
cided upon, to be sown singly and in 
combination, to see if it were pc 
to get a plant growth which would pay 

to turn under before winter sets in. As | 
soon as the oats were removed from 

the lots, eight acres were sown with 

Japanese buckwheat. In this work wer 
found a tool, or machine, which reduced 

the cost of labor to a minimum, in the 
form of the newly-invented right-lap 
cut-away plow, which turns a furrow, 
or series of little furrows three feet in 
width, covers the grain at the same op- 
®ration, and leaves nothing to do in fin- 
ishing but to go over the field with the 
roller. The furrows are turned on rea- | 
sonably friable soil, from four to six | 
inches deep, as may be desired, and the | 
grain comes up in rows, as if drilled in, | 
and quite as quick our buckwheat 
showing the rows distinctly the fourth 
day.

| To much the same purpose spoke Dr. 
Cust, long connected with the Indian 
civil service. He denounced the con- 
tinual attempts of Europeans to uproot 
ancient civilizations not inferior in some 
ways to their own, and to destroy cus- 
toms which are not contrary to moral 
law. He implored missionaries to be 
more tolerant toward native ideas and 
usages, and to do Christian things in a 
Christian way. A long experience in 
India had convinced Dr. Cust that the 
wisest plan is not to interfere in things 
that are not unlawful, and not to try 
to Anglicize the people of that country. 
He considered it absurd for missionaries 
to want to alter the marriage customs 
of a people which only tolerates divorce 
in the case of Europeans, and to dictate 
to natives naturally sober, far more 
temperate, indeed, than Englishmen, as 
to what they should eat and drink. He 
would even go so far as to protect the 
people of India, China, and Japan from 
preachers who intrude where they are 
not wanted. He mentioned the in- 
stance of a missionary in China who 
erected a building under circumstances 
which made the act a desecration, and 
in view of such performances he was 
not surprised that from time to time 
the Chinese rose against the “ foreign 
devils.” In closing, Dr. Cust referred 
to the sacreligious act committed in 
India by a Wesleyan, by whom a chapel 
was built on the edge of a sacred tank, 
but who was forced by Lord Canning 
to raze the structure to the ground. 


P Dr. H. O. Forbes and Prof. Haddon, 
both of whom have lived in New Guinea, 
went further, and objected to the meth- 
ods followed by most missionaries in 
dealing even with savage tribes.

This crop was 
also put in with the same implement, 
and we found that we could easily do 
our dairy work, and between times put 
in four acres or more a day, and roll it 
out with the one team. The next field 
Was sown to millet August twelfth or 
thirteenth. This lot was first plowed 
with the right-lap plow and then the 
millet sown on, and put in simply by 
going over with the roller, which turn- 
ed out to be an almost ideal way of 
sowing that crop. ‘The millet has done 
fairly well, but the nichts proved rath- 
er cool for the best development of this 
crop, and the volunteer oats that came 
up with the combination of roots and 
growth, were quite satisfactory. One of 
the pleasing things about this fall put- 
ting in of catch crops is its subjugation 
of the weed pest. All over these acres 
the weeds are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, so completely are they annihilat- 
ed. Since we commenced this plan of 
putting in catch crops as soon as the 
main crop is removed, the weeds have 
had no chance to grow, and what is het- 
ter, no chance whatever to mature any 
considerable quantity of seeds. In one 
respect I find that the fall plowing 
under of these crops is, on the whole, 
better than plowing under a large green 
crop in the spring. If a large crop of 
tye, for instance, is plowed under in 
May, and the summer proves dry, not 
to mention droughty, as it has heen fer 
the past two seasons, the vegetable mat- 
‘er will not ferment and rot down into

Col. -Alexander Fraser, a magnate 
of the old North-West Fur Company 
of Canada, who died in 1836, settled in 
1788 in the North-West with a beauti- 


{ful Indian girl named Angelique Mea- 


dows, to whom he owed his life at 
the time of an Indian massacre, when 
he was condemned to torture and death 
by a party of Angelique’s tribe. She 
saved his life by extending to him her 
hand. 

Fraser promptly accepted the proffer- 
ed terms and suit, and, according to the 
practices of Angelique’s kinfolk, be- 
came her recognized husband by taking 
her with him to his own home. After 
living with his Indian wife for some 
time in the North-West, he returned in 
1801 to Canada, and acquired the now 
very valuable seignories of Temiscouata 
and Madaw: . Angelique followed him 
to Quebec in 1803, and with her children 
lived with him for some time in River 
du Loup, first in the manor house 
which he himself occupied, and later in 
a small lodge at some distance there- 
from, built in Indian fashion especially 
for her accommodation, and infinitely 
pertarren by her to the more luxurious 

ome of her white husband. 

The suit recently determined was be- 
gon many years ago by one Beaulieu, of 
tiver de Loup, a great-grandson of Col. 
Fraser by his Indian wife. He claimed 
adarge share of the valuable proper- 
ties belonging to his ancestor, and he 
rested his claim upon the le gitimacy of 
the marriage of his grandfather with 
Angelique Mcadows. The claimant pro- 
duced a number of witnesses who had 
known the late Col. Fraser, and who had 
frequently, as children, heard him de- 
scribe the rude Indian ceremontes which 
attended his marriage in the North- 
West. The defendants contested the 
legality of the marriage, urging that 
even if it had been celebrated | in the 
customary Indian manner, which they 
denied, it was only a forced alliance 80 
far as Fraser was concerned, and un- 
dertaken for the sole purpose of savin 
his life. The case has gone through al 
the courts of the realm open to it. The

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PACKING DAIRY BUTTER. 


Tho Germantown Telograph writos in 
tho interest of farmors holding a few 
cows Who, it says, practiso packing but- 
tor this method it can be held in cold 


rooms until tho price begins to adyanco 
in tho fall. Poor butter should not be 
held, as it will deterlorate more quickly 
than good butter, Butter that 1s to be 


hold should be mado from cream kept 
but o day or two and not hold for a weok 


as many do. A lino should be drawn at 
throw days oyon for the most skilful but- 
ter makers. Eyory timo that cream is 
adde to tho old it should be ‘stirred 

© provont its sottling in layera.’’ 


Wo quoto: 

t, dissolve a plece of saltpetre in 
wator and mix this with the first cream 
put into the pot, Then by stirring up the 
whole mass each time additional cream is 
put in the saltpotro goes into every part 
of the croam and helps to preserve it. 
The stone pot for the cream naturally 
should bo kopt in a very cool place; in 
the icebox if one keeps ice, or in a cold 
collar, The night before churning, take 
it out and stand it in an ordinarily warm 
room. Inthe morning get tho tempera- 
ture of the cream down to 58 degrees or 60 
dogrees, If handled in this way the but- 
ter ought to come in summerin flyo to 
ton minutes. Whon the butter is in 
sinall granules draw off the buttermilk. 
Wash tho butter in the churn until tho 


cold wator runs off clear. Work tho salt 
esrefully into the butter aod let it stand 
until the next day. 

‘‘arly in the forenoon of the following 
day rowork the butter with tho bands 
until the saltis thoroughly dissolved and 
evory drop of the buttermilk is out of it. 
A little buttermilk left in the butter will 
be sufficient to taint the whole pot full 
and eventually spoll it. 

‘‘A stone crock is the best thing to 
pack tho butter in, and cach churning 
should be packed firmly into the pot, 
Dissolve as much salt as possible {n water 
and into this put one-half ounce of salt- 
potre to cach gallon of brine. Boll this 
until everything is dissolved. Strain it 
through a cloth, let it stand for a fow 
hours, then skim off the skum on top, 
and pour off the liquid carefully, loaving 
the sediment in the bottam of tho pall. 
Tho brine will then bo clear and ts ready 
to pour oyer the butterin the crock. 
Each time a now quantity of butter is to 
be packed, pour off tho brine and pat the 
butter down hard and then pour brine 
over again. In this way butter can be 
kept sweet and clean for a long tiing.”’ 

Tho above system is one provailing 
in Pennsylvania and of interest, although 
we suspect that our dairymen will not 
subscribe to all the details, including 
orocks and saltpotre. 


Rapid Churning. 


The butter-making contost of an Eng- 
lish show has brought out the fact that 
speody churns made a high ratio of but- 
tor that took prizes, Speaking of one of 
tho spec y churns our English exchange 
BAYS} 

‘Tho former gained six firsts, six sec- 
onds, and three third prizes altogether. 
In one trial all three prizes went to usors 
of the specdy churns. But there is this 
to be said on the subject: the winners 
in the most casos with the speedy churns 
wore oxtragrdingry experts omployed by 
tho makers, and it may be that such per- 
sons would have won with another churn. 

Again it was noticed that there was no 
attempt to make the butter in from three 
to five minutes. Tho winonors churned 
at a low temperature, and took from 
olght to twenty minutes, we understand, 
to produce butter. But, with all allow- 
ances, the fact remains that the speedy 
churns, with or without the driers which 
go with thom, have won a great proportion 
of the prizes, and thus have greatly en- 
hanced their reputation, We should like 
to seo a churn competition, the prizos to 
be awarded to the best butter, with duo 
rogard to quantity, after keoping it for a 
weok"’ 

We were not looking for 9 reaotion in 
favor of old methods or old viows in the 
direction of speedy churns. It scemod to 
be pretty well agreed all around that the 
slow churns, or the churns without in- 
ternal apparatus of any kind, make a 
superior grade of butte, and that churns 
with internal apparatus of any kind to 
hasten the gathering of the butter fat wore 
doomed, It is jast a little interesting at 
this time to learn that tho old class of 
churns bas at any fair taken prominence 
enough to draw attention, and if the 
result lies outside of any expert skill on 
the part of tho buttor-makors wo shall 
certainly bo curlous fo know what now 
turn of philosophy will be made to ox- 
plain tho phenomenon, Wo do not assumo 
that tho trials quoted above will make 
it nocessary to formulate an explanation

About Sheep. 
Another point whoroin sheep are super- 
jor to othor stock as restorers of fortility 
is the fact that while cows after cating 


their fill will got into some pool or 
strenm, if one is ayalilable, and thore 
stand and waste all their droppings, 


sheep always seok tho highest knoll on 
hill top to lle and ruminate, and as those 
are always tho poorest parts of tho flolds, 
their excromonts are loft most thickly 
where most needed. The difficulty with 
most farmers is they only put as many 
sheep into « pasture aos thoy think can 
got o living from the grass that grows 
thereon, not stopping to think that the 
sheep can return nothing to tho soll but 
what it has takon therefrom, unless it bo 
given in supplemental food. What should 
be done is to put at least twice as many 
sheop into the pasture as can subsist on 
the growth of grass, and thon feod sufll- 
clont food besides to keep them thriving. 
If a flock of sheep be fed a ton of bran, 
for instanco, after tolling it 12 por cont., 
thoy will loave suffloiont fortility to pro- 
duce at least two tons of the best hay or 
five or six tons of grass, and this would 
enable the keeping of moro sheep and 
the feoding of more oxtra food.

That is one thing which is the matter 
with Chicago, Another is that the great 
metropolis of the Wost is porhaps tho 
Worst governed city in the world,, Suoh 
4 curious mixture of municipal, county 
ond township administration was noyer 
knovn before in the history of cities, 
1u is intricate, feeble and corrupt. There 
is township organization to assess values 
and colloct taxes, which is weak and 
malodorous. There is a county organt- 
zation, wholly useless, to spend the taxes, 
and there is a olty organization to spend 
the city’s share of the total income, and 
Waste and steal as much of it as they can, 

Happily, under such conditions, a sec- 
tion of the state constitution limits tho 
amount of debt, and, therefore, when 
Ohicago gets out of money sho has to ryn 
hor face; whon sho cannot do that—and 
that 1s the condition now for Eastern cap- 
italists will not lend her a penny—she 
will have to go to the pawnshop. 

Again, the spirit of corruption that 
exists in public life here is enough to 
destroy the Integrity of any community, 
Chicago's Bourd of Aldermen is, porbaps, 
tho worst nest of thieves sinco Ali Baba’s 
day. There are sixty-oight aldermen, re- 
presenting thirty-four wards, and tho ouly 
checking power upon them is the mayor's 
voto, But as it takes only a two-thirds 
majority to overcome that, and as a good 
many more of the members than two- 
thirds are, to say tho least, untr 
worthy, the mayor's yoto is rarely offect- 
lye. 

The Chicago aldermen do not directly 
steal from the city, for the city has no 
money for them to lay hands on, ‘They 
do # little petty larceny business in the 
way of stuffing tho pay rolls, selling posi-

tions in the city government, blackmall-’ 
ing small industries, accepting small 
bribes for aldermanic influence, ete., 
but the great fleld of corruption is in doal- 
ing with corporations. Here the fleld is 
unlimited, and the opportunities great, 
So much as beon printed of instances of 
wholesale bribery and corruption between 
the City Council of Chicago and railway, 
as, pipe line, electric roadway, termin- 
al, clovated railway, and scores of other 
corporations, that I will not sicken my 
readers with a recital, 

Then there is a secondary class of ras- 
cals, who deliberately levy blackmail 
upon corporations already in possession 
of rights, such as the assault recently 
made upon the Tobacco Trust, the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust, and the ice companies— 
all conciusively proved, but yet not a 
step taken to secure redress or punish- 
ment. 

Lethargy on the part of the poople is 
another thing which is tho matter with 
Chicago, There is no high moral senti- 
ment here regarding public affairs. 
There 1s ne civic pride in good things, no 
popular demand for good government. 
Year after year the people have had din- 
ned into their ears the sonsational expos- 
ures of official corruption. They know 
such corruption exists. They know that 
franchises are sold by the city authori- 
ties. They know that tho rich escape 
taxation Sy bribery or fear or favor. 
Thoy know that grand juries are either 
inffuenced or intimidated. They know 
that prosecuting attorneys are Inx, ig- 
norant and inefficient, that sheriffs are 
grasping, and that judges are lazy, yet 
they do nothing. Kvery Chicagoan is 
bent upom harvesting his own crop. He 
has but two ideas concerning public af- 
fairs—adeguato police protection for his 
own property, and tho dodging of as 
much taxation as possible, 

It may be asked why do not Chicago 
banks como to the financial rescue of the 
city? Thoy have the money, and ought 
to haye enough municipal pride ‘Tho 
Chicago banks are curiously organized, 
however, The president of the biggest 
bank in Chicago, with the greatest lend- 
ing limit, ds an amiable old gentleman, 
ond after-dinner publicist. His name 
always heads overything. He is president 
of the Civic Federation, formed here a fow 
months ago, to reform things, much 
ns the New York Committee of I-don’t 
yee was organized to ro- 
form matters in New York. Whatever 
the New York reformers may have ac- 
complished, the Chicago reformers have 
echieyed as yot only a lot of blue tin pails 
for waste paper, and banquets at the Un- 
jon League Club, at which the aniiable 
old gontloman presides. At one of these 
bunquets we wero informed that uatil 
Chicago's governmental affairs were 
changed, nothing was to be hoped for 
from tho banks 

“Capital is ever sensitive,*' said this 
gontloman. ‘‘We must inspire greater 
confidence in our ability and willingness 
to,pay; we must show better secured as- 
sets; We must haye o better system of 
government, and more honest officials; 
we must, of course, haye more reyenue 
before wo can hope for proper credit and 
financial stability.’’ 

This, thon, is the story: Twonty mil- 
lions of idle money in the Chicago banks, 
and yot the city cannot put in its note of 
hand for $1,500,000, Is it any wonder 
that Now York banks shake their heads*

THE GARDEN OF EDEN. 


The Little Boy Was Just Like Adam—He 
Blamed the Girl. 


Human nature is the same to-day as it 
was on that historic sixth day when ‘God 
created man in His own image."’ 

This fact was nicely exemplified the 
other day by two sweet and innocent little 
children, ‘The scene was in one of those 
magnificent lawns that surround a modern 
mansion which stands in little wooded 
park out in tho west end. Rose bushes in 
variegated bloom dot the lawn,and along 
the fence creeps a profusion of trailing 
yinos. Cedars and maplos and ornamental 
troes spread their branches, through 
which the rays of the afternoon sun break 
and fall in prismatic lights on the sward 
below. At ono time, before tho great city 
pushed its way so far wostward, an old 
apple orchard probably marked this spot. 
thon in the country, for amidst the shrub- 

bory in the lawn stands an applo treo, Bo- 
neath this old apple tree two childron—a 
cute ttle boy and aswoet little girl— 
wore playing the other afternoon, On the 
porch of tho mansion sat their aged grand- 
mother in an easy chair, Sho is a kind, 
intolligont lady of oulture—a typical 
southern woman of thoso old ante-bollum 
days which produced so many noble men 
and women, She is woil-known in St. 
Louis, for she had been a leader in sooloty 
and in the church, ‘Che snows of seyenty-

4 whale was harpooned. Not a word was 
spoken,and suddenly a mountain of black 
appeared; if seemed to shut off the entire 
horizon, Up it went until I distinctly saw 
4 soventy-foot whale over twenty fect in 
the air hovering over ua. 

‘The mate was the first to regain his 
fenses, and gave the command ‘storn all," 
Just as we wero ready to spring overboard 
tho boat shot back several fect, and the 
next second the gigantic animal dived 
into the ocean, just grazing us, having 
completely passed over the boat in the 
biggest leap I ever heard of,” 

Such gigantic jumps arerarea, A small- 
er one wasrecordad by Dr. Hall, who at 
the time was a midshipman on tho ship 
Leander. hey were lying in the harbor 
of Bormuda, when all hands were attract- 
ed by the appearance of a very large whale 
that suddenly appeared in the harbor very 
much alarmed by the shallow water, 
floundering about ylolently. The young 
midshipinan joined a boat's crew that 
started in pursuit, and just as they were 
about to strike the whale disappeared, 
sinking out of sight,leaying a deep whirl- 
pool, around which the boat slot. Before 

it stopped up came the whale, having in 
oll probability struck the bottom, and 
went Into the air like a rocket. ‘So com- - 
plete was this elormous leap,’’ says Dr. 
Hall, ‘that for an instant he was fairly 
up in the air, in a horizontal position, at 
a distance of at least twenty feet over our 
heads, While in his progress upward there 
was in his spring some touch of the yiva- 
city with which a trout or salmon shoots 
out of the water, but he fell back again in 
the sea like a huge log thrown on its 
broadside, and with such a thundering 
crash as made all hands stare with aston- 
ishment, and the boldest held his breath 
foratime. Had the whale taken his leap 
one minute sooner he would haye fallen 
plump on the boat.” 

Comparatively few people hgye seen a 
large whale, but we can imagine what an 
object an animal seventy feet long and 
weighing as many tons would make fly- 
ing through the air. 

Within a week of the writing of tho 
present article Iwas drifting nlong the 
shores of Santa Catalina Island, Call- 
fornia, when a sixty-fvot whale almost — 
cleared the water about a thousand yards 
from the boat. I was aboutto ask the 

| boatman what rock it was when the great 
head descended and the tail rose into the 
air as tho monster dived, 

Mr. Scorsby, the famons whaler, chron- 
icles anumber of incidents of jumping 
among whales, some leaving the water 
completely and rising twenty or more feet 

Many of the inhabitants of the sea are 
good Jumpers, and some have become fa- 
mous. Among them shoula be mentioned 
the tarpon or silver king, which consti- 
tutes the famous game fish of Florida, 
The leaps of this bonutiful creature are 
often astonishing. Several years ago & 
steamer was rushing down tho St, Johns 
river, ‘The captain was sitting on the fore- 
deck leaning against the pilot house, when 
suddenly there rose in the aira beautiful 
shining fish four feet in length. It came 
like an arrow and Janded in tho lap of the 
captain as nearly as though it hat been 
placed there, : k 

In Pacifle waters the tuna, an ally of the 
t| horse mackerel, is noted for its leaps. 
Sometimes a school sweeps up the coast, 
and the powerful fish, often weighing 
cight hundred pounds, are seen in the air 
in every direction. They arc liko an arrow, 
turn gracefully five orsix fggt in tho alr 
and come down kéoping the WWatek tor 
acres ina foam, and, if nob the greatest 
jumpers, they are certainly the most 
graceful of the leapers of the sea. 


New Tunnel Un ¢ the Thames. 

5 The Blackwall Tunnel is soon to be an 

accomplished fact, Work is now prooced- 
ing very rapidly; that is to say, the haman 
moles shut up in compressed atr under- 
neath the bed of the river are grubbing 
their way along at the rato of from 12 feet 
to 15 feet a week, and if they aro able to 
maintain thisrate of adyance for the rest 
of thedistance theirtunnel will reach tho 
first caisson on the Middlesex side of the 
Thames about tho first week in Ootober. 
If that should be achieved, then this sub- 
aqueous portion of the work, 1,212 feet in 
length, will have been got through within 
a twelve-month, a feat never before ac- 
complished in the time, Ithas been a 
difficult and a dangerous task, and it is to 
be feared that the portion now remaining 
to be done, 100 or 125 feet, may prove tho 
most troublesome of any. In evidence of 
this it may ho stated that the contractors, 
Messrs. Patterson & Son, have just pur- 
chased additional pumping machinery, 
they have applied for and haye obtained 
from the Thames Conservancy permission 
to throw down into the river an additional 
coyertng of olay,and thoir men are actnal- 
ly working at this moment undor an air 
pressure of 84 pounds to the square inch 
over and aboye the ordinary atmospheric 
pressure in caisson No, 2—considerably 
groater than they haye ever bad to resort 
to before. 

Tho regulation of this air pressure 1s 
rathor ticklish business. They are within 
76 foot or so of the low-water miargin of 
tho river, but the whole of tho river bed 
at this point consists of loose porous 
shingle, Without great pressure bolow 
thoy would have tho water in upon them 
by its sheer wolght; on the other hand, it 
thoy overdo thoir prossure, it is Hable to 
blow off up through the bed of the carth 
and the water aboye thom, Then, of 
course, the pressure hos gone, and in 
would como the deluge | How real is the 
peril of this kind of work has just been 
illustrated by an acoldont near Melbourne, 
whoro a sewer is boing constructed under 
the Yarrow by tho ortinary shiold system, 
The water came in upon them, and the 
ongineer of the work and five of his men 
wore drowned together, This Blackwell 
Tunnel is, of course, @ much largor and 
moro formidablo undertaking, and it is 
porhaps this very fact that has soourod 
immunity from serlous mishap, Tho pos- 
aibility ofan inbursat of water has, of 
COUTSG, been feresoon, and tho conso- 
quonoes to life and proporty that might 
ensuo have bewn so appalling that no pains

PRUNING FLOWERING SHRUBS, Ai 


Tho following oxcellent adyico {s from 
Amorioan Gardening: 
Ono of tho first requisites to 

pruning is to be able to ¢ 

tingnish betweon shrubs which ought to 
be pruned in winter and thoso which 
ought to bo pruned in summor. Ifo 
mistake be mado in this connoction, 
offocts dlamotricully the revorso of thoso 
wo wish to bring about will bo tho in- 
evitablo rosult, Another important 
requisito to insure complete success is 
that tho various kinds of shrubs be 
‘pruned in the propor season. Owing, no 
doubt, to tho pressure of work in tho 
summor timo, the praning of flowering 
shrubs is 00 often neglected, and when 
ulthmately attended to it is, as stated 
above, generally left to porsons who, 
from lack of knowlodgo or through care- 
lessnoss, cut away a quantity of wood, 
which, if left tothe following spring, 
would produce a profusion of blossom. 
Let us take, for instance, such shrubs as 
forsythias, viburnums, oxochorda grand- 
iflora, prunuses, many spireas, welgelas, 
eto., which flower in the spring or oarly 
summor. Tho propor time to prune such 
shrubs is immediately after thoy havo 
done floworing. If the plant to be operat- 
ed upon bo young and expected to grow 
larger in ordor to fill its place in a bed 
or elseuwhore, all that will be found 
necossary will be to cut away part of the 
previous year’s growth. Special atten- 
tion will, of course, have to bo paid to 
the balance of the plant, and tho operator 
must, os faras olrcumstances will per- 
init, strive to give it a natural and grace- 
ful form. If a plant has attainod the de- 
sired sizo, tho old shoots can be thinned 
outand cut back to sult the situation 
and taste of the parties immediately con- 
cerned, and itwvill be found that young 
shoots will at once dovelop and be in the 
propor condition to yleld an abundanco 
of flowors the ensuing year. A specimen 
can thus be kept in good shapo and form 
for many years without any apparent 
change in its sizo, In a mixed shrubbery 
this mothod is of great advantage, as it 
limits each plant to its allotted spaco 
and prevents it from oncroaching on its 
neighbor, or obscuring from yiew many 
of the finer but less robust growing 
sbrubs. 

Many people are under the impression 
that such shrubs as hardy azaleas, rhodo- 
dendrons, etc., cannot be succossfully 
prunod, but such is by no means tho 
case, I hayo myself found it quite prac- 
ticable, by judicious and careful pruning, 
to transform, in a few years, tall, gaunt, 
unshapely plants of the kinds just named 
into beautiful and desirable specimens. 
Tho pruning of this class of shrubs 
should also be oxecuted immediately aftor 
they haye done flowering and it will be 
found, as stated aboyoe, that young shoots 
will at onco deyolop and be in the proper 
condition to yleld an abundance of 
flowers when the appropriate timo ar- 
rives. Later flowering shrubs, such ad 
altheas, hydrangeas, Robinia hispida, 
clerodendron serotinum, etc, should be 
pruned in the winter time. Summer 
pruning would indeed be highly injur- 
ious in this case, for the simplo reason 
that by cutting any of the young growths 
we would in most instances bo mutilav- 
ing that part of the shrub on which tho 
flowers are produced. Winter pruning ts 
& comparatively moro simplo operation 
than summer pruning, from the fact that 
at this season plants can be cut back to 
almost any part, and in tho spring young 
shoots will break away and produco a 
profusion of blossom at the proper time, 
For shrubs haying an effect for their 
fruit or foliage, such as barberry, euno- 
nymus, callicarpa, mahonia, ote., I 
would recommend winter pruning. If 
trimmed in the summer timo it gives 
them a stunted appearance, which mars 
the beauty of thoir foliago at a time 
when it shows to the best advantage and 
is most appreciated. It wiil bo observed 
that in the foregoing remarks tho prun- 
ing of flowering shrubs is simply treatod 
in general manner, Of courso, {t goos 
without saying that it would be alinost 
impossible, and ospecially in a short 
article like tho present,’ to lay down a 
hard and fast rule that would apply in 
all cases, for the fact is that in ordor to 
obtain tho best results each species ro- 
quires special treatment, a thorough 
knowledge of which can only be acquired 
by practico and training. If, however, tho 
hints given aboyo be attended to, blund- 
ering in pruning, and tho failure and dis- 
appointment consequent thereon, can, to 
& very great extent, be averted, and many 
a shrubbery can be transformed from a 
chaotic mass into a thing of beauty—at 
once pleasing to the eye and an ornamont 
in the landscape, 


A Historical Plum Tree, 

Our engraving represents a photo- 
graphic reproduction of tho original Bar- 
bank Japanese plum tree, standing on 
one of Mr, Luther Burbank’s experiment 
farms, Santa Rosa Co., Cal. This vm@0, 
bent with eloven successive heavy crops of 
fruit, is still in perfect health, though {t 
has supplied buds and grafts to produce 
all the Burbank plum trees in the world 


to-day, Mr. Burbank informs us that 
this year's crop was like all the previous 
ones, too heavy for tho treo to bear, At 
least 9). per cont of tho plums had te bo 
taken off when small, covoring tho 
ground with o solid carpet of fruit. The 
treo is about 16 feet high and the samo 
across, With tho stom about one and ono- 
half foot in clroumforence ab the ground. 

Its form is not gracoful, as the troo 
when young was subjected to constant 
cutting for buds and grafts. 

Mr. Georgo A. Cochrano, fruit shipper, 
of Massachusetts, says: ‘'For soveral 
roasons tho barrel is too largo a packago 
for apples, which should Yo marketed in 
boxes no largor than thoso used for 
lomons and orangos. Last fall I advised 
the uso of such & package, and suggostod 
that cach apple be wrapped in paper as 
oranges and lemons are, Three thousand 
cases word sent tomo for shipment to 
Huropo, Out of fifty growers of applosa 
only throe undoratood what 4 close seloo- 
tion of fruit moant, and tho applos sont 
by these three growers sold in London 
for $2.40 o caso, when fruit in a barrel, 
whioh hold three timos 4s inuch os ene of 
tho casos, brought only $4.'" \ 
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Every Monday morning’ the loiterers in 
and about the village store saw Hezekiah 
Martin's wagon come down the mountain 
road.

eggs within. This has beon a very 
powerful factor in leading retailers to 
prefer foreign eggs, for then they know 
they aro getting what they pay for. «It 
must be borne in mind that the producer 
who sonds all sizes to market In one box 
or basket, 1s doing himself a positive in- 
jury, since if there are a few big eggs 
they determine tho standard, and, of 
courso, others, even though of average 
size, look smaller. Moreover, in these 
days peoplo prefer not to ruu any risk in 
this way, and hence it is, as I have fro- 
qontly been told by retailers, that the 
trouble when dealing with foreign eggs 
is minimized. 

Asarule, abroad eggs are graded in 
threo sizes, but in~ Denmark tho system, 
has been carried out to. a greater extont, 
and Danish eggs are graded to six sizes, 
nomely, from 12 to 17 pounds per long 
hundred (120). Fronch, Italian, and 
other eggs are in tifroe sizes, the firsts 
being about 7 to the pound, seconds, 8, 
and the thirds, 9% That the adoption of 
this system would be an adyantago is 
undoubted, for tho reasons already 
stated. Tho complaint, which sometimes 
has been mado as to this method, ts that 
while it ds easy to sell tho larger sizes, o 
difficulty is experlenced in finding an 
outlet for the smaller ones. But i think 
that this is moro apparent than real. Of 
course, a less price would have to be 
taken for the smali eggs, but the enhanc- 
ed returns from tho better specimens 
would more than repay. There can be 
no question that in every trade a most 
important factor to success is confidence, 
and so long as foreign eggs are graded, 
while home produce is marketed in an 
old, haphazard fashion, so long will re- 
tallers fool surer as to the former, Hence 
they prefer to deal in them. We hayo 
not yet arrived at that state of things 
whore oggs are sold by wolght, though 
the Danes really adopt this method to 
some extent, as already indicated—at any 
rate, so far as dealers are concerned. If 
fair prices are asked for eggs, the smaller 
be sold, because pro rata it is 
just as cheap to buy a little egg as a big 
one, provided we get more of them. 
Whethor this work should bo undertaken 
by producers or tho packers, depends 
upon local organization. Still, there can 
be no doubt that if a producer has two 


haskets of oggs to toko into markst, it 
would be wise to sort those eggs into two 
different sizes, and in ono or two places 
we have found this dono, Any one can 
test the matter for himself by looking at 
a basket of oggs all of which are of the 
same size, and compare it with sanothor 
in which aro big and little togethor. The 
difference is at once ovident, and the 
systom here advocated needs no further 
recommendation.

Her principal reason for stay- 
ing is to safeguard her reforms—intro- 
duced in spite of French opposition— 
from being wantonly destroyed by the 
caprice of the Khediye, and to satisfy 
liis horde of hungry courtiers. Eng- 
land has vastly improved the condition 
of the natives, lightened taxation, im- 
proved the reyenue and credit, and 
abolished many gricyous oppressions. 
There has been no other instance inlany 
country of such vast ameliorations hav- 
ing. been effected in spite of such strong 
opposition—internal and external—in 
such a brief space of time. To quit 
Egypt would be to abandon it to the vile 
horde of plunderers and oppressors 
who formerly throve upon its misery. 
It would also imperil and diminish the 
value of the enormous investments of 
Europeans, the French themselves be- 
ing large investors. The mere fact of 
announcing that England would with- 
draw would reduce by one-half the 
value of all stocks and investments, 
and the numerous French sufferers 
would protest as Youdly as the others. 

There is good reason to believe that 
Russia uses France as a mere cats- 
paw, the latter lending money and ex- 
erting influence in exchange for verbal 
promises, which, when closely examin- 
ed, mean very little. The French take 
great pains to proclaim the alliance, 
such as it is, and thus the Czar can in 
diplomacy exhibit her as adding to his 


own 
ENORMONS STRENGTH. 


While he is not bound by any formal 
treaty. The truth is most_ likely this: 
Russia has promised that if France is 
wantonly attacked—which no one 
dreams of doing—she will side with 
her and that France engages to back 
up Russia generally. Thus Russia is 
not bound to sustain France in any of- 
fensive war, but France is practically 
bound if Russia breaks the peace of 


Europe. It is in the highest degree 
unlikely that the Czar would assist 
France in an offensive war against 


Germany, apart from all questions of

Tt is alzo a very broad theme. It is wide 
in the vast ecope of its aims and in its 
world wide charity, for it contemplates 
nothing less than the complete emaucipa- 
tion of ail mankind from the thraldom of 
superstition and idolatry, and the ushering 
in of the r of the Lord our Righteous- 
ness.

Weare thankful for this ¢reat calvation 
which makes uz heirs of God and joint 
heirs with His Son Jesus Christ. We are 
thankful for a Saviour who is strong to 
deliver and good to redeem. “Who is this 
that cometh from Edom, with dyed gar- 
ments from Bozrah, that travelleth in the 
greatness of his strength ?” “I have trodden 
the wine-presa alone, and of the people 
there was none with Me. I am He that 
speaketh in righteousness—mighty to save,” 
Yes, He trod the wine-press alone, His 
garments were stained with blood; there 
fore is He able to saye to the uttermost all 
them that come unto God by Him. He 
endured the cross, despising the shame for 
the joy that was set before Him, even the 
joy of bringing many sons to glory. And 
we are thankful that we have such a Friend 
at court, such a daysman on high, whose 
intercession in the presence of the Father 
is all-prevailing. 

Again, we are grateful that we live in this 
age of blessed privilege and glorious oppor- 
tunity for service. Think of it. Weare 
the inheritors of al) that Christian heroisin 
has achieved in the past, We live in the 
fulnezs of times. Weare the heirs of the 
ages in this sense as well as in a much 
wider sense, Truly, of us it may be said, 
‘Others have labored, and ye have entered 
into their Jabors; others have sown in 
tears that ye might reap in joy.” Was the 
Apostle Paul more abundant in labors than 
the others? did he suffer stripes, imprison- 
ment and death? He labored and snffered 
for us, Did Luther and Melancthon risk 
their lives in braving the power avd hos- 
tility of Rome that they might dispel the 
spiritual and intellectual gloom which had 
been hanging like a black cloud over the 
face of Europe for centuries? They did it 
for us. ‘They did it that we might be freed 
forever from a bondage worse tl:an death. 
Did John Knox, almost single-handed, 
fight the same battle in Scotland, and come 
off more than conqueror through aid 
Divine? He fonght and won that battle 
forus; Did Wesley and Whitfield under- 
take, in God’s name, to stem the tide of 
infidelity and vice that threatened moral 
ruin and spiritual death to all classes in 
England? Did they inaugurate a revival 
whose fruits remain to this day, and shall 
remain for evermore? hey did it for us. 
We regard all these Christian Leroes as our 
spiritual ancestors; and we are thankful 
to be thus in the line of the true apostolic 
succession. Were not Luther and Knox 
and Wesley apostolic men? Who shall 
dare for oné moment to digputeit? Their’s 
were the toil and jhe suffering; ours, the 
fruition and the joy. We are thankful for 
their labors, their lives, their noble ex- 
ample. May they be an inspiration to us

THE LATE S, G. EMERSON, 


The Tweed News in ita obituary notice of 
the late S, G. Hmerton states that deceased 
was taken ill at Renfrew on Saturday 12th 
Oct. from a-severe attack of biliousness and ~ 
indigestion, After intense suffering he died 
on Oct, 220d notwithstanding all the efforta 
of medical skill, Mr. Emerson was of Irish

Prussian war, Without it the troops could 
not have endured the fatigue, The sausage 
ig made of pea moval, fat and bacon, It 
was dovisod by a German cook, from 
whom the invention was purchased by the 
Government for $25,000. Hach sausage 


goyernmonts are now supplying to thoir 
mnen,

rare, It is estimated that evory man now 
wastes throes hours a day cating. After he 
has eaten ho forgets all about ‘the plea- 
suros of the tablo’’ and only romembers 
that an hour is gono, 

All this time can bo saved. Tho food 
buttons and pilis already contain eyery 
necessary element. 

The small button labelled ‘‘a cup of 
tea’’ is already sweetened. The beefsteak 
pill contains tho due amount of salt and 
pepper. The sonp capsule has all the con- 
diments, From this it is but a step to put 
a whole dinner into one smal) package, 

An ordinary New York table d’hoto 
dinner can be put up in a form no bigger 
than a pack of cigarettes which will be 
sold for 25 conts and may bo carried in tho 
vest pocket. This will embrace everything 
from the oyster to the coffee, including the 
wino and tho inevitable olivos, 

Breakfast buttons will include coffee 
and rolls, oatmeal, fruit, anda small chop 
or steak with perhaps vegetables, You 
will po gee to buy a dozen assorted 
lunches, ruining from the simple sand- 
wich and glass of milk to the most elabor- 
ate Hotel Waldorf sproad, 

Chickon livers on brochotte, green turtle 
Soup with pate de fols gras and roasted or- 
tolons 9 ly Capoul are only a fow of tho 
delicacies that may aopatein this conveni- 
ent form, A canyas-back duck can be 
sent by mail for two cents, jvith the esson- 
tial olements of chestnut stuffing duly in- 
corporated, and all the fruits of the season 
can bo put up into a small yial no biggor 
than a scent bottle,

looks somewhat liko a bundle of cigarottos 
contains just three ounces of dosiccated 
pea soup. You observe, itis so compress: 
ed as to be quite hard I break it up and 
throw ft into this saucepan, ‘Po jt I add 
one quart of water, and d place it on the 
gas stoyo here to boil, Wor flayoring, 
though it is not necessary, let us add a 
small quantity of theso evaporated onions, 
In the course of fifteen minutes I will 
offer you a plate of yory oxcellont pea 
soup. 

“What du you suppose this is? It looks 
like a button, doesn’t it? It isa cup of ter 
condexsed, All you haye to do is to drop 
it Into a cup of hot water and stir it up. 
The sweetening is in the button with the 
tea, No, tho sweetening is not sugar, but 
a coal-tar product called ‘saccharine,’ 
which is more than two hundred times as 
Sweet as sugar. Thus the quantity added 
necds to be very small. Coffee is put up 
in the same way, with saccaarine, as well 
as in a shape that looks like black mol- 
asses, 

‘An fron ration is a short-weight and 
highly concentrated diet, intended to coyer 
only # brief period. It is not to bo used 
except whon the regular food supply can- 
not be obtainod, Supposing the army 
supplies to be regularly furnishod, the 
fightingman ought toreturn from a cam- 
paign carrying in his haversack the samo 
emergency ration with which he start- 
ed out originally, But it may happen that 
his regiment or brigade 1s cut off from the 
main body,and in that vase the emergency 
rations may bo liteial 4lyation, Or he 
may bo loft wounded on a field of battle, 
unable to obtain anything to cat for days 
unless he has it with him. During tho 
recent war with China the Japanese found 
emergency rations a necossity in actlyo 
servico, 

“Tt is high timo, then, that our troops 
should he provided with omergonoy ra- 
tions. One of the questions to be decided 
is whoethor the ration shall be carried at 
the belt or in the haversack. 

“Soldiers suffering from kungor may bo 
supplied with small quantities of alum, 
a pinch of which taken from time to thmo 
contracts the stomach, Whus the organ, 
not requiring go much to fill it, can get 
along with Jess than the mormal diet for 
a while without complaining.’’

The mis- 
slonary will revisit tho land of his birth, 
Ho came back to olvilization for the sole 
purpose of seeing his native Canada once 
nore. Noedless to say that his arrival in 
tho Dominion with his native wife and 
tho threo borutiful children proved a sen- 
sation In religious olroles in far Formosa, 
The return of Dr. Mackay Is eagerly awalt-

od by the wholo population of that Chinese 
island, An elaborate public reception is 
to bo accorded him there, and eyery For 
mosan dignitary is to take part in what is 
practioally a recognition that the island is 
now a Christian stato as the result of the 
gonoration of Inbor of one me). 

The adyontures of this missionary, it is 
suporfluous to say, bave beon more oxtra- 
yagant than those of Robinson Crusoe and 
Gil Blas put togethor, When ho arriyed

MACKAY, 


in the land he was the only white man 
within miles and miles, Ho was ignorant 
of the language. The Chinese hated all 
Christians, Plots to murder him were as 
thick as leaves in Vallombrosa, He began 
his work in 1872, a stranger in a strange 
land, ‘To-day thore are in his mission, 
scattored throughout North Wormosa, six- 
ty organized native churches, four of them 
self-supporting; a living baptized mem- 
bership of 2,717; a communion 1oll of 
1,805, and each one of the sixty churches 
is ministered to by a trained native 
preacher. At Tamsin he has established 
an Oxford colloge with fifteen students in 
training for the ministry. 

“My work began at ‘amsin,’’ said the 
missionary, speaking of his first days in 
Formosa, ‘‘I was alone, without an inter- 
preter, and among those who hated and 
dospisod the ‘barbarian’ What I had al 
ready picked up of the Chinese language I 
must now utilize or submit to being im- 
posed upon, After four days I succeeded 
in renting a Chineso house that was in- 
tended to be used for a horse stable by 
military mandarins. For this building 
Iagreed to pay $154 month, It was a 
filthy place, The British Consul lent mo 
a chair and o bed. A Chinese gave me an 
old powtor lamp,’’ 

Thus the beginning. The bome to 
which tho doctor is now returning is that 
of a gentloman too, oven, if they be Vor- 
mosans. ‘I'he island is really as civilized 
as Japan, and we need feel no surprise, 
therefore, at the recent attempt to declare 
it an independent ropublic. The mission- 
ary has botany olasses formed of natives, 
Alpine olubs likewise made up of For- 
mosans and scientific societies of the same 
membership, He is eyen a Colonel, in 
What may bo termed a Formosan militia 
and, drills the natives in regimental 
tactics, with the idea of subduing their 
tnste for the hideous form of native war- 
fare, and allpwing their surplus energy to 
assert itself in defense of tho villages 
against wild piratical hordes and heathen 
despoilers from the mainland, 

Among tho Lam-si-hoan savages in the 
trackloss Ki-lai plain the doctor has made 
himself es\eemed, Those wondrous poo- 
ple haye rarely seen a wSite man, unless 
perhaps he was roasted on the dinner table. 
They were subdued by the Chinese, but 
remained savages in their tastes until the 
adyent of Dr. Mackay, through whoso in- 
fiuence they haye in large numbers been 
Christianized, The doctor began by living

among thom, in the hardos$ privation, 
studying tholr language and never manti- 
festing the smallest distrust of their good 
faith, His method gained upon thom al 
most from the first, ‘Thoso tribes aro 
known as the black flags. They live in 
tho mounatins of Formosa, Thoy haye 
drilled head hunters who more than onco 
Jay in wait for ‘'the black. bearded bar- 
barian,’’ as the doctor came to be called 
in their dialect. This was before he had 
come into personal contact with these 
flerce savages, Dr, Mackay is the only 
white man who has ever had an opportun- 
ity of conversing with the woird people. 
The ploture horewith is from the only 
photograph of them eyer taken, 

Apart from the purely religious feature 
of the doctor's labors, he has made re- 
maritablo discoveries in relation to the 


geology, botany and zoology of Vormosa 
and also with reference to the ethnology 
of;és Inhabitants, Tho doctor's private 
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library museu notive home 
have for years been a sourco of interest to 
scientists all over the world, and his inar- 
vellous collection has always becn at the 
free disposal of those who wished spect- 
mons. His notes have been in demand at 
all moctings of scientific societies and 
thore is no highor living authority on al) 
subjects connected with tho Island. Not, 
indeed, that he has had sn opportunity to 
do literary work, although he has written 
ono book, ‘From @ar Forinosa,”’ but it 
has not appeared, It isa mine of informa- 
tion, very naturally. It wlll probably be 
published this November by Fleming H. 
Rowell & Co, Apart from literary and 
scientific labors the missionary has man- 
aged to cultivate the refinements of lifo 
and disseminate a knowledge of them 
among the wonderful people hy whom he 
is surrounded, 

It may surprise Amorican Christians to 
learn that heathen Formosa is rich in 
church buildings devoted to the worship 
of Jesus Christ. There are many more ip 
process of construction, The standard of 
education in the island is really very high. 
The very charactor of the demonstration 
awaiting the doctor on his arrival in the 
island is the best evidenco of this. Tho 
doctor himself is probably the best-known 
man intho whole place, His marriage 
toa native lady and his complete affilia- 
tion with the people are of course largely 
instrumental in his success, ‘The conyen- 
tional side of tho foreign missionary is 
now largely tinged by lurid accounts of 
massacrs by Chinese, The impression 
would seem to be inovitable that Celes- 
tinls are adverse to all Christianizing in- 
fluences. But here we have alarge and in- 
tegral part of tho Chineso Kmpire eagerly 
awaiting the arrival of a missionary forthe 
purpose of paying him every possible trib- 
ute of personal esteem. 


When Wonien Lose Their Dignity. 


Why is it that, notwithstanding the 
worship accorded t> woman in fhe abstract 
sha generally manages to look absurd 
under conditions wi erein men try to keep 
the'r dignity? Is it stercotype i convention 
which hampers our judgments, or aro 
these things really facts? For instance, 
thore is nothing romarkablgin an gid gen- 
tleman crossing a street, or even walking 
ino gale ef wind, but place an elderly 
wo1pan, somewhat portly, in the same 
situation, and the zesult is a caricatuyo. 
Her potticoats outline her shapo atsurdly, 
a yast expanse of stocking fills a doubtful 
gap and her fect seam to straggle holpless- 
ly. Few women can enter « carriage, 
mount the steps of a coach or hurry intoa 
hansom gracofully, while the spectacle of 
a woman gotting into a boat is far from 
pleasing. A stout lady ona bicycle, or 
riding a fat pony, or dancing, gives fair 
cause for pidigulo, and yet fat peoplo dance 
far more lightly and buoyantly than thin 
people, Tho slimmest girl cannot run 
prettily, and as for football, we haye secon 
tho results. But, to leaye the sphere of 
athletics, a dowager, ina low dress is far 
from pleasing, while the multitude of ob- 
jects carried by a woman when out shop- 
ping seems to hamper and render her 
moyoments awkward, She has none of 
the convenient pockets atfectod by men, 
sho is always seoking for her pocket hand- 
kerchie?, or struggling to extract her purso 
hack folds of her gown, or buy: 
dened with an umbrella,o percel, or satch- 
el, or with her dress itself, On a journoy 
sho is hot and flusterod and in a hurry, 
and cumbered with many cares, while a 
man drops easily into his seat, unfolds his 
paper and smokes or thinks, impervious 
to fate. A woman is only really graceful 
when sho is at rest, lolling ina carriage 
or sitting in a drawing-room or else 
danoing when she has the genius for it.

Mr. Constantin Nossiloff, reporting in 
‘*La Tour du Monde’’ his sclontifio ro- 
searches in Nova Zombia, furnishes an 
intorosting description of his sonsations 
and oxporioncos during tho long arctic 
night, which began on November and 
ended by January 20. 

Septomber was pretty comfortable, he 
says. Thon suddenly snow coyored tho 
mountains, ‘ho Samoyedes, his only 
companions,put on their winter  cloth- 
ing, tho fishing boats set sall for Arch- 
angel, the ground froze, the sun lost its 
warmth aud heavy snows fell. Winter 
had come in earnest. On the day when 
tho sun showod itself for the last time, 
nil hands went out of doors to bid it faro- 
woll, It remained in sight for half of an 
hour only, 

Fora few days. longer there was a 
morning twilight. ‘Then this faded and 


their foundations. Sometimes for days 
togethor the inmates of tho dfferent huts 
could hold no communication with each 
other, though tho huts were side by side. 
If any one went out he was seized by the 
wind and had to be dragged back by 
means of ropos,

days in succossion, with splondors of co n 
or that Mr. Nossiloff tries in yain to de- . fig 
scribe.

“I baye never seen anything more ter- 
rible than a tempest during the polar 
night,’’ says Mr. Nossiloff. ‘‘Man feels _ 
himself overwhelmed in immensity.’ 
When there came a lull in the storm, the 
men ventured out to breathe the air and 
purge their lungs of the cxhalations of tha 
smoking lamps fed with seal oil. 2

After his graduation ho thought of en- 
tering tho divinity school; but he cecided 
at last to study law. Although he was 
on the very veryo of giving it up twonty 
times, ho porsoyersd, anil rocely hin do- 
groo of Bachelor of Liws ia 12:) LHe 
opened an in Boston, but it is 
doubtful whethor ho ever had even that 
“Hirst Client’! whom he was afterward 
to describe in a humorous sketot. Not 
liking the law asa means of livelihood, 
he finally abandonod it, as Holmes had 
dione only a few years earlier. 

Lowell became ongaged to Miss Maria 
White, who greatly influenced his life. 
In 1841 camo the publication of a volume 
of pooms, some of whieh had been print- 
od aleady in the magazines, while others 
wore hasty and crude rhymes which ho 
kept out of after editions of his poems— 
just as Whittior rejected his own early 
verses. Lowell was barely 20 when his 
book appeared; but there was more than 
ono poem in it which gave high promise 
of his future. In addition to his ability 
ho had a deep love for letters; and this 
it was which led him,a year lator, to start 
a monthly magazine, But the magazine 
s00n came to an end, leaving its proprio- 
tors in dobt. 

Until he met Miss White, Lowell's in- 
torests and his ambitions wero almost 
wholly literary, Under her influence he

came to havo a strong sympathy for tho 
slaves. Ho swiftly saw that in real life 
there wore causes to be fought far better 


worth tho struggle than any more cray- 
ing for personal fame. His love for lotters 
noyer lessened, but it was linked thereaf- 
tor to the love for human freedom. He 
Was married at last in 1844,in which year 
ho brought out a revised edition of his 
poems. A few months later he gathered 
from the magazines certain oriti- 
olsms, chiefly about the older HWnglish 
poots—criticisms which ho thought so 
lightly of in later years that he did not 
allow them to be included in his collvot 
ed works.

Valve for Water Trough. 

To keep a full supply of water in the 
cattle or poultry trough without being an- 
noyed by surplus water overflow, and 
without gi ing the stock a chance to con- 
taminate the main supply, let the pipe 
from the spring run into a cask and ar- 
range the overflow at tke top of the cask, 
From the bottom of tho cask run a small 
pipe to the trough and make a rubber 
valve which will work automatically as 
follows: A hole is bored Ina block the 
exact sizo of tho little pipe (A) and slipped 
on the pipe while dry. When it is wet it 
will swell and hold fast. A common 
wrought iron hinge of small size is next 
screwed on the block (B) and a square of

rubber boot leg (C) wired to itin such a 
way that if can be forced up against the 
end of the pipe cutting off the flow of 
water. ‘Lhis part of the hingo is in turn 
screwed to a forked stick with a small 
block (H) on its upper end. The block 
floats on the surface of the water and as 
the trough gots full enough it raises the 
stick, forces the rubber against the ond of 
the pipe and stops the flow until the water 
is lowered by stock in the yard, allowing 
the float to let more water escape through 
the pipe, It works as well as a more ex- 
pensive yalye and on the same prinoiple, 


Raise Apples for Exportation. 

Claude Meeker, American Consul at 
Bradford, England, reports to Secretary 
of Agriculture Morton: ‘‘Fruits are im- 
ported from nearly all fruit-growing coun- 
trios. The amount produced here is ex- 
cocdingly small, At the same timo the de- 
mand for fruit is continually growing, 
many physicians recommending tho 
American custom of eating fruit for break- 
fast as exceedingly wholesome and tho 
gonoral consumption of fruit in season as 
healthful in every way. The climate and 
sonsons in this part of Hngland not being 
suitable for fruit culture, the people have 
not, as a rule, any partioular desire for it, 
Tho Amortcan apple, howover,1s in special 
high fayor, particularly the Newton Pip- 
pin. Immense quantities of these apples 
are shipped here every autump. ‘he 
Bradford fruiterers got tho American fruit 
from both London and Liverpool. Despite 
tho great quantity received, the supply 
practically fails about the middle of Feb- 
ruary in cach winter, At tho present time 
the choice Newton Pippins and other win- 
ter applos command at retail about 5 or 6 
cents cach, If the high railroad rates which 
discriminate against fruits could be brok 
en down, the consumption in alanost all 
the Interior citlos would be quadruplod, 
and a great market would be thus open- 
ed,

Ho soon do 
tected some of our crude efforts, and to 
our surprise praised them. Ho insisted 
upon taking us with him and made us 
work by his side, out of doors, from 
Nature, constantly. I developed what he 
termed ‘‘a romarkablo gift of color,’’ and 
Phoebe took to animal painting in emu- 
lation of Rosa Bonhour! I know now 
that we really had e ceptional talont,al- 
hough, but for his of.orts most certainly 
it would never haye been developed. His 
encouragement and example kindled our 
ambition, and the hope of achicying some 
sort of pecuniary independence neryed us 
to perseverance, Before the artist left he 
painted us w picture, Aftor ho becamo 
famous wo learned th it it was very yalu- 
able. Phoobo and I still own it. We 
would not part wit’ it on “any account, 

That was tho only a knowledgement we

_ ever received from any source, although 
We girls wore frequuntly taxed to the 
Mitormost during our dear father's lifo- 
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ably scornful inspection of the New 
York dealers. So wo devoted several 
weeks to painting masterpieces, and cer- 
tainly succeeded in producing far better 
work than we had oyer done boforo, 
Finally wo forwarded six pictures to Mr, 
Sidney Horbert. accompanied by a long 
letter, telling him of tho death of dear 
father and mother, and the sad fate of 
poor Hdmund. We requested him to sell 
the pictures for us, if possible, at the 
best price attainable, telling him at the 
samo time the poor prices wo recelyod at 
home, and our modest confidence that 
we ought to realize something more for 
our conscientious work, 

It was a month before we recolyed any 
reply, and we had almost given up all hopo 
of hearing from Sidney Herbert. ‘Why 
should an academician care to interest 
himself in tho fate of two poor women?’’ 
we said again and again; when ono after- 
noon we received a letter bearing the Now 
York postmark, which for along timo we 
had not the courage to open, Then 
Phoebe, with trembling hand, extracted 
the lotter from the envelope, and on open + 
ing it, a chuck fell to the ground, folded! 
Tam constitutionally a coward, but was 
the first to seize that check, and unfold 
it. It was for $900! Nine hundred dol- 
Jars, think of it, for two powe women who 
had been glad to get $10 a piece for con- 
sciontious efforts! But tho letter, oh, 
the lotter! Blossed be the name of Sid- 
ney Herbert, and of the august academi- 
cians for over. A largo number of them 
had passed judgment upon our work, bo 
said. It seemed good, critical, intelligent 
judgment, calculated not only to holp, 
but to encourage us. The picture dealors, 
whose names he enclosed, would gladly 
receive our work, he wrote, and we could 
rely absolutely upon their integrity and 
best efforts in our behalf. 

That was the foundation of our pretty 
“Artists’ Cottage.’’ We did not call it 
the Artists’ Cottage. It was our towns- 
people, who are now yery proud of us. 
‘They cannot afford to buy any more of 
our pictures, but muo) of our early work 
is still here, not to be bought at any price 
—so at least they declare. 

Edmund returned about two years ago, 
his dreams of fortune faded, but he is 
still the same dear bright enthusiast. Ho 
has settled down to the study of tho law, 
and living with us, our happiness is com- 


plete. 


Frightening Children, 

Not long since a little child was taken 
seriously ill, and the doctor was sent for. 
The moment the little one know that 
the physician was expcoted she went into 
the most yiolent attack of crying and 
semi-hysterics. When she heard his yolce 
at the door it threw her into convulsions, 
and so seyera were the paroxysms that it 
was feared she would neyer come out of 
them. 

The astonishment of the family knew 
no bounds until they discovered that the 
nurse had been in the habit of telling the 
child that if she was :lisobedient the

The operations, she says, wére painless, 
chiofly owing to the use of cocaine, When 
she stepped into the oporating chair the 
first thing was to make a large hypoder- 
mio injection of cocaine into her nose, 

An incision was thon made along the 
bridge of the nose and the skin laid back 
80 as to expose As much vartilage and bone 
as it was intended to remove. ‘Two small 
steol hooks were insorted in the opposing 
edges of the wound whore the cut was 
made, By means of these tho skin was 
held back, 

A portion of the cartilage was then cut 
away with a knife and tho electric burr 
was brought into service to remove a pieco 
of tho bone, Tho electric burr is a small 
Grilling instrament and is used by den- 
tists in excavating teeth, It has little 


knife-like flames arranged somewhat like 
4 propoller and 1s attached to a long tube 
sonnoctol with an electric motor, It re- 
volves with great rapidity and requires 
but a fow minutes to bore away a consid- 
srablo amount of bone, 

With the burr a sufficient amount of 
bono was cut away to give the nose a near- 
‘y straight lino when the severed skin was 
brought together again. ‘The piece of 
tartilage and bone remoyed was wedgo- 
shaped, 

After the superfluous substance had 
deen removed the edges of the wound 
were brought together and held by a new 
kind of adhesive plaster, Until recently 
dno silk thread was used to sew the skin 
fogether, but the plaster leaves less of a 
tcar and isin other ways superior. ‘Tho 
pationt was in the chair only half an hour, 
The wound was bandaged as well as plas- 
‘ered, ‘The removal of the mole was a 
very simple operatiog, and one that is al- 
teady familiar, It was destroyed by olec- 
icity, 

At the end of tho week the bandage and 
tho plaster were remoyed from the young 
woman's nose, Her appearance was thea 
‘uch as to fll her with joy. ‘The offensive 
Roman bridge had disappeared and left a 
nose of nlmost Greek purity, giving hor 
taco 4 most tender and delicate expression, 

All the trace of the operation to be seen 
yas ® thin red line and this disappeared 
iwo weeks after, 

Tho subject of theso operations is very 
happy and does not hesitate to face those 
who formerly made uncomplimentary re 

narka about her, In several oases she has

He 
is an ardont Slavophile, and is famous for 
issuing the most extraordinary general 
orders to his troops. At ons time ho was 
regarded with disfavor, and even suspected 
of revolutionary tendencies. He was de- 
posed from his high position as Chief of 
the Staff at St. Petersburg, and sent to 
Kieff, where ho has remained ever since. 
But he has lived down his onemies, and is 
to-d@s1y once more Idoked on as ono of the 
great butresses of militant Slavophilism. 


Much interest is felt in Paris at the 
news of the engagement of Count Max de 
Foras, son of Count Amedee de Foras, 
Grand Marshal at tho court of Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria, and Miss Marie Read, 
daughter of Gen. and Mrs Moredith Read, 
who haye for the last fifteen years been 
conspicuous figures in the most exclusive 
circles of French society. Gon, Meredith 
Read was, filve-and-twenty years ago, Con- 
sul Genoral for the United States in Paris, 
and during the troublous period of the 
siege and Commune stuck to his post with 
courage and fidelity, winning immense 
popularity by his kindness to the sick and: 
wounded, He afterward represented tho 
United States at the Court of Athens, 
where he doyoted himegolf yery successful- 
ly to archaeology as woll as to diplomacy. 

Another poor fellow who finds himself 
rich by Kaflir speculation in London is 
Florence O'Driscoll, a once poenniloss en- 
gineer who camo oyer to this country as a 
delegate to our World’s Exhibition. He 
has since figured conspicuously in the 
mining boom, and Harold Frederico says 
he could retire to-day with a fortune of 
#2,000,000, Baron Mohrenhelm, Russian 
Ambassador at Paris, who recently celo- 
brated the fiftieth anniversary of his ap- 
pointmoent to the diplomatic service, is said 
to be indebted for the success of his career 
to the fact that atter haying been sent in 
quasi-disgraco to Copenhagen he negotfat- 
ed there the marriage between the late 
Kmperor of Russia and Princess Dagmar 
of Denmark, now the widowed Czarina, 
The reason for his boing sent to Copen- 
hagen is rather amusing, He was ten 
Secretary to Prince Gortchakof, and on 
being asked by tho latter for his opinion 
concerning tho draft of the historic dis 
patch anont the Black Sea, he was incau- 
tious enough to express his disapproval of 
the memorable phrase, ‘le Russie ne 
bouded as, elle se recuouile,’? upon which 
the entire dispatch wag based, ‘he Baron 
described this pharse as insane, Prince 
Gortchakof said nothing, but shortly after- 
ward got rid of his Secretary by sending 
him to the thon unimportant post of Cop- 
enhagen, 


Hint to Wood Workers, 
It is stated thats in .putting together 
quartered pino or any other kind of 
wood, in fact, greater strength and dur- 
ABility can be obtained by placing the 
grain of tho wood at an angle of 60 do- 
ay than oan bo obtained by crossing at 
90 degrees. Tho reason for this is that 
as all wood expands and contracts more 
or loss under tho variations of moisture 
in tho atmosphere, the pieces glued at an 
angle of 60 degrees can expand and con- 
tract to nm certain extent without tearing 
thomsolyos npart, as [is the caso when 
glucd at an angle of 00 degrees. The 60 
reos gluo joint simply pulls the objeot

various trees on the sidewalks, Ono or 
more, perhaps, carry books of reference, and 
when a tree is come across with which 
they have no acquaintance, itis looked up 
in the book, orits leaf and branch are 
borne forth to refer to some person who 
has made a thorough study of trees. In 
that way the classifying of the trees be- 
comes not only a benefit to the city, but a 
source of interest and information to the 
young women composing the Arboretum 
Committee, With many of them tree 
knowledge has become a passion and a 
fad, aud while the work of laboling the 
trees has been a hard, tedious undertak- 
ing, yet if has had a tendency to awaken 
much interest in the subject of trecs, ‘I 
did think I know SOREL AMR trees 
until I undertook this job,’’ eaid one of the 
committee a few days ago, ‘‘but I am dis- 
coyering how much there is I do not 
know,”’ 

‘ he work is carried on quite systomati- 
cally. Miss Webb is the chairman, and 
she has divided the city into ten districts, 
Over every district she has appointed a 
sub-chairman, who has ten under her 
guardianship.

ties of maple, ‘The hardest thing to do is 
to distinguish varieties of the same fam- 
ily. It is easy enough t6 classify troes 
that are of a rare or peculiar sort. 

Some exceedingly rare specimens have 
been found growing on the sidewalks and 
in the yards about many of the residences. 
There are several very pretty trees known 
as the ginkgo tree, The accompanying 
cut of the leaf shows its peculifarties, In 
the yard of the late Hamilton Pope, 900 
Fourth ayenue, isa handsome specimen 
of this tree, In the yard of Mr, John 
Long, on Broadway, between Second and 
Third streets, is a pecan treo of gracoful 
proportions. The rarest specimen of all 
is the second treo on Floyd, near Broad- 
way, along tho sidewalk by Mrs, Ransom’s 
residence, It is a Balm of Gilead, of 
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which one reads so many references in the 
bible, Anothor rare tree that is found in 
so many yards In Louisyille 1s the China 
treo, or melia. There is a number of these 
all along the fashionable thoroughfares. 
The Alumnae intend to construct their 
arboretum according to the most approved 
pluns, and Mrs, A.S, Coleman, one of tho 
committee chairmon, lefta few weeks ago 
for Hurope expecting to visit the famous 
arboretum at Kew. She will secure the 
Information required and Louisville will 
have the advantages of the best plans, 
Col. Rouben I, Durrett has always mant- 
fested great interest in WKentuc troos, 
Ho spoke in the warmest terms of oncour- 
igement of the work of the Alumunae 
\rboretum Committeo,saying: *‘Just ton 
go T prepared an article on some 
val trees of Loulsyille, At that tine

the spring, fortilizing the land well, and 
setting out two-year old plants in furrows 


made with a furrowing plow. These fur- 
rows are mad from six to oight inohea 
deep, and the plants are set in the bottom 
and tho crowns covered over a couple 
inches, As tho plants gray, the soll ia 
gradually forked in about thom until the 
furrows are full, The distanco apart at 
which asparagus ls grown deponds vory 
much on tho variety and the quantity of 
land at one’s disposal, ‘The rows are oxdin- 
arily put about four Met apart, and tho 
plants are sot from ond to two feet apartin 
tho row, If the rows aro kopt very narrow, 
whioh is generally bost for the vory bob

A singular French industry has been 


imported into this country. A fow miles 


outside of Philadelphia, a Frenchman has 
established o spider farm, whore the in- 
seots are bred and furnished at so much 


per 100 for distribution in the wine yaults 


of merchants, and tho cellars of private 


consumers who sot as much store by the 


external evidences of age borne by tho 


bottle as the date of vintage, A batch 
of theso spiders is a fine inyestment for 
tho wholesale merchant who has newly 
stocked his cellar, In three months the 
new, shining, freshly-labeled bottles are 
so yolled with filmy cobwebs that the ap- 
pearanco of twenty yoars’ storage 1s gained 
and tho effect on the customer is impres- 
sive, It would be yery easy to cover tho 
bins with dust, but this would give no 
such conclusive results as the rare deyloe 
of dressing tho bottles with naturally 
spun cobwebs, that drape tho necks like 
delicate lace, Whon the proprietor of the 
farm has an order from a wine merchant, 
he places tho spiders in small paper boxes, 
ono pair in each box, and ships them in 4 
crate, with plenty of holes for the ingress 
of air. The prico asked, $10 4 hundred, is 
satisfactory to both buyer and soller. 

The farmor is paid woll for his product, 
and the wine morchant, at an expendl- 
ture of 840 or $50, may add o thousand or

AND SENTENCED 


GUILTY 
TO DEATH. 


Amid a crowded court, but io which, 
noverthelors, tho profound silenco of the 
grayo pervaded, eave for tho voices of the 
Clerk of the Grown, and tho foroman of tho 
jury, Francis Valentine Cuthbert Shortie, 
the porpetrator of the Valley tiv Id trogedy,on 
Sunday morning stood up in the dook and 
learned the fate, which twelve of hia fellow 
beings, who havo been sitting in judgment 
upon him since the lat ultimo, bad decided 
should be hia—whether he should be 
acquitted of his awful crime on the ground 
of sanity or whother ho rhould forfeit his 
life in vindication of the law. Throvghout 
the long and woary trial ho has aesumed an 
attitude of indifference, but it was evident 
ag he entered the court Sunday morning that 
a slight nervousness had taken possession of 
him, He was attired in in black, a whito 
handkerchief protruding from the brenet 
pocket of his coat, and when ho entered the 
dock prior to putting his hands on it, blew 
away tho little dust that had acoumnlated 
during the night, Aa ho stood up a slight 
norvous twitching of the hands was ob. 
sorvable, but it only lxsted a few moments. 
Then Shortia was bimself again, the same 
calm, cool, collected individual that he had 
been throughout tho trial. Tt was not long 
before he seated himeelf on the chatr placed 
in the dock for his accommodation, and he 
did not again rise until the jadge entered at 
9:15, when he stood erect as a statue, end 
kept his eyes intently fixed on His Honor 
until the entire proceedings was over, never 
once letting them fall on bis father, who 
waa seated in front of the dock, pervouely 
twirling w short piece of pencil in hie right 
hand, r 

When tho jury had responded to their 
pames Foreman McHardy stood up, and, in 
angewer to the Clerk of the Crown, said that 
they had agreed upon their verdict, which 
was one of guilty of murder, 

At this point the clerk became eo confused 
that the judge undertook the duty of 
putting to the jury the queetions which had 
been submitted to them for consideration, 
and the foreman reeponded thereto, the 
other members of the Jury signifying their 
concurrence in the answers given, which 
were to the effect that the prisoner was 
guilty of the murder of John Loy, and that 
he was not insane at the timo he committed 
the crime. 

The jury was thon discharged with thanks, 
heartily glad to once more regain their 
liberty, 

As it was Sunday it was decided that the 
death eentence should not be pronounced 
that day, and that it should be passed Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock, 

Daring tho time that Foreman McHardy 
was delivering the verdict of the jury the 
prisoner exhibited not the slightest nervous- 
ness or trepidation and when the answer in 
the affirmative was given to the terrible 
question. ‘Is the accused guilty or not 
guilty,”--a question upon the answer to 
which hung the issue of his life or death— 
his features never quivered and_his face 
neither flushed nor blanched, He stood 
immovable as the sphynx, The father alao 
bore up bravely. 

So unconcerned was the prigoner at the 
verdict that immediately the court com- 
menced to disperse he leaned ovr the dock 
and spoke to Dr. Anglin about some music 
cataloguea that had been promised him. 

The closing scene in the celebrated Shoriis 
case took place Monday morning, Promptly 
atten o'clock His Honor Judge Mathieu 
ascended the Bench and a few seconds after 
the prieoner, F, C. V, Shortis, was brought 
into court and took his accustomed place in 
the dock, Neither of the prisoner's par- 
ents was present, Mr, Magmaster ia con- 
formity with legal ueage moved that the 
sentence of the law be passed upon the 
prisoner at the bar, The clerk read the 
formal qneetion beginning Prisoner, you 
have been indicted, tried and convicted for 
the murder of John Loy on the first of 
March, 1895. Have you anything to offer 
why sentence of death should not be passed 
upon you? Ifyouhave anything to say, 
say it now and you shall be heard, 

Shortis did not waver, and anawered ina 
clear, firm voice ; ‘No, thank you,’ 

Jndge Mathieu then addressed him aos 
follows : Francis Valentine Cuthbert Shor- 
tis, you have been accused of having mur- 
dered John Loy on the firet day of March 
last. To the accusation you have pleaded 
not guilty, basing your defenco on the 
Rround that at the time you were labor- 
ing under natural imbecility and insane 
disease of the mind to euch an extent ag 
to render you incapable of appreciating the 
navure and quality of your act and of know- 
ing that act to be wrong. J'welve honest 
men have been sworn to try your case, and 
after a month's cloge attention and reflection 
and after you have been ably defended by 
the most eminent and able counsel, they have 
returned a verdict of guilty, declaring there- 
by that your plea of insanity has not been 
proved, It ie now over eight months since 
you killed Loy. It has taken eight months 
to do justice to the country and to declare 
in your cage that he who commits murder 
shall be punished, 

Still, the jurors have paused and reflected 
along time before bringing in the just re- 
ward of your most atrocious crime. The 
law says that he who commits murder shall 
be sentenced to death, It is with the deep. 
est sorrow that 1 am obliged to-day to pro- 
nounce the sentence of the law. 

Tho sentence of this court and of our 
Sovereign Indy the Queen is that you 
Francis Valentine Cuthbert Shortis, be 
taken from hence to the common jail in 
this district of Beauharnois, and there be 
kept in strict custody until the third day of 
January next at eight o'clock in the morning 
when you will be taken from the common 
jailand conducted to the place of execu- 
tion, and there you shall be hanged by the 
neck until you are dead, May God have 
mercy on your soul, 

During this address Shortis remained per- 
fectly motionless, 

When the sentence had been finished he 
replied to Judge Mathieu ‘I wish to thank 
you, My Lord, for the kindness which you 
have shown to me and the consideration 
which all the people connected with this 
honorable court have given me while I have 
been here, 

After the crowd had been cleared away 
from the back of the dock and the prisoner 
led out, Judge Mathieu thanked the jorors 
for their assiduous attention to thoir duties, 
Mr. Macmaster did likewiso on behalf of 
the Crown and also thanked His Honor, Mr, 
St, Pierre following iu the same line for the 
defence.

THE SPRINGBROOK TRAGEDY, 


An inquest was held last Friday at Spring- 
brook over the body of Harry Burtle who is 
alleged to have been injured at the husking 
bee at Lobias Morrestale in Rawdon on the 
28th of Sept. and died on the 12th of 
October, Thirteen jurora were impanelled 
from the vicinity and T, J, Thompson was 
elected foreman, A large amount of eyid- 
ence was taken which brought out the fact 
that during the evening at tho husking bee 
Bartle was there and Albert and James 
Bronson, cousins, came slightly intoxicated 
and began teasing and scuilling with the 
young boy Bartle. It wae shown they had 
thrown him down and both were on top of 
him, and it wae said that James Bronson 
had hit him with both feet on the stomach, 
He went home to hia foster father, Mr, 
Andrew Reid, and there complained of hav- 
ing been hurt by the Bronson boys, On 
the 10th he became very ill and Dr, Sargeant 
of Springbrook was sent for, who at once 
saw the case was hopeloss, and the young 
man died two daya afterward, Qn Con- 
stable Johnson giving hia report, Dr. Youker 
was instructed to hold an inquest. Dr, 
Sargeant and Dr, Meiklejohn made a post 
mortem examination and stated that death 
was caused by acute peritonitus the effect 
of a puncture of an ulcer in the atomach, 
Death might have been hastened by the 
treatment received at the husking beo, The 
jury brought in a verdict in accordance with 
there statements and the Bronsona were 
arreated last Saturday by Constable Scovive- 
shaw charged with criminal afeault, Mag- 
iatrate Walsh of Springbrook remanded the 
case for o week. Tho privonera escaped 
from the Constable shortly after and have 
not been seen since, Young Bartle was 
about 28 years of age aud was brought out 
to this country by Rey. RK, Wallace of the 
Marchmont Home, He waa a steady and 
industrious man and had a good Christian 
character,—On(ario.

consciously—all these mould and have 
a lasting influence on their character. 
Sometimes when they might resist a 
positive order or a sharp command they 
would readily obey if “asked” to do 
so-and-so instead of being ordered to 
do it. Praise is worth more than 
blame, and a reward will outweigh a 
punishment with our little ones. 
And the example is uot to be set 
by the mother alone, although hers may 
be the most potent influence, especially 
in baby’s early years. When a son 
does not treat his mother with pro- 
per reverence it is too often because 
away back in his early years he used 
to hear “pa” speak cross to “ma” and 
he got used to it. Whatever of re- 
roof or unpleasantness there need be 
tween husband and wife, let it not 
occur in the presence of children.

Putting Up Stovepipes. 

We never have any: trouble putting 
up stovepipes, writes a correspondent. 
If two. pieces are of exactly the same 
size, I take any hammer having a 
round face and stretch the end of one 
Piece of pipe, by hammering it, sothat 
one end will fit neatly over the end 
of the other. Place the end to be 
stretched on the horn of an anvil, or 
thrust a round bar of iron through the 
pipe and stretch about an inch, as a 
blacksmith draws out a bar of hot iron, 
by applying repeated bidws on the 
glowing metal. Hoop-iron and stove- 
Pipe iron can be drawn out longer, by 
hammering the cold inetal.

Pipe. Hence the importance of em- 
ploying a hammer having rounded cor- 
ners. have often united two pieces 
of pipe, of the same size, in a few min- 
ules, when I had no tools besides an 
old hammer and a big scor There is 
no excuse for fretting, worrying, tear- 
ing around in a rage and uttering pro- 
fane denunciations, as many good peo- 
ple are in the habit of doing, simply 
yecause they are not able to make a 
piece of pipe enter where the entrance 
1s too small.

THE VENEZUELA QUESTION. 


Something Abont the Country Thatis Caus- 
ingso Much Talk inthe World at the 
Present Time, 


Although Venezuela looks but a 
small and inconsiderable place on the 
map, it is by no means a country to bx 
sneezed at. It is more than as large a: 
Ontario, Quebec, Noya Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, and Manitoba put to- 
gether, and contains a population equal 
to more than half of that of Canada 
Interesting in more ways than one, it 
has within its boundaries the first point 
of the American mainland sighted by 
Columbus, who, during his third yoy- 
age, in 1498, entered the Gulf of Paria, 
and sailed along the delta of the Orin- 
oco, the very area of which is now the 
matter in dispute between Great Bri- 
tain and the Venezuelan Republic. 
Moreover, it is a rich agricultural, pas- 
toral, and forest country. It was a 
colony of Spain till 1810, when the 
Venezuelans rose against the yoke of 
that European power, and the following 
year the independence of the territory 
was proclaimed. A more or less desul- 
tory war of ten years followed and not 
until 1845 was the independence of her 
former colony recognized by Spain in 


the treaty of Madrid. The country is 
now governed under a constitution mo- 
delled on that of the United States, 
but with 
MORE INDEPENDENCE 

secured to provincial and local Govern- 
ment. At the head of the Central Ex- 
ecutive is the President, elected for a 
term of two years, and possessing no 
veto power. The legislation for the 
whole Republic is vested in a Congress 
of two Houses, both of which are elect- 
ed for four years, the Senators being 
elected by the Legislature of each 
State, and the Representatives by 
“popular, direct, and public elec- 
tion.” 

Sonth-east of the eastern boundary 
of Venezuela lies the British colony or 
British Guiana. Between the two, how- 
ever, there is a debatable area respect- 
ing which a dispute of many years’ 
Standing has _ existed. Between the 
mouths of the Orinoco and the Amazon 
is the territory known prior to 1810 as 
the Guayanas, In that year a large 
portion of the territory became the 
possession of Venezuela, as the succes- 
sor in title of Spain. Another portion 
of the Guayanas was ceded to Great 
Britain by Holland in 1814. No treaty 
hifd ever definitely fixed the boundary 
between the Spanish and Dutch pos- 
sessions, and it was not long before a 
boundary dispute arose, which all ef- 
forts to settle have up to the pr ent | 
time proved unavailing. In 1887 the! 
dispute reached such a point that dip-| 
lomatic relations between England and 
Venezuela were broken off. The ter-

Queen Victoria undoubtedly thinks 
that she has arrived at an age when 
she may devote a certain amount of 
time and thought to her tomb without 
being accused by her subjects of mor- 
bid tendencies. The tomb, adjoining 
that of the Prince Consort, has been 
prepared for some time, but consider- 
able curiosity is felt in regard to the 
decoration for this reason: ‘The Prince 
Consort's tomb is decorated by a re- 
cumbent statue, representing him as 
an exceedingly handsome man of 
about forty yeurs of age. If it is the 
intention of the Queen to carry out 
the same idea in regard to her own 
vault, at what age will she be repre- 
sented by the sculptor? From an artis- 
tic point of view the Queen’s marble 
portrait ought to match that of her 
departed consort in the important mat- 
ter of age, and if this is to be the case 
the royal effigy will not be recognized 
by her faithful subjects. It is known 
that the Queen has arranged this deli- 
cate matter, but as yet no one has 
been taken into the royal confidence. 

The English press comments on the 
Marlborough-Vanderbilt wedding are 
decidedly amusing. ‘The New Budget 
(London) in commenting upon the luck 
of the Churchills in obtaining Ameri- 
can brides with large fortunes says: 
“Tf it continues for a generation or 
two longer it may be that a future 
Duke of Marlborough may be able to af- 
ford to marry in England.” Another 
London contemporary describes Miss 
Vanderbilt as “twenty-five, a shrewd 
business woman and an ardent partisan 
of new womanhood.” The New Budget 
evidently did not look up its peerage 
before making the statement tha 
Miss Vanderbilt will be the only ‘‘ Con- 
suelo” in the list of British duchesses. 
As a matter of fact, Miss Vanderbilt 
was named for Consuelo Duchess of 
Manchester. The Duke's stepmother 
still retains her title, although author- 
ities on the peerage insist that she 
forfeited it by her marriage to Lord 
Beresford: A French hotel-keeper, 
with a strict sense of propriety, was a 
little preplexed by this entry in his re- 
gister, “Lord William Beresford and 
the Duchess of Marlborough.” 

The Czar of Russia seems to be en- 
tirely dominated by feminine  influ- 
ence, and Europe has been anxiously 
watching the struggle between Rus- 
sia’s two Empresses for supremacy of 
Sway over His Imperial Majesty. Both 
women are as strong in character as 
they are divided in opinion. The dow- 
ager is an autocrat, a believer in the 
divine rights of kings; Marie Alexan- 
drovna is a democrat, a believer in the 
divine rights of the people, the Czar’s 
Wayerings depending on her with whom 
he is thrown for the time being. ‘The 
dowager seemed to be having things 
her own way until she went to the 
Caneasus with her dying son George. 
During her absence the Czar removed 
M. Dournovo from the office of Minis- 
ter of the Interior, an office which, 
controlling, as it does, both the crimin- 
al and civil police, confers upon its 
holder powers second only to the Em- 
peror himself. On the dowager’s re- 
turn a most painful scene occurred be- 
tween her and the Emperor, which 
had the result of hastening her depar- 
ture to Copenhagen, where she an- 
nounces her intention of remaining 
until early winter. In the meantime 
Marie Alexandroyna reigns supreme, 
and even goes the length of having the 
proceedings at women’s rogressive 
clubs related to her in detail. 

Ex-Queen Natalie, of Servia, has set- 
tled old scores with her husband emi- 
nently to her own satisfaction. Dur- 
ing all the years in which she and her 
royal lord have quarreled and bickered 
she took good care that her son, Alex- 
ander, should be kept in the dark re- 
garding their domestic differences un- 
til he was sufficiently powerful to be 
of as ance to her.

your kneos thanking God|!'' 

T sat bolt upright in amazomont, Was 
this the woman who had lived hor own 
life so gallantly, and refused a throng of 
suitors, Was this sho who had rejoiced 
in my ambition for an independent 
carcer, and offered mo the chanco of for- 
cign study? I could not trust my cars. 

“Tf it interferes with your plans, give 
thom up!’’ she wont on impationtly. 
“'Thoro aro other plans in tho uniyorse. 
Do you think you will eyer paint pic- 
tures worth looking at if you sacrifice 
all the great things in lifo to them? Livo, 
I tell you—let yourself go; and paint your 
pictures bye ond byo, if tho wish lasts 
and you get your chance. ‘They will be 
all the botter for waiting.‘’’ 

“But, aunt HKllon—it was only last 
month that you urged me to work bard—"’ 
“‘And leaye tho mon alone--of course I 
did, I haye seen too many girls marry 
becauso they had nothing else to do, You 
were a child theon—I thought you might 
not change for years, But I neyer told 
you to stifle your womanhood. If your 
hour has come while you are stiil so 


one can afford to overlook tholr import- 
ance, It is just such soasons as the ono 
that wo aro endeavoring to struggle 
through that affords us tho opportunity 
to make selections and broed expressly 
from those cows for pormanent botter- 
mont in our herds. It is ® most ox- 
collent {doa to be always ready for im- 
provyemont and to grasp tho opportunity 
whon it presents itself. Opportunities 
aro tho exception and not the rule; henco 
it pays, when we find somothing out of 
tho commonplace, especially in a cow, to 
give her free right of way on tho farm, 
and she is Lound to give reward for hor 
care and keep, 

Iam safe in saying that no dairyman 
within the limit of my acquaintance and 
knowledgo has been able to carry his 
cows through tho past three months’ 
drouths without sustaining considerable 
shortage in milk. Eyen owners of herds 
haye fed full winter grain rations and 
still lost one-third in weight of milk on 
dry pasture, and whore neglect has been 
practised, the shortage has fallen to ono- 
half. 

All this accrues from tho fact that a 
backward spring, frost and drouth have 
conspired to keap back forage crops, es- 
pecially fodder corn, which has been do- 
pended on for August and September dry 
periods, 

Ido not belioye it is possible to keep 
any coy up to her normal flow of milk 
without some green pasture during sum- 
mer months. Not eyen ensilage, which 
one neighbor has|boen feeding the pxst 
six weeks, will reach tho normal point 
as indicated by his returns, though it 
greatly improved over dry pasture. Ihave 
fully convinced myself that dried grass 
will not create butter fat, though dry 
cows will become beef fat on it, while 
cows in full flow of milk will begin to 
slacken up in milk and add flesh as the 
grass becomes drier. 

Our creamery that made over 5,000 
pounds of butter in May will not make 
more than 2,500 for August, and with at 
least seven-eighths of tho cows fed a fair 
grain ration. J. F. Hickman writes in 
answer to inquiry as to how thoy kept up 
the flow of milk at the station: 

“Ido find that itis quite difficult to 
keep up the flow of milk without pas- 
ture, I have not been ablo to devise a 
plan of feeding which will keep the 
cows in good milking condition during 
these excessive dry spells. I think the 
cow isa little more like man than wo 
haye boon giving her credit for. I am 
almost persuaded that she fecls sort of 
discouraged during such weather, and I 
don't blame her if she does’? Thus 
it seems with cyery opportunity to sup- 
ply her needs the cows of the station at 
Wooster aro faring much the same as 
those among the general dairymen of 
Ohio, There is but one moans of re- 
trenchmens for the future—that of 
prompt preparation ahead so that a dry 
season similar to the one past will not 
eatch us napping without green food to 
supply our herds. Rye sown now will 
supply us with tho earliest possible pas- 
ture or soiling crop for spring until 
oats comes into head, when the rye is 
olther gone or too old to uso; the oats 
Makes a magnificent food for cows until 
fodder corn is of such age as to produce 
benoflelal effects in sustaining a eee of 
milk. Rye is not the best food tor en- 
riching milk, yet if sustained by a fair 
feoding of grain ina balanced ration it 
will tide over a short period safoly, 

Our experience with oats for the two 
seasons past has been vory satisfactory, 
fod both geoen and dry. In tho latter 
condition it was run through the cutter 
and some bran thrown over it and moist- 
oned. The gain in bulk of milk wus 
quite noticeable while the gain in per 
eqnt, of fac was very Apparent, marking 
the period of oat feeding as worthy of 
furthor trial. In years past we havo not 
been forced to feed so early of forage 
crops, 80 have only resorted to corn as o 
substitute for shortage in pastuyes; butit 
will be much safer if some moans are 
brought into play for au carlior substi- 
tuto to tlde over such soasons as the two 
just past. 

If tho reputation of our herds, as well 
as thelr profit, is to be maintained, we 
must bear in mind that wo are, as well 
Os our-catrle, croatures of circumstances, 
and must contribute our carofyl judg- 
ment toward meeting unoxpocted emerg- 
envios. ‘Eternal vigilance’’ must be 
the motto of the succossful dairyman, 
and ‘no gr xcollonce is attainod ex- 
cont by excossive labor.’’ Carolosaness, 
coupled with its kindred spirit of sloth- 
fulness, always steals away that part of 
the dairy recuipts that wo credit to protit. 

Why many labor hard to reach tho 
boundary of a profit, then relax thoir 
energy and allow the. furthor opportun 
ity of success to vanish, 18 a mystery, 
Don't doit. Push on and tho 
dollar that the coslest money carned 
{o the confiict and gives the most pleas- 
ure when proporly spent.

Women Physicians in Russia, 


Tho Medical College for Women in Ste 
Potersburg is about to be opened, with the 
permission of the Emperor and Empress. 
After the closing of tho medical classes for 
women in 1887, many Russian women 
went to foreign universities — chiofly 
Franoo and Switzorland—for their degrees 
but though thorough) equipped with the 
honorable M.D., they were not permitted 
on their return to practice In their own 
country. Ono of them, Miss A. Bogolub- 
sky, native of a mining village (Neorh- 
insk) in Hast Siberia, haying taken the 
degree of M.D. at the Univorsity of Berlin 
in 1887, was obliged on her return to taka 
the position of nurse, and in this humble 
capacity bravely worked for cight years, 
On the breaking out of the cholora epide- 
mic in 1892, she begged and obtained per- 
mission to labor among tho masses of 
suffering peasants who had migrated from 
different parts of Russia to settle tnere. 
Some of the districts were so congested 
that thousands would have beon without 
any modical aid had 1t not been for her 
untiring energy. On her return to St. 
Potersburg this year, she presented a poeti- 
tion to the Emperor, and recelyed permis- 
sion to take a degree in Russia, which 
gives aright to practico in any part of the 
country, The urgent necessity of fomale 
physicians is but too apparent, consider- 
ing the many tribes (Tartars, Yakutos, 
Turkestans, ete.) whose women are pro- 
hibited by the lawsof their religion from 
receiving medical treatment from the op- 
posito sex, e 


New Way To Sell Butter, 


Tho grocors of Ithaca, N.Y., says Tho 
Grocery World, have adopted an idea in 
solling butter which might be of adyan- 
tage to the trade in other towns. hoy 
haye arranged to sell this commodity 
from a central store, under tholr united 
control and in charge of an export, 

Several advantages dre expected to an- 
orue from this Innovation, At prosont, not 
only in Ithaca, bubin nbnest oyory other 
country town, grocers buy butter from 
farmers on a trado basis, Butter bought 
and sold in this way is practically novor 
dealt with on its morits strictly. Inuas- 
much as tho farmers’ trade must bo 
catered to, lt becomes necossary to pay 
each farmer the same, whether the quull- 
tios embodied are tho samo or not. It 
also bocomos necessary, as a rule, to pay 
considerably more for farmer's butter 
than it is really worth and could be 
bought for in astrictly cash deal, for if the 
furmor gots an idea that ho is not recely- 
ing enough for his product, ho takes his 
somotimes remunerative trade to some 
othor grocer, 

Tho Ithaca scheme embodies tho pur- 
chase of butter for cash strictly, tho ques- 
tion of merit only to be considered. Tho 
butter is then to bo sold on tho samo 
basis, the fino grades commanding tho 
prico duo to them, and the ordinary liko-

Prof. Atwator’s exhaustive studies and 
experiments in this line haye led him to 
the conclusion that the greatest nutritive 
value in any kind of food of the same 
specific cost is to be found in cornmeal. 
Ho finds that in ten pounds of the latter 
there are slightly over eight pounds of 
actual nutriment; in elght and ono-third 
pounds of wheat flour thero aro over six 
and three-fourths pounds of nutrimont, 
in five pounds of white sugar there are 
four and one-half pounds of nutriment, 
in five pounds of boans there are four 
pounds of nutriment in twenty pounds of

New York, Novembor 11 —Mr. Isaac Nv 
Ford cables from London to the Zridune:— 
the great shipping strike which has thrown 
60,000 workmen out of employment on the 
Clyde and in Belfast, aud partly stopped 
work on the new navy, has attracted general — 
attention from its unreasonablences, The 
origin of the conflict wis adcieputaoverthe 
wages of a few engineers in Harland & 
Wolfl’s Yard in Belfast. When times were 
bad two years agotheir wages were cut down 
two shillings a week, with the understand- 
ing that the reduction should be made good © 
when business improved. Times being 
better the engineers asked to have their — 
wages restored to the former level. The 
employers refused on tuo ground that, — 
while they had plenty of work, they had — 
taken contracts at so low prices thatthey 
could not raise wages, The etrike in Bel as 
involved a lock-out, and further efforts hi 
been made to acttle it, There wasnoques- 
tion at issue between the workmen and their 
employers on the Clyde,,Thoir rolations were 
friendly and a further advance in wages had 
been arranged, but the employers there had 
signed an agreement to stand by the Belfast 
misters in alllabor disputes, and, in obedi-~ — 
ence tomthvic request, they declared a par~ 
tial lock-out on the Clyde which brought — 
about a general strike.

Polley, who took passage from New 
York Christmas Eve, 1891, on the Wag- 
ner car Gibraltar, the last coach on 
the Niagara at They were bound 
to Niagara Falls to spend the holidays. 
The train came toa sudden stop at 
Hastings, and through the blunder Ofa 
brakeman of the Niagara train, who 
failed to display the danger signal in* 
the rear after. the train stopped, and 
the Cincinnati and St. Louis éxpress 
crashed into the Gibraltar at full speed. 
Mr. Baldwin had gone into the smok- 
er to light a cigar aud was not in- 
jured. 

Mr. Polley was first_taken out; he 
died the next day. Mrs. Baldwin's 
mother was next rescued, but she im- 
mediately died. Miss Baldwin, when 
taken out, walked across the railroad 
track and dropped dead. Mrs. Baldwin 
had been thrown on her back at the 
first shock, and heavy timbers lay 
across her chest. She was nearest to 
the engine, and as the steam ate its way 
into her flesh she struggled wildly to 
free herself, not for a moment losin 
consciousness until her husband hac 


chopped away the timbers that pinion- | 
ed her and dragged her out in his | 
arms. Then she fainted. 


She Was immediately taken to St. 
John's Hospital, Yonkers. When her | 
wounds were first dressed the scalp 
and all that was left of the hair peeled 
off in the doctors’ hands; the ears and 
the flesh from her hands dropped off 
when touched. Great pieces of skin | 
peeled from: the inside of her mouth | 
and throat. | 


THE FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


The hospital surgeons believed that 
death would end her agony during the 
night hours. But in the morning they 
found her still alive, clear-headed, cour- 
ageous, enduring with a vitality and 
spirit that scarcely seemed possible in 
so frail a woman. 

Then began the fight of science for 
her life. Kor days her life hung by a 
feeble thread. But the patience’ of 
science was infinite. She was swathed 
in the softest surgical cotton; she lay 
upon bags of ice; she was given hypo- 
dermic injections constantly to keep up 
the action of the heart and to allay | 
the intense pain; her wounds were 
dressed every few hours in antiseptic 
dressing fluid, and she was bathed in 
the dressing fluid.

Dr. Schopen had 
told her, three weeks after the accident, 
that she would have to lose her cyes 
in order to save her life. The eyelids | 
had been boiled off, and as there was 
no way of supplying nature’s protec- 
tion and lubrication to the eyeballs 
the eyes had become terribly swollen 
and inflamed. The tortures of pain | 
she suffered from them sapped her 
feeble strength and her chance for life 
was in having both eyes come out. Day 
by day the sight faded from them, and 
finally she became totally blind. It 
was impossible to delay the operation 
longer, for there was graye danger of 
blood poisoning or erysipelas, such was 
the inflammation. Yet the eye spe- 
cialist, Dr. Peter Callan, and Dr. Scho- 
pen agreed that it was probable she 
would not survive the ordeal. 

“T know thatI shall never come out 
of this alive,” said the little woman, | 
pitifully, ‘but I am willing to take} 
every possible chance of living that is 
offered me.” 

There was in readiness every precau- 
tionary means of reviving her should 
the ether havea suffocating effect. A 
powerful Faradic battery was at hand, 
anda bag of oxygen gas with tube ap- 
paratus to insert in the windpipe to 
produce artificial breathing. 

BOTH EYES CUT OUT, 

Ether was administered and the eyes 
were removed by Dr. Callan. Dr. Scho- 
pen then amputated the four dead bones 
that protruded from the right hand like 
the fingers ofaskeleton and carefully 
patched the remaining thumb. He cut 
away the dead bone and flesh of the 
left arm, but when attempting to scrape | 
the dead bone tissue from the exposed | 
portions of the skull Mrs. Baldwin was } 
found to be sinking. So all further 
strain on her vitality was _ postponed. 
The operations had taken halt an hour’s 
time and Mrs. Baldwin regained con- 
sciousness ina few minutes and to the 
astonishment of the surgeons seemed 
to feel no ill effects. 

The loss of her eyes Mrs. Baldwin 
felt keenly ; shut in an eternity of dark- 
ness, she could not even weep. The 
windows of her soul were shut, the 
tear veins were dried, there were only 
blank cavities where her eyes had been, 
and Grona of agony in place of nature's 
merciful tears. 

Her martyrdom did not end there, 
for very soon there developed an af- 
fection of the inner or middle ears 
which threatened her with the loss of 
hearing. For a time she became deaf 
and her sufferings from her ears were 
intense. 

At this time it became impossible for 
her to taste food or drink; she could 
not even swallow her saliva; she was 
nourished artificially. 

She was thus bereft at once of sight, 
hearing, taste and touch, and her rea- 
son was gone from her in the deliriums 
of fever. 

But finally care and science did their 
work, and she began to mend. Her 
hearing was saved; she became able 
to eat light gruels and broths, the 
grafts on her mutilated thumb showed 
healthy growth, so that she would not 
be entirely helpless in her loss of hands 
when the cure was completed. The 
fever died from her brain, and reason 
came back to her. 


ON THE TORTURE RACK. 


Day by day she gained in strength, 
yee very slowly, for each dressing of 
her wounds were exquisite torture. The 
doctor watched with her many nights 
of agony, administering hypodermic in- 
jections to keep her alive under this 
terrible rack of pain. One dressing of 
her wounds sometimes required three 
hours, so sensitive was she to each 
touch, so terrified at each additional 
pang, so piteous in her supplications to 
escape the necessary treatment which 
made*her .writhe in every nerve of 
feeling. 

As her strength was able to bear 
them other skin-grafting operations 
were made, and with marvellous suc- 
cess, Tiny pieces of skin from her 
sister’s body took root on the mutil- 
face, neck and thumb of

IS THE MOON INHABITED ? 


The Probabilities Are That It Is Not—It 
Has No Atmosphere, 
It is impossible, of course, for us to 
| know anything positively concerning 
the question whether the moon is or 
is not inhabited. However, the astron- 
omers long since generally agreed that 
the probabilities are altogether against 
such a supposition. In coming to this 
unanimous conclusion the astronomers 
did not express themselves thus posi- 
tively without making provisions for 
extraordinary conditions that might ex- 
jist on the face of fair Luna. So in 
' recording their disbelief in the idea that 
the shining planet is inhabited, pbey 
did so by saying: ‘If inhabited at all, 
it is certainly not peopled by beings 
similar to those existing on the sun- 
face of our globe.” The strongest pre- 
sumption against the existence of ani- 
mal life on the moon is found in the 
fact that “our silvery sister world” 
has no atmosphere. If she has an 
atmosphere at all, and such is hardly 
likely, it is not of sufficient density to 
support animal life even in its lowest 
forms. The proof of the nonexistence 
of a lunar atmosphere is found in the 
fact that the planet viewed through a 
telescope shows no haze or dimness on 
the edge of its disk, and, secondly, when 
the moon intervenes between us and 
the more distant heavenly bodies there 
is not the least trace of refraction vis- 
ible. The conclusion, therefore, is that 
the moon is without either an atmo- 
sphere or animal inhabitants.

WOMEN IN THE PROFESSIONS. 


|The Great Increase inthe United Kingdo 
—Some Statistics. 


| he advance made by women in the 
| professions is strikingly brought out by 
the new census paper. In the civil 
service the number of women officers 
and clerks had risen from less than 
| 3,000 in 1871 to 8,546 in the last census 
|year. In the local government of the 
country, too, women are much more 
freely employed. There was evidently 
no return of women doctors in 1871; 
they were awaiting their degrees, or 
had degrees which the census did not 
| recognize; in 1881 they were returned 
as 25 in number, but in 1891 they were 
101 in England and Wales. Women 
| veterinary surgeons appeared for the 
first time in the census of 1891. There 
were then two of them. Besides over 
53,000 sick nurses, there are 887 women 
engaged in “ subordinate medical ser- 
vice.” Under the somewhat compre- 
prehensive heading of author, editor, 
| journalist,” we find 660 women in 1891, 
as compared with 452 ten years before, 
and 265 in 1871. Women reporters 
were rare in 1881. Fifteen was the 
total number for England and Wales, 
but in 1891 there were 127. In the 
arts the invasion of the ladies is most 
|conspicuous. In 1881 there were 1,960 
of their sex who returned themselves 
as painters, engravers, or sculptors; in 
rey the number had risen to 8,082,

Ne York Herald September 7th:— In 
his addross before the Medico-Logal Con- 
ross, Dr, Forbos Winslow attributed this 

‘s epidemic of suicide chiefly to tho 
‘eat publicity given by the preas to do- 
tails of crime and trials and the ‘‘insuffi- 
clont power of the legislature to suppress 
such publicity." 

This statoment, coming from so high 
an authority, and reflecting so strongly 
on wodern American journalism, is woll 
enlenlated to attract attontion and chal- 
longo criticism. Tho claim that suleidy 
is increased by bowspaper roports of 
crime can only be substantiated by statis- 
tics showing that tho maximum of soif- 
slaughter has been ronched when and 
Where these reports have been most com- 
non and sensational. Dr. Winslow offers 
no such figures, and we do not Delleyo 
they can bo given. 

On the contrary, as far as statistics are 
available on this subject, they point to 
the opposite conclusion. ‘They show that 
in several European countries where tho 
press lacks the enterprise, and in somo

instances the freedom, to publish the 
criminal news of the day, suicide is far 
preyalont than iff this country 
whero there is no press censorship, and 
newpapors are free to publish what their 
readers want and journalistic enterprise 
prompts. For example, neither Denmark 
hor Saxony can be accused of sensational 
journalism, yet according to published 
statistics the highest sulcide rates in the 
world are reached there. High rates aro 
also found in Franco, Prussia and Baden, 
while Austria, Bavaria and Belgium are 
not much behind them. In all these 
countries suicide is probably more com- 
mon in proportion to population than in 
the United States, and in all less public- 
ity is given to crimes and criminal trials. 

Dr. Winslow thinks that the extent to 
wiilch such publicity is carried in this 
country has a deleterious offect on weak- 
minded persons and should be checked by 
legislative power. here are, of course, 
papers hero and there which print with- 
out stint or scruple far-fetched criminal 
details, simply to satisfy a morbid taste 
or create & cheap sensation, and whoso 
publication 1s @ discredit to reputable 
journalism. ‘There are also papers which

THE 


ALFALFA, A FORAGE PLANT. 


which alfalfa, lucern, or 
as itis called in Caltfornia, Chilian clo- 
ver, is now being grown in the United 
States and many parts ot Canada is truly 
wondorful, scoing that twenty yo: 

this valuablo fodder plant was 

known outside of California, Kvon there, 
at that timo, its oultiyation was limited 
to cortain seotions of the stato, and its ox- 
cellont qualitios were very littl: known. 
Its growth in California began in 1854, 
when the first sood was brought from 
Chili, 

The U. S. Agrioultnral Department ro- 
cently published in its ‘‘Farmors’ Bullo- 
tin’’ serios an exceedingly valuable and 
instructive paper on the cultivation of 
alfalfa, from which it is learned that the 
plant is now quite extensively grown ir 
every part of the United States. It does 
woll in the Eastern States, but thrives 
much better in the West and Southwest. 

The great advantages of alfalfa as a 
fodder plant aro numerous, It is good 
for two or even threo crops of hay ina sen- 
son, and in California it is pastured the 
is highly nutritious for 
stovk, both in pasture and as hay. It 
stands any climate and can bo grown on 
almost any soil below 7,000 feet above sea 
level. 

Tho limit of altitude is attained in tho 
foothills and mountain valleys of Cali- 
fornia and Colorado, Alfalfa does not seom 
to be influenced so much by the altitude 
3 by such conditions as the depth and 
warmth of the soil, the tepth of the ground 
water below the surface, and the physical 
character of the subsoil. It grows best in 
a Nght and sandy rich loam underlaid by 
a loose and permeable subsoil. Tho best 
conditions for the growth of this plant 
seem to be attained in the arid regions of 
the West and Southwost, whore there Is 
light rainfall, and the water supply can 
accordingly bo artificially controlled, The 
plant grows best under irrigation. Good 
drainage is necessary, as tho plants aro 
quickly killed by excess of water in the 
soil or on the surface, Water must never 
be allowed to stand ona field of alfalfa 
more than forty-eight hours at a time, for, 
if the ground Lecomes saturated with 
water and is allowed to remain so for any 
considerable length of time, tho plants 
will be drowned out and the roots will de- 
cay. Alfalfa will not thriyo on flolds 
where there is any excess of iron in the soll, 
It feeds most heavily on lime, potash, 
magnesium and phosphoric acid, and suc- 
ceeds best where the soil is rich in these ele- 
ments, Of these soil constituents, limo 
seems to be the most essential to rapid 
growth, and there will not bea large or 
paying crop on soils lacking this fortiliz- 
er. The prime condition for success is 
that the land be well drained. If the sub- 
soil is heavy, stiff and impervious to water, 
alfalfa will not be a permanent success, nc 
matter how well the surface soil has been 
prepared, 

The ground must be thoroughly subsoll- 
ed. ‘Tho bost results from this crop are 
obtained after the second year, because al- 
falfa does not reach maturity until the 
third or fourth season. Hence tho field 
selected should be one that can be kept in 
alfalfa fora number of years. Tho first 
cost of a deep and thorough preparation of 
the soil may seem large, but it must be 
remembered that the farmer expects to 
take two or more cuttings off the land 
each year for from three to thirty years, 
Inthe South and Southwest September 
and February are the two months which 
haye beon found best for the sowing of 
alfalfa, Tho seed should be drilled in rows 
of 16 inches to 2 feet apart, at tho rate of 
20 to 25 pounds of seed per acre. Tho 
stand must be thick enough to enable the 
crop to hold its own against the weeds. If 
the drill rows are kept clean and tho soil 
is kept mellow by frequent stirrings, tho 
alfalfa will hayo no difficulty to hold its 
own, and if cut often und not allowed to 
go to seed, it will, when established, cover 
the fleld and keep ahead of the weeds, 

As soon asthe alfalfa is from 12 to 16 


Tho oxtent to 


Inches high the first crop can be mowed, 
and from that time it can be out as often 
as it grows high enough, It is vory Im- 
portant that the plants get a good footing 
and develop good root systoms tho first 
season. Alfalfa, when fully established, 
yields as much as 6, 8, 10, 12, and some- 
times 16 tons of dry hay per acre por an- 
num. Tho rich ond cleanor the land, and 
the more thoroughly tho soll has been 
propared before sowing tho sced, the larger 
will be the not profit from each acro, 

This forago plant responds quickly to 
manuring, but barnyard manure should 
not be employed the first yoar, unless woll 
rotted, because of the weed s00ds, whioh 
“ro sure to accompany it. 

Tnore 1g no bettor hay plant than alfalfa 
in regions whero it will grow. ‘Tho mak- 
ing of hay roquires considerable skill on 
aocount of the nature of the plant. If the 
hay 18 put into sacks or into burns before 
the stems are cured, it is Hable to heat and 
mold, and if it {6 allowed to lilo on tho 
ground too long koforo stacking, the losves 
got dry and brittle, and will drop off, and 
# largo shore of the most valuable part of 
tho forage will bo lost. To make tho best 
hay, the fleld should be cut just when the 
first flowors commence to Oppear, If al- 
lowed to go until in fall bloom or until 
after the plants have finished flowortng,

formed into bleod, muscle, tendon and 
bone. On the other hand, it is deficient 
in fat and carbohydrates. To make alfalfa 
a complete ration, therefore, we must add 
something which contains large amounts 
of the latter substances. 1t has been 
found by experiment thata mixturo of 
ono ton of alfalfa hay and three tons of 
green corn fodder or ensilage, will furnish 
food for one milk cow of 1,000 pounds 
woight for 186 days, without notable loss 
of any of the digestible compounds in the 
forage. Alfalfa hay is a substitute for 
such substances as wheat bran and cotton- 
seed meal, usually purchased by the farmer 
to utilize the excess of carbohydrates fur- 
nished by his corn foddor or timothy hay, 
and since thiscan be grown on the farm 
there isa great saving in the actual cost 
of producing beef, pork and mutton, A}- 


falfa hay can be fed profitably to all kinds 
of farm stock. Itis especially valuable 
for young and growing cattle and horses, 
and for sheep. 

Alfalfa does not attain maturity until 
the third or fourth year; therefore, do not 
sow it expecting to get the best results in 
less than that time.

Do not plant alfalfa in an orchard. The 
roots go down docper than those of the 
fruit trees, and the latter will mako no 
growth, if, indeed, they are not killed by 
the alfalfa, 

It is not safe to pasture elther cattle or 
sheep on alfalfa,as they are liable to bloat 
when it is fod green, Feed them the hay, 
or practise soiling. 


There is no better or cheaper way of 
growing hogs than to pasture them on al- 
falfa. Ono acro will furnish pasturage for 
from ton to twenty hogs per season, 


Horses can be pastured on alfala. There 
is no batter hay for work animals, or for 
young, growing stock. 


Horticultural Notes. 

Dig out and burn affected plants, root 
and branch, as soon as rust appears. 

A French authority states that about 
4,200 species of plants are utilized for 
yarlous purposes in Hurope, Of theso,only 
about one tenth hayean agreeable per- 
fume, tho others being either inodorous or 
haying an unpleasant smell. 

Do not throw away t!o bones, but burn 
every one that can bo secured, Ko thom 
from the fire when burned so they aro 
white. T° .p them and also every piece of 
chareo™: toat is found in the ashes. ‘Bhese 
are {..c better for drains in the flower-pots 
thon cold stones or broken crockery, ‘The 
bone is the best of fertilizers, while the 
charcoal keeps the soll sweet and gives a 
fine color to the foliage of the plants. 

It 1s well known that the celery plant 
delights in ricoh and moist soil, and those 
who have tho opportunity to uso liquid 
manure in the cultivation of this plant 
have a groat advantage over others, In 
addition to this, somo cultivators who 
grow celery for the markot are introducing 
water artificially, and find it to be a pro- 
fitable practice, In Alloghony City, West- 
ern Pennsylvania, ong growor has a sup- 
ply pipe from one of the city water mains 
so arranged that at the end where the flow 
begins, guano or some othor artificial tor- 
tillzer can be placed in tho water-p!pes. 
He can get double the crop from the same 
ground as by the ordinary mothods, and 
stalks that bring a much higher price in 
market. 

Now tho rake should take the place of 
the hoe intho garden more froquently 
than it doos, If tho gardon has been neg- 
lected until the weeds are large and tough, 
tho rake will do but Little execution, It 
isn’t worth much for cutting off largo 
weeds. But the work should be begun 
before this stage is reached, and ropoated 
frequently enough to prevent any such 
growth. The teeth of the rake present 60 
muoh loss resistance to tho soil than the 
edgo of tho hoe, and so much more ground 
can be covered on account of the greater 
width of the rake, that tho same oxpondl- 
turo of power will produce much groavor 
results than would be possible with the 
hoo. ho latter can not bo dispensed with 
ontirely, but I uso a rake far more than 1 
do a hoe in my own garden. A hoe witha 
short rake on the back is made, and {4 
vory conyenlont for stirring betweon nar- 
row rows and among closely set plants in 
tho flower-beds. A rake loaves tho surface 
much smoother and nicer than does the 
hoe,

TEMPERATURE FOR CREAM. 


Miss A,B. Maidmont, an English d alry- 
maid, gives the following sensible and 
practical directions on this important sub 
ject. In preparing the churn, ccald with 
boiling water, and immediately cool with 
cold water. When the temperature of tho 
churn js reduced to that of tho propared 
cronm it 1s ready for use, Decide the 
temperature of cream for churning ac- 
cording to that of tho surrounding alr. 
The following table may bo safely adopt- 
ed:

To heat the cream, place vessel contain- 
ing it in hot water and stir continually so 
as to warm equally, Be very careful not 
to warm it too much, or the butter will be 
injured and the water into which the ves- 
sel of cream 1s plunged should not be more 
than 100 degrees F, At any time when 
the temperature of the air is above 55 de- 
grees take that of the cream over night, 
and if over 60 dogrees cool it by the best 
means at command. Ina covered can it 
may be hung in the well, or lt may be 
placed in a tub of cold water, or in a dry 
but cool cellar, 

It is better to reduce temperature to a 
point too low for the purpose (for it can 
bo easily warmed again) than to haye it 
evon a few degrees too warm when re- 
quired for churning. If the cream is too 
thick for freo churning it may be correct- 
ed by adding water, which, carefully 
mingled with it, will help in reducing the 
tomperature if that is necessary. Cream 
churns best when ylelding three pounds of 
butter to every gallon, The thermometer 
(without which dairy work cannot be pro- 
porly carriod on) should bo of glass as 
most oasy to clean. 


Continuous Stabling of Cows. 

In alengthy article in the London Liye 
Stock Journal on datrying and feeding 
herds at Birmingham sewage farm we 
find the following: 

“The cattle upon tho various farms 

come up to something like 600 head, the 
majority of them being housed the greater 
part of the year, the milking herds, num- 
bering 200, never leaving their stalls, The 
largest of the homesteads is the one at 
Tyburn, where the buildings are all new, 
most efficient, and fitted with overy con- 
venience for attending to the cattle to the 
best advantage, ‘ho first shed we enter- 
ed contained seventy-two milking cows, 
thirty-six on a side; these stand with their 
heads to the outer walls, with an 18-foot 
wide road up the center for the purpose of 
bringing down the carts to take away the 
manure at onco, There are racks and 
mangers in front, and a water trough be- 
tween each two cows, to which they haye 
access at alltimes, Thoir feed consists of 
pulped roots and chopped hay in winter, 
and Italian ryegrass during the summer, 
to which is added a mixture of ground 
corn to the extent of 8 pounds per head 
per day. The whole of the feed being of 
such a succulent character has the effect 
of producing enormous yields of milk; re- 
cords are perlodically taken, and as much 
as 1,400 gallons have been obtained from 
a single cow during the year, and some of 
the cows, commencing at seven gallons of 
milk per day after calving, were at the ond 
of ten months still yielding about tive 
gallons daily. These cows are almost en- 
tirely of the Shorthorn type, several of 
them haying registeved pedigrees, and are 
purchased when about four years old and 
near calving, and are usually bought in 
very good condition,’’ 

Wo have quoted this article mainly bo- 
cause of the system of stabling cows pur- 
sued, out of fairness to those who claim 
that continuous stabling of cows is not in- 
imica} to their health and productivity. 
The other remarks are included for the 
incidental information that thoy give. 


The Udder Nota Vessel, 

Major Alvord, ina paper given to the 
Maine Board of Agriculture, said: 

“The udder should not be ikened toa 
vessel, a ‘bag,’ or even a sponge. It does 
not hold any appreciable quantity of com- 
pleted milk at any one time. J'he milk 
cisterns, where alone completed milk can 
be found in the uddor, and this of very 
poor quality,—are quite small, the four 
together seldom holding more than a pint. 
The glands, between the milkings, bring 
together the materials, store up a consid- 
erable quantity of the serum or fluid por- 
tion and prepare to make the milk. In 
the cells of the udder, the fat globules are 
formed. They are parts of the anatomy 
of the cow, like the fat in other parts of 
the animal body; they form by the build- 
ing process, ripen, loosen or slough off and 
are then moved along, coated by the 
serum, through the ducts and channels, to 
the olsterns, ‘This final process, the mix- 
ing of fats and serum in duc proportion, to 
make milk, occurs almost wholly during 
the active operation of milking. ‘The dis- 
tonded uddor may indicate that the cow is 
ready for milking, but lt 1s not true that 
‘the udder ts full of milk.’ Thore is prac- 
tically no fully formed milk in the udder 
whon the teats are seized by hand or calf, 
The milk making by nature is coincident 
with the act of milking.”’ 


Live Stock Notes, 

Don't keop your hogs or any other fat 
stock too.long, ‘Thoro is not much profit 
in trying to fatten stock in cold weather. 

It does not pay to give stock stimulat- 
ing food. Good, wholesome grain and hay 
or grass, for cattle, horses and sheep and 
grass and good grain for hogs, are all that 
is necessary to make thom grow to perfoc- 
tion, 

In viow of the favorite prospect of West- 
ern vorn,and its probable reasonable price, 
an oxchange of a portion of high-priced 
hay for a supply of it would be profitable 
to many dairymen. Don't, however, sell 
off your scanty supply of hay without sup- 
plying somothing just as good or better in 
its place, 

lt may cost an oxtra offort and many an 
extra dollar to tide over theso times, but 
dairymen should think twice before selling 
their cows fora mess of pottage. Thoy 
will need thom next year to help keep 
things running. I havo already heard of 
those follows who are going to sell thoir 
hay when it reanhos 8204 ton, and feed 
straw to their cows, Isay, don't do It, 
unless you tako at least half of the hay 
money with which to buy grain for tho 
animals.

A Simple Saw-Mill. i 

Fig 1 shows in horizontal section a 
method of cutting down a standing tree 
by the aid of spring poles, An inch hole 
is bored into one side of the tree directly

opposite the point where the saw-cut in 
to begin. Into this hole is inserted the ~_ 
butt-end of an elastic pole, cut to the 
proper length. othe tipofthe spring —— 
pole is nttached a hook cut froma forked 
branch. This end is thon bent around 
and tho hook inserted into the hole in 
the saw near one end. This spring pole — 
holds the saw close to the work, and — 
assists in hanling it, as the sawyer, 
grasping the handle, pushes it from him. — 
{ When the tree is cut half off, the hook is

liberated from the saw and the spring- 
pole shifted to the opposite side of the — 
tree, whero it assists in completing the 
work. 

Fig. 2 shows a similar method of cut- 
ting the fallen trees to logs of any desir- 
od lengths. In this ease two spring- 
poles are Inserted into holes in the upper 
side of tho tree, as tho distance from the 
ground would not admit them on the 
lower side. 


“Social” Pall, 

What is qrowding? One doctor to one 
thousand of the population is a fair 
average supply for the demand sufficient 
to ensure a man a falr living. In Toron- 
to there aro 190,000 people and about 850 
doctors, or one medical man to about 640 
citizens. Again, how many of each 640 
inhabitants aro hopelessly unable to pay 
for the services of a physician, or recelvo 
treatment gratuitously, as, for example, 
mombors of a club, or are dead beats, 48, 
for oxamplo, tho majority of the olergy, 
or who can and will not pay, in evidenco 
of which, accumulated ledgers full of bad 
dobts are aiways present with us. So 
that the numbor 540 may reasonably be 
divided by two. 

The same state of affairs oxists in overy 
olty and town in Ontarlo,and is probably 
worse in tho United Statos, whore, at 
least in some states, tho public aro not 
protected from unqualified practitionors. 
If tho profession were not over-orowded, 
would we see the sorry spectacle of medical 
men advanced in years, who ought to 
be taking life and its caros lightly, fill- 
ing positions of responsibility and fair 
emolument, struggling with oach other 
for tho office of lodge physiolan to & so- 
olety of laborers for one dollar or even 
soventy-five conts por man per annum; 
or would industrial insurance companies 
bo ablo to claim the services of competent 
physiolans to visit, inspect and report 
on tholr casos for tho ridiculous sum of 
25 conts per man? ‘hose aro a fow of tho 
ovidences of overcrowding, and could ba 
multiphed, 

It Is said on reliable authority that there 
aro not moro than nine physicians in 
Toronto making over six thousand dol- 
lars a year in practice, and that 40 por 
cont, of tho practitioners in this oity do 
not collect a thousand dollars a yoar 
Wo think wo haye shown reasons for be- 
loving tho profession of medicine to bo 
full to ovorflowing, and we doubt very 
inuoh if itis not cruel and a great Wrong 
on the part of anyone to adviso young 
mon to ontor its ranks, unloss ho bo one 
of tho raro individuals blessed with a 
competency, or one whose social post- 
tlon will advance him without tho usual 
‘'woary waiting.’

Tho tallest chimney was built at Port 
Dundas, Glasgow, otland, 1857 to 1859, 
for !, Townsond. It is tho highest chim- 
noy In the world (464 feot) and one of tho 
loftiost masonry structures in existonce,

best spoolmens of substantial, woll-mado 
brick work in existence. In Kurope thoro 
aro only two ohuroh steeples that exceed 
this structure in helght—namely, that of 
the Cologne Cathedral (510 feet) and 
that of Strasburg Cathedral (468 foot). 
Tho Great Pyramid of Gizeh was orlgin- 
ally 480 feot, although not so high at 
prosent, Tho United States outtops them 
all with ita Washington monument, at 
550 feet high, and the tower of the Phila- 
delphia public buildings, which is 587 feet 
high. 

Tho Eiffel Tower at Paris surpasses all 
other terrestrial metal structures with its 
altitude of nearly 1,000 fect, Tho ‘*Groat 
Tower" for London, in courso of con- 
struction from designs of Mr. Honry 
Davey, C. E., will outtop all motal struc- 
tures, boing built of steol,and its extreme 
height will bo 1,250 feet whon finished. 

The highest and most remarkablo metal 
chimney in the world is erected at the 
Imperial foundry at Halsbrucke, near 
Freiberg,in Saxony. The height of this 
structure is 452.6 feet and 15,74 feot in in- 
ternal diameter, It is situated on the 
right bank of the Mulde, at an elevation 
of 219 feet above that of the foundry 
works, so that its total height above the 
sea is no loss than 711.75 feot.

After this the man closes the mould, 
ppathes it Into the press and brings down 
8 stopper upon it, which forms the bowl 
of the pipe. Ashe pulls the mould out 
again a sharp, swinging knife automatio- 
ally pares off smoothly the wxcoss of clay. 
Squeezed out at the top of the bowl, and 
\ all this is done as rapidly as the deft fin- 
gers of the man can work. Tho ‘roller’ 
can turn out 884 tips in an hour, and the 
“moulder,’'who makes from 816 upward 
a week, must, ifhe works ten hours a 
~My for six days, mould at least 256 pipes 
per hour, or a little over four anda quarter 
4 minute, for the sum stated, as his wages 
aro only 20 cents a gross. ‘The moulder’s 
dozen is sixtoon, and not twelve, and his 
gross 192, instead of 144, 
How tho hole gots into the macaroni 
and vermicolll is ono of the shmplest 
things in the world. Tho best materials 
aro used in the manufacture. ‘The wheat 
is tho best hard winter wheat, from which 
the flour is made, and thero is an almost 
interminable kneading of {t so as to make 
the dough as compact as possible, Tho 
men are employed in punching it as long 
as they can stand tho labor. It {s then 
taken out and placed upon a table, where 
» it goes through another siege of punching 
with postles until it is considored of suf- 
iiclent toughness to go into form. From 
the table, in a groat mass, it is taken and 
Placed in a copper cyclinder sitting verti- 
cally upon a ronnd frame with a holo in 
the conter underneath tho receptaclo, 
Above this cyclinder is a strong screw. 
The dough fs placed within tho vertical 
oyclinder, and on top of this is placed a 
Piston which fits the cyolinder porfectly 
tight. Tho screw is run down upon tho 
Piston, and men take hold of tho threo long 
lovers attached to the top of the screw and 
walk oround slowly, thus forcing tho pis- 
ton down upon tho dough within tho oy- 
linder, 

It {8 afcer tho scrow gets o good hold 
that slonder streams of dough may be no- 
ticed shooting down underneath tho oylin- 
dor, through small perforations in tho 
bottom,and as thoy reach tho length of 
two or more fect, they aro cut off by «a 
man who hangs them over a woodon 
frame and carries them away whore thoy 
Temain to dry on frames for eight days, 
when they are ready for uso.

The Killing of Jesse James. 

Missouri as weil as the Pacific States 
had to contend with aggravated lawless- 
ness. When hardly a week passed with- 
out a train being “‘held up’’ somewhere 
in tho state, Governor Crittenden was 
driven to tho terrible expedient of using 
crime itself asa polico power, In tho 
spring of 1882, Jesso James, the noted 
desperado, was assassinated by former 
members of his gang, who then surrend- 
ered to the authorities and were lodged 
in jail—none too soon, as an angry popu- 
lace, gathering in thousands, hotly boset 
the slayors. Slayers and slain had boon 
Confederate guerillasin the war. On the 
roturn of peace they became train robbers 
as oasily as privateers turn pirates. 
James, at any rato, had not been inspired 
by lust of gain, for in spite of robberies 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars he died poor. He had been a 
church member, concorned for ‘‘his way- 
ward brother'’ Frank's salvation. After 
his death, his sect in Missouri repudiated 
him, while expressing strongest disap- 
proval of the troachory used in his taking 
off. For nearly twenty yours every offort 
to capture the fellow had proved futile. 
Tho nature of tho country aided him, 
but not so much as the enthusiastic de- 
yotion of his neighbors, 

This murderous chiof, this ruthless man, 
This head of a robellious clan, 

had made himself a hero. The Sedalia 
Democrat said: ‘It was his country. 
‘he grayes of his kindrod were there. He 
refused to be banished from his birth- 
right, and when ho was hunted he turned 
Sayagely about and hunted his hunters, 
Would to God he were alive to-day to 
make a righteous butchery of a few more 
of them |’ 

By thus fighting flre with flre, Governor 
Crittendon succeedod in dispersing three 
other desperado bands.—From ‘‘A His- 
tory of tho Last Quarter-Contury in the 
U.s.,"" by E. Benj.

Tri in All Trades, 

“The pricos of bicycles, according to 
tho manufacturers’ lists, have not dimin- 
ished much,’’ said a New Yorker, who is 
up in tho secrets of the trade, ‘but ridera 
in Now York aro getting wheels a good 
deal cheaper by means of an ingenious 
system, recontly adopted by retail dealors, 
You know each dealer in bicycles signs

If ho 
domurs at the price, as ho is pretty apt 
to, the dealer tolls him that if ho will 
como again next day there may be a good 
second-hand whool in at ao lowor price, 
Tho yisitor leaves, and then tho dealor 
puts the bicycle that most sulted his 
fancy on the rent list and hires it out to 
tho first one who calls for a machine by 
tho hour. Whon tho inquiror calls again 
he is shown tho same wheel that ho 
wanted the day before, but the price is 
only 65. The two or three hours’ use 
os hired wheel has mado it a second- 
hand article. This trick is boing univer- 
sally played in Now York, and I reckon 
doalers in Washington and elsewhere will 
get on to it in course of time.’’

RATIO. 


Sir John B, Lawes wroto for Agricul- 
tural Scionce his yiows in relation to some 
probloms in feeding bearing especially on 
the question of nutritive ratio. THe states 
the question sensibly and yoices years of 
experience, We quote this ominent experi- 
montor as folloswa: 

**4 cow which yields a large amount of 
milk certainly requires a diet with a high- 
er albuminoid ratio than a fattening ant- 
mal, Still it is the cost of the goods and 
not thoir albuminold ratio which would 
mainly guide my selection. What can be 
moro different than cotton cake and 
maize? Still I should not hositate for a 
moment as to which I should employ in 
my fattening stalls if one was dear and 
tho other cheap, The idea which prevailed 
80 long that fat was formed from albuml- 
noids, an idea which was eupposed to be 
established by experiments carried out in 
Germany, gayo a fictitious value to theso 
substances, and evon to this day we aro 
somotimes told that the more tho oll is re- 
moyed from the linseed cake tho greater 
becomes its value as a food. IT am not one 


of those who subscribe to this doctrino, 
nor do I consider that a practical farmer 
is bound to feed his stock with a diet 
made upon ascientifically-arranged nutri- 
tivo ratio. In the year 1852, at the conclu- 
sion ofa long series of feeding experi- 
ments, we read a paper bofore the British 
Association, in which we pointed out that 
tho nutritive retio In the cereal grains ap- 
poared to make thom especially suitable 
for food purposes, and we should cansider 
this to bo true now as it was then, But in 
the economic feeding stock I certainly 
should not be guided by an established 
formula, but rather by the relative prices 
of the various foods in the markets, If 
wo sell our barley at tho same prico per 
ton as we purchase our cotton cake, it is 
not for the difference in the nutritive 
ratio, but because the latter possesses a 
much higher manure value, Ican1emem- 
ber the time when each crop was preserib- 
od for in a forumla made up of artiflotal 
compounds in accordance with the com- 
position of tho ash plant. A nutritive 
ratio is very good in theory, but in prac- 
tice we have to consider questions of econ- 
omy which are often greatly at variance 
with theory, At tho present time I am 
not acquainted with any reliable feeding 
experiments which establish as a fact that 
food of one special nutritive ratio can be 
used with greater economy than an- 
othor,’” 


Device for Use in Milking. 

‘Yo get the full supply of milk and 
cream, unvarying kindness and quietness 
in the stable are requisite. With the 
best intentions in the world, a workmar 


may be led into an angry exclamation, 
when receiving a vigorous switch in the 
face from the tail of the cow he is milk- 
ing. A device to restrain the cow from 
moying her tail, and also to prevent 
voiding during the operation of milking, 
is herewith illustrated. A piece of old 
rope, at least an inch in diameter, is cut 
off six feet In length for cows of ordinary 
sizo. The ends are fastened neatly to- 
gother by a splice, covered with twine, 
This circle of rope is placed upon the cow 
as shown in tho illustration. hero 
should be one for each milker, and nails 
placed where they may be conyentently 
hung when not in use. 


How to Double the Butter Product, 

Only a fow days ago a good lady butter 
maker sent for me to come and test her 
cows. There wero seyen in the herd, 
threo of which went below 8 per cent, of 
butter fats, the others straggling up as 
high as 4, and the average of the whole 
herd was 3}¢ per cent. About 24 pounds 
of their milk would be required to make 
1 pound of butter. Sho said they were 
getting about 110 pounds of milk per 
day, but she made only 18 pounds of 
butter per weck, so my test must bo 
wrong. As we satattho supper tablo, 
sho, her husband and the hired man kad 
® good laugh at the man who followed 
tho farmors’ institutes and wrote agri- 
cultural articles for the farm papers. Tho 
good woman lost hor temper when told 
that she lost nearly half her butter be- 
tween her cows and tho butter bowl, and 
would not beliove tho test that showed 
over 1 por cont. of butter fat in hor 
skim milk, 

To satisfy hor that the test 
right, I promised 
through with it all 
the buttermilk, 


Was all 
the next day to go 
again, also testing 
‘ho result was start- 
ling. Tho second test showed 88 por 
cont. of butter fate in the wholo milk, 
1.2 per cont. in the skim tnilk, and at 
least one-tenth of 1 por cont in the but- 
tormilk, Brom 224 pounds of milk which 
should have given hor at lenst 834 pounds 
of butter, sho got only 4 pounds 7 ouncos, 
ora trifle less than one-half the butter 
in tho milk, tho rest being wasted, or 
lost in tho skim milk and buttermilk. 
Sho is not conyineed yot, and I am going 
over with o separator somo day, just to 
show her, And tho truth js that fully 
one-third of tho butter makers in New 
York State are using the samo appliances, 
under about the same conditions that 
this one is. Tho moso oxasperating thing 
about it all is they won't belloyo you 
when you show thom whorein thoy aro 
losing money. Such people will pay 85 
to somo travelling fraud for the ‘secret’ 
of doubling the amount of butter obtained 
from milk (add renneband churn the 
whole milk, thus gotting the choose with 
the butter in ono mess, that tastes fairly 
whon frosh, but soon spoils and has no 
market value), but won't believe a com- 
petent instructor who demonstrates by 
actual test that they are gotting only halt 
tho actual butter fats by thoir prosont 
procosses,

Tho Reyolutionists haye mostly made | 
short work of priest For first they shot 
them as the associates of kings, and after 
ward they shot them on their merits; and 
even in these days they call thom names 
in the revolutionary clubs of Bolleyille, 
and in Hyde Park on Sunday mornings. 
ris there any reason to suppose that 
s story will after the revolutionary view 
of priests. Still, even without ulterior 
motives, the story scems worth telling 


Itis a story of the Commune, and, 
whon the Commune began, the priest was 


the cure of one of the churches near tho 
Halles Contrales, I think it w but 
that I cannot recollect for certain. 
At any rato, it was one of the 
churches where the Communists sub- 
stituted political meetings for puflic 
worship, using the font for a tobacco box, 


and the altar as a tablo tostand their wine 
upon 

. The priest himself was arrested in the 
early days of the Commune, and locked 
up in the prison of Mazas. But he did not 
stay there long, and he rather enjoyed 
telling the story of his release. 

“Tt was the women,"’ ho used to say, 
“who got me out—the good women of the 
market who had always come to me every 
Sunday morning to confess. When they 
heard that I had beon arrested they form- 
ed a great procession and marched down 
to the Prefecture of Police, and told M. 
Raoul Rigault how they would deal with

him if he did not make haste and let me 
out again,” 

“And how would they haye dealt with 
him, M. le Cure?’’ one used to ask. 

And tho good cure would chuckle ina 
manner worthy ofa layman as he answer- 
ed: 

‘'My friend, one cannot be quite sure. 
But the women of the market were strong 
and sturdy women, as well as pious, and” 
it was their habit, sometimes, when a 
man offefided them, to stretch him out on 
his faco upon the benches of the market 
place, and so chastise him for his faults. 
Perhaps it is thus that they would have 
treated the head of the Department of 
Police. One cannot say, for M. Raoul 
Rigault did not wait to make experi- 
ments, but promptly did as my faithful 
parishioners bade him, and released me.” 

That was the only story of the Com- 
mune that any one eyer heard the cure 
tell. There was another story, however, 
whioch-ho did not toll. Fragments of it 
had got rumored about from time to time, 
and distorted and imperfect versions of it 
had evenfound their way into the papers. 
But the whole truth was never known 
until years afterward, when the cure died, 
Thon, as his friends and relatives were 
rummaging through the! papers that he 
had left looked up in his desk they came 
upon an old letter which made the whole 
story clear to them. 

The ink was a little faded, but the 
handwriting was firm, indicating force of 
character. The date which the letter bore 
was Tuesday, June 13, 1871, just seven- 
teen days after the soldiers of Versailles 
had stormed tho last Communist defence 
in tho cometery of Pere Lachaise. 

As the letter tells tho story, the sim- 
plest way will be to writo {t ont at length 
without further preface, This, then, is 
how it ran: 

“Did you guess my purpose I wonder, 
M. le Cure, when I begged you this morn- 
ing to bring me the pens and ink and 
writing paper? I fancy not. You thought, 
doubtless, that I wished to write to my 
mother, who has been shot by the Ver- 
saillaisas a petroleuse, or my father, 
whoso name, oven, I haye neyer known. 
But it is to yoursolf, M. lo Cure, that I 
wish to write. The things I have to say, 
it seems to me, are better written down 
than spoken. 

**You have proved yourself a good man, 
M. le Cure. I say this who have always 
hated priests, who haye always deemed 
them the worst enemios of society, who 
have stood up in the workmen's clubs of 
Belleyille and accused them of eyery crime 
that is possible to huunankind, who cyon 
now that I write this grateful record of 
your goodnoss, beliove no word of that re; 
igion Which you profess. Itis, you would 
doubtless tell me, because of that religion 
that you did tho thingsthat you have 
done, Butif you think that, then you 
wrong yourself. For all the priests of 
Paris have the same religion; yot I know 
well that there isno other priest in Parls 
who would have done for mo what you 
did. Wherefore itis not the creed, but 
the man, that I must thank—the good 
man who was bettor than his creed. 

‘Let mo remind you of my story andof 
the way in which you ministered tome in 
my need. Your goodness to me so amazed 
mo that I cannot choose but dwell upon 
it And yet, as you know, it is sucha 
short and simple story, 

“Tt bogan because I was a coward. A 
brave man would not have run away 
when ho found that ho was fighting on 
tho weakor side, You yoursolf, M. lo Cure, 
if you had been a communist—forgive me 
for supposing such a thing—would have 
died upon the barricades rather than run 
to seok a hiding place. But I, as I told you, 
was o coward. In fair fight I do not think 
I should haye flinched trom duty. But 
the moment came when Iwas separated 
from my comrades, and I know that all 
tho prisonors whom tho Versaillals took 
were marchod out in companies into the 
opon spaces, to bo mowed down by tho 
mitrailleuso, So fear seizod mo, for I 
knew that at any instant I also might be 
taken, and I ran up a by-streot and ontered 
tho first open door that I could seo, truant 
ing that by somo chance some one would 
give mo refugo there, 

* And it was you, M. le Cure, who gaye 
mo the refuge that I sought, 

“You know me, and you had no reason 
to loye me, It was I who had command- 


ed the picket that Raoul Rigault sent to 
arrest youon thatday in April, I had 
boon brutal to you. Thad insulted you, 
as {t had boon m it, all my life, to 
insult those of your calling. And yet, 
with tho memory of that brutality and 


thoso insults still frosh in your mind, you 
gavo mo refuge 


‘For the snko of God, monsleur,’’ I 
cried to you, ‘help me to escape from these 
assnssins.’’ 

"Such was my terror, you sce, that tt 
made mo call upon tho name of the God 
in whom I disbelioved. And you, whom 


I had so wronged—you who call yourself 
the servant of tho God—forgaye mo, and 
ead 

** *Quick, then, my son, and hide your- 
self while thero is yot time.’ 


“So I hid myself in the cupboard that 
you opened for mo where your cnssook 
and your other clothos wore hanging; and 
thon, a4 you remombeor,almost before tho 
door was fastencd on mo, we heard tho 


Vorsaillais on the stairs, coming to search 
the house, 

“I tromblod for mygolf thon,as TP liston- 
#1 to thoir yoloos, It goemod cortiyin that 
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t 
I know might 
4 betray 1 iTow was I to tell 
that you would lic for me, giving them 
your word as a priest that no communist 
had entered?" 

**Doos not that prove, M. le Cure, that 

you ure better than your creed, secing 
| that you lied for me, and that by your 
creed if is forbidden for a man to lie, saya 
in the interest of his church?” 

“But you did more than licforme. You 
risked your life for mo, Tor you knew, as 
woll ns I know, that if it came to the Ver- 
suillnis, as it might come at any moment, 
that you had harbored a communist 
whom they were scoking,then they would 

hoot youas though you were yourself 

communist. Yot, knowing this, a 
have for twenty days given me shelter at 
your peril 

“You do not regret what you have done, 
I have no fear that you will presently re- 
pent that you were ‘merciful tomo, and 
betray me to save yourself from danger. 
You are too good, too braye a man, I, 


who Haye alw 
trust you aly

me your debtor, and it remuins for me to

There is one way, and one 
only—that I should dic, Before you next 


steal down in the dark to br 
here in the cellar, where you he hidden 
me, I shall be dead.

I feel as Couthon 
felt when he said, o5 they took him to 
the guillotine, thatit was not worth while 
to goon living after liberty was dead. 
And jiberty died a second time when the 
commune was stamped out at Pere La- 
chaise, and those communists are the 
npost fortunate who perished with it 
there. 

“But if, for my own sake, I would be 
glad to die, for your sake, M, le Cure, I 
am bound to die. Since you have me here, 
refusing to betray mo, IThaye no other 
menus of freeing you from the peril that 
you have incurred on behalf of one who, 
though he still holds priests to be impost- 
ors and their religion a deceit, he can no 
longer bear that a good man’s life should 
be endangered for a bad man’s sake, 

“*For one reason only I haye hesitated. 
By your religion the thing that I am about 
to do is counfed as a sin. But, as you 
know—for I haye made no secret of it—L 
do not belicve in your roligion, and have 
neither hopes nor fears for that hereafter 
which to you seems so reala thing. And 
it is right, is it not M. le Cure? that a man 
should determine his action by his own 
belief and not by those of others; and it is 
also—is it not?—by the standard of his 
own beliefs that his memory should be 
judged.

The Sultan at Dinner, 

By far the most extravagant diner in 
tho world is tho Sultan of Turkey. His 
table expenses foot up to $5,000 a day, or 
$1,829,000 a year, It is tho most expens- 
iye table and household, tn all probability, 
that any country eyor has seen, The old 
Romans used to spend yast sums on single 
meals, the equivalent of $50,000 being a 
drop in the bucket when thelr emperor 
used to dine forcign potentates, but the 
Sultan expends all this money on himself. 
He is not a sociable man and yery rarely 
has guests or visitors. 

He does not cven haye a dining-room or 
dining-hall, urkish custom among the 
higher class s for seryants to bring the 
meals to wherever the diners may be, and 
in the palace of Stamboul the menials at 
the dinner hour first search out His Maj- 
esty and thon in long procession bring the 
banquet, table and all. 

The table isa silver one, and perhaps 
the most exquisite table that has ever been 
made, It precedes the procession, borne in 
upon the shoulders of lower grade ser- 
vants. Following come a long line of jub- 
Jakiars, who are cooks’ assistants. On the 
heads of those Orientals are large tablets 
on which tho platters arc placed. Such a 
perfect balance do the jublakiars keep that 
an accident, the breaking of a dish, has 
noyer been known. 

Tho waiters (sofladgis) lift the platters 
from the tablets and present each dish to 
His Majesty, bowing low. Tho dishes aro 
covered and sealed with the imperial seal, 
which is put on inthe kitchen by the 
Grand Vizier, the idea being that the Sul- 
tan may bo certan that his food has not 
been poisoned or tampered with, 

All at once tho dishes are sot upon the 
tablo, vogetables, meats, ices and confit- 
ures belng arranged in front of His Royal 
Highness without anyr rd to courses or 
ordinary dinner regulations. The whole 
ropust is before His josty. Ho runs his 
oyo over the many yiands, Thon he picks 
and chooses, cating the whole simultanc- 
ously, a pick hero and a bite there, a 
mouthful of meat, a spoonful of rice, a 
sweet cako and a tiny ball of fish, 

It all scoms strange tom man who fin- 
ishes his s-up bofore he tackles anything 
oleo, but the Sultan scems to enjoy it. Ho 
is a total abstainor,and nover has wino sot 
on tho tablo at any thne, At state dinnors 
the people that got a chance to drink the 
rare vintages provided aro those seated at 
other than the imperial board.

when to be inert and when to act, what to 
say and what todo. Moreoyer, he under- 
stood human nature as few haye known 
it. Ho knew most people better than they 
knew themselves, and not only did he 
know thom, but he possessed the rare fac- 
ulty of drawing men to him and inspiring 
them with a zeal and an action stronger 
than party ties. To these great natural 
gifts rather than to any more good for- 
tune, I repeat, is his success in great part 
to be ascribed. Yet not eyen that strong 
and attractive personality cou d haye re- 
mained so long at the head of affairs were 
{t not for the conviction widely held that 
Sir John Macdonald was before all things 
Canadian to the core—that, to use hisown 
pathetic words in his last election ad- 
dress, ho was “ever true to his coun- 
try and her best interests,’’ or, as he hina- 
self said on another great occasion, that 
‘In season and out of season, always and 
everywhere, he had labored for the good 
of this Dominion of Canada.’? As was 
well sald of him by that other distinguish- 
ed man, my predecessor in the Premior- 
ship of thiscountry: ‘‘His true and deep 
Canndianism was the pillar of cloud by 
day and the pillar of fire by night that 
guided all his actions and directed all his 
ways.’’ The people of Canada realized 
this full well, and again and again confld- 
ed its interests to his care. His life fur- 
nished o great lesson to the youth of this 
country, Sir John Macdonald was no 
ready made statesman, Ho began the 
world without money, without influence, 
with nothing more than a Grammar 
School education. Nothing came to him 
fortuitously. Heo had to begin at the be- 
ginning, like many of bis compatriots, I 
remember well his own account of his first 
attompt at a speech. How, at the time of 
tho rebell'on, he was one of those who at- 
tended a public meeting in this olty. How 
it foll to his lot to move a resolution. How 
trembling he rose with the paper in his 
hand and sat down again without being 
able to utter scarcely a word, Yot he was 
not the youth to como to the conclusion 
that ho was not cut out for public sponk- 
ing. On the next opportunity ho tried 
again, This time he found he could at 
any rate say somothing; and so ho porse- 
yored, with the rosult that for moro than 
80 years the bare announcement that 
“John A."’ was going to spoak would fill 
any hall in Canada to overtlowing.

“Sir John Macdonaia was an Imperial- 
ist In tho broadest and trucst acceptation 
of that term, Tho long and faithful 
labors of his life were dedicated to the ono 
great ond of adding to Britain's greatness 
by making hore upon the soll of the now 
world a country and a people that must 
contribute many a pago of history not un- 
worthy of the annals of the British race, 

Dr. Montaguo closed with an eloquent 
peroration, ‘In presence of that statue, 
sir, upon which the artist has chiselled so 
woll the features of him we loyed, at a 
spot so near to that hallowed spot where 
his ashos reat in peace, let us, affiliated 
with whatever party, coming from what- 
ever section of the Dominion, worshipping 
at whatoyer throne, write upon our hearts 
here to-day these words that were the 
watch-words of his life ‘*Canada as the 
Empire,"’ 

Hon, George B, Foster, the Minister of 
Finance of Canada, the noxt speaker sald: 
Sir John Macdonald’s leayen of life was 
his undying love for Canada; no diffi- 
culties could arise, no obstacles interpose, 
no oleayages interveno to prevent the 
working out of the deop underlying confid- 
ence which ho had in the possibilities of 
Canada, ‘That was ever green and fresh 
in him, and his hopo for and confidence in 
the peoplo was always bright, even despite 
the failures which did take place, for some 
failures must take place in the plans of all 
statesmen, One thing more, Mr. Foster 
said, he was a man who stood among his 
fellow-citizens for unity and peace ina 
diversified country, with various sections, 
provinces, races and religious beliefs. 
More than any other man during the half 
century from 1840 to 1890 he had stood for 
that as the embodiment of the broad prin- 
tiples of toleration in a country composed 
of differentraces and creeds, How much 
more then should his death commend to 
them the great principles of which he was 
the embodiment on an occasion like this? 
This concrete fixing in statues raised in 
the markot places of great cities of the fea- 
tures of the departed statesman should 
teach tho people the same lesson of a wiso 
and charitable toleration, 

Hon Geo. W. Ross spoke as follows:— 

Iam here to-day to join with you in 
paying respect to the memory of a man 
who represented your city in the parlia- 
ment of lis country for nearly half a cen- 
tury, and who for the groater part of that 
time was the most powerfu! personality in 
the councils of the nation. 

During Sir John Macdonald’s long 
career eyery political question in any way 
connected with the religious prejudices or 
beliofs of the people seoms to have come 
up for settlement. In 1874, three years 
after his first election, parliament was 
asked to provide for University education 
abt Queen’s, Victoria and Regiopolis by 
State aid, as had been already done at 
King's College, under the control of the 
Anglican Church. In 1852, flve years 
tex, the country was greatly agitated over 
the sectlnrization of the clergy reserves. 
Jn 1863, eleven years later, he hud to take 
Sidcs on the question of Separate Schools, 
and although he was not the leader of the 
Goyernment when the question was dis- 
posed of, he had, nevertheless, to pilot his 
party through the conflicting currents of 
public opinion which such legislation nat- 
urally produced. 

In 1869 he had to confront a robellion 
in the No&Xhwest, in which poth religious 
and racial prejudices were combined. In 
1871 he had to interpret the constitution 
with reference to the rights of the Roman 
Catholics of New Brunswick, In 1885 he 


had to face another rebellion in the North-° 


west, and to meet the samo religious and 
racial feeling, but greatly intonsified, 
which he thought was settled in 1870, In 
1889 the Jesuit estate bill was before his 
Government for official approval, and in 
1890 the Manitoba school question, which 
has now covered the whole sky, was then 
appearing, though not biggor than a man’s 
hand, 

Tn looking over the past one cannot but 
regret the racial misunderstandings and 
jealousies which haye been so frequently 
shown in Canadian affairs. At whoso 
door lies the blame it is hard to say. No 
doubt some of it can be attributed to hered- 
ity, No matter through what ancestry 
we trace descent, no matter under what 
sky our fathers toiled for their dally 
bread, here freedom has but one flag, here 
Canadians haye but one purpose—the wel- 
fare and unity of Canada. 

With the establishment of Confederation 
two other forces were put in motion, both 
of which were used skilfully and effeotive- 
ly, yiz., paternalism and sentimont, 

The founding of a new empire is no 
sinall achievement, To be entrusted with 
the government of half a continent is no 
small honor, No sovereign of Hurope had 
& greater spur to his ambition in the most 
inviting times of conquest than Sir John 
Macdonald had when he assumed tho 
promiership of Canada in 1867, ‘The fed- 
oration over which heruled was to a 
certain extent the work of his own hands. 
If ths idea did not originate with him, ho, 
at all events, assisted in orystallizing it 
into law and making it operative, Now 
that we had vast possessions and great re- 
sources it was our duty to mako the most 
of thom, and tho first question was: How 
could proyinces so long estranged bo ral- 
liod Around the now conter of national and 
political life? As in former oases, so in 
this, a polloy of conciliation was adopted, 
Did Noya Scotia complain that the finan- 
olal conditions under which she entered 
Confederation wore unfair? Thon lot them 
bo readjusted, Was monoy wanted for 
loonl purposes—for the improvemont of 
liarbors, the construction of railways and 
other public works? Woll, the monoy 
must be found, and local works wore pro- 
jectod accordingly in all parts of the Do- 
minion. Who would rofuse political sup- 
port to # Government so generous, 80 con- 
aiderate, 80 parontal-dike In its bounty?

Mra. Killzaboth Cady Stanton, who 
for half a contury has labored upesnsing- 
ly tor Womon’s suffrage and oq ual rights, 
Will colebrato hor oightieth birthday on 
Novomber 12. Tho occasion will bo mado 
momorablo in many women’s clubs 
throughout tho country. Tho National 
Council of Women has doocided to givo 
Mrs. Stanton a nightdross of white Jap- 
anoso silk. It is made in fall surplico 
foshion, tho fulness gathored around the 
neck in sovoral rows of shirring. Tho 
slooves aro made with a band of shirring 
half way round tho wrist. ‘ho slocyos, 
collarand front edgo aro trimmed with 
real Valoncionnes an inch wide, 

Susan B, Anthony says of the approach- 
ing anniversary: “If you will study 
our literature you will find that Mrs. 
Stanton has written the larger part of 
the uddrosses and argumonts mado bofore 
our New York State Logisiature and the 
Congress of the United States. Sho has 
written nearly «ll of what might be 
callod ‘state papers,’ for our movement, 
and is largely the oditor of tho threo 
huge yolumes, containing noarly ao 
thousand pages each, entitled, ‘‘The His- 
tory of Woman Suffrage.’ '’ 

Mrs Stanton occupies a pleasant suite 
of rooms on the wostern border of 
Central Park. She was born on Noyem- 
ber 12, 1815, in Johnstown, N. Y. Her 
father was Judge Daniel Cady, o dis- 
tinguished lawyer of his time. 

“‘My mother,’’ sald Mrs. Stanton to 
me, ‘was Margaret Livingston. She was 
the daughter ot James Livingston, an 
officer in the Revolutionary army. It was 
he who fired on the British ship Vulture 
when that vossel anchored in the Hudson 
River. This was at the timo that Bene- 
dict Arnold was plotting treason. My 
grandfather saw the ship out in the 
river, and know it was thers for no good 
purpose. He know that something ought 
to be done, but as Washington was away, 
and he was then only a lieutenant, he 
hesitated about taking the responsibility 
of firing on the vessel. Hasyeyer, he 
finally made up his mind to do so, and 
the Vulture sailed away, leaying Major 
Andre behind. 

‘*My father’s ancestors came from Con- 
necticut. They were also branches of 
the sturdy Puritan tree. The Liying- 
stons were Scotch. I do not know of 
any Cadys in England, but there wasa 
Cade there—Jack Cade, the reyolution- 
ist:—and maybe the Cadys are desconded 
from him. So you see there is plonty of 
revolutionary blood in my yeins.’’ 

Asa cnild, Elizabeth Cady Stanton, or 
Elizabeth Cady, as she was then, was 
precocious—perhaps se)f-reliant expresses 
it better. She tells how, when she was 
ten years old, her only brother died, how 
her father grieved over his son’s death, 
ard how one day he took her on his knee 

‘and gave voice to the wish that his 
daughter ‘‘was a boy.’”’ Thon, Mrs. 
Stanton says, she made up her mind 
that, as shecould not be a boy, she 
would try to accomplish what a boy 
could, Her first step towards this end 
was to learn to ride her pony. She was 
also imbued with a desire to master 
Greek, and she applied to her pastor, an 
old Scotch clergyman, for instruction. 
Being of an alert mind and blessed with 
a good constitution, she made rapid pro- 
gtess in both undertakings. She then 
took up Latin, mathematics and other 
mannish studies. She had a yery profici- 
ent instructor in her brother-in-law, Ed- 
ward Bayard, of Delaware. From this 
gentleman sho learned much of poetry 
and art, and also of physical culture. It 
was no trouble to her then to scale a 
four-bar fence with the agility of a col- 
lege athlete. 

It is interesting to hear Mrs, Stanton 
tell of how she wanted the laws cut out 
of her father’s law books, and how great 
was her disappointment when she wai 


informed that eyen such an apparontly 
heroic remedy would not be the means 
of doing away with obnoxlons statutes. 
All that Mrs. Stanton has since accom- 
plished in bebalf of woman suffrage 
doubtless derived impetus from constant 
study in her fathor'’s library. 

When Elizabeth Cady was sixteen she 
entered Mrs. Willard’s sominary at Troy. 
Before this she exprossed & desire to go 
to Union Colloge, and fuel was added to 
the tlamo in hor breast whon sho was 
made aware of the discrimination against 
woman that rendered her ineligible for 
admission to that famous old seat of 
learning. 

Mrs. Stanton enya that whilo she was 
in the sominary sho never forgot the im- 
pressions she had formed in_ her father’s 
office. Sho looked forward to the timo 
whon sho could go before tho Legislature 
and do something for the cause in which 
sho had becomo so deeply Interested. 

After lonving tho seminary and roturn- 
jog home, Mrs. Stanton was thrown in 
contact with ber cousin, Gerrit Smith, 
tho cloquent abolitionist, Sho became 
greatly intorostod in this movomont, 
also, and says shoe was forcibly struck 
with the similfarity of the conditions 
which oppressed white women and tho 
slaves of the South. It was at tho houso 
of the abolitionist that Mrs, Stanton 
mot tho gentleman who became hor hus- 
band. Hor marriage took place in 1840. 
They wont abroad on tholr wedding trip, 
and attended the anti-slavery convention 
in England. A groat many women had 
come on to attend the conyontlon, but 
thoy wore not allowed to tako their soats 
as dologates, Mrs. Stanton relatos that 
sho first mot Lucrotia Mott in England, 
and that she lmprossed upon tho latter

the only largo unexplored area in tho } 


southern or valuable part of the Domin- 
jon, 

“The existonce of this blank up to this 
year was rather a reflection on our geo- 


graphical enterprise. This area is larger 
than the sottled portions of either Ontario 
or Quebec and considerably larger than 
the State of New York. I found that it all 
belongs to the drainage area of a single 
river, which was consequently very large 
in a country where the rainfall is so 
copious. 


“This river turns out to be one of the 


leading geographical features of tho 
Dominion, and it seems almost incredi- 
ble that it should have remained un- 
known till now. One reason for this is 
the fact that it is not used for transporta- 
tion by the Hudson Bay Company. The 
great tract of country which it drains is 
valuable for agriculture, being mostly 
south of England in latitude, and having 
a noarly level surface, with good soil and 
very little rock. 

“Speaking generally, my route was as 
direct as possible from Ottawa city to 
the south-eastern extremity of James 
Bay, and it was the first time that such 
a journey has been attempted. With 
two large birch bark canoes, manned by 
crews of strong Indians, I ascended the 
Gatineau River, which enters the Ottawa 
near this city, and some of its branches, 
till I reached the head waters of the 
Ottawa. Tho height of land between the 
basin of the St. Lawrence and that of 
Hudson Bay passes closo to Grand Lako, 
on the Upper Ottawa Crossing this 
great divide by portaging from one lake 
to another, I struck a small stream, just 


the necessity of calling a convention for

Mr. and Mrs. Stanton came back to 
America, and then followed one of the 
most interesting episodes of her life. 
After her return sbe bad, in company 
with others interested in female suffrage, 
been agituting the matter throughout the 
state, She recoived permission from tho 
Legislature for a hearing on the subject 
of the Married Woman's Property Dill. 
Her account of the preparations sho mado 
for her appearanco before tho legislators 
at Albany is interesting. ‘‘I would go 
up into the garret,’’ sho said, “and re- 
hearse my speech every day.’’

crowded house, Her speech lasted two 
hours, and when sho was through she 
was warmly congratulated by her hear- 
ers. Shortly afterward sho had tho sat- 
isfaction of seolng the Marricd Woman's 
Proporty bill become a law. 

In the same yoar Mrs. Stanton and 
others called the Woman's Suffrago Con- 
vention, tho first over held. Rosolutions 
wore adopted anda list of grioyances 
made out, The convention was tho tar- 
got for no ond of ridicule. Mrs. Stanton 
says sho and her friends wero roforred to 
ns tho ‘‘cross old maide.’’ Mrs, Stanton 
had sons at the time. 

Sinco that day Mrs. Stanton has nover 
faltered, bas never rolaxed hor zoal in 
the causo to which sho 1s doyoted.

A correspondent writing to a Saginaw 
Paper gives an account of a great cut by a 
band saw at Bay Milla, Mich, He says 
‘The largest cut ever made oo cno band saw 
waa made Wednesday of last week, at Bay 
Mills, whore 123,106 feet of lumber was cut 
in tho following sizer, in the Hall & Munson 
Co's big milly in 103 hours: 35,740 feet of 
onc inch, 28,260 feet of one and a half inch, 
10,460 feet of two inch, 48,655 feet of two 
anda half inch and four inch, making a 
total of 123,106 feet, Somo time ago Gen, 
Supt. A. Scantlan had the lumber measured 
over the trimmers in ordor to cost the cut- 
ting capacity of the mille. The band saw 
in the big mill cut over 70,000 feet and the 
littls mill 64,000 feet, from logs not sorted, 
but juet as they come trom a boom contsia- 
ing 3,000,000 feet, Shortly ‘after the cut 
waa measured, John Adamson, the head 
sawyer inthe big mill, was heard to say 
that he could cut over 100,000 feet in one 
day if the the logs were sorted for him, Mr, 
Scantlan hearing this determined to give 
the boys an opportunity to make a big day’s 
cut, So he accordingly gave the boom man 
instructions to sort a day’s cutting of the 
largest and best logs in tho boom, joforming 
Chas, R. VanHorn, the head filer and mill- 
Wright, of his intentions, Mr, VanHorn 
immediately had the saws put io the most 
perfect cutting condition, having a more 
than ordinary interest in making a big cut, 
as he is using a side dresser of his own iu- 
vention upon the saws, which he claime will 
increase the cutting capacity of any eaw it 
is ueed upon, Hverything being in readi- 
ness the big day’s cut was started at Ga, m., 
and 12.000 fest per hour was the average up 
to 10:30 8, m ,when it fell offatrfle. At 
11:30 n00n time, 62,600 feet was foucd to 
be the tally for the first halfday. At 5:55 
p. m. the total output was 123,106 feet, 
which is the largest lumber cut ever made 
in one day on one band saw. The lumber 
was cot straight and well manufectured. 
This cut was made onan RF, P, Allis mill 
with 14 gauge, nine-inch saws of EK, C, 
Athin’s make, that have been used all 
summer and were ten inches wide when 
new, Ihe cut was measured by George 
Bridge.

MISTAKEN FOR A BURGLAR, 


Wm. Martin, Green street, has received 
further particulare of the death of his son 
Sidney, from which it appears that the 
unfortunate young man was shot by a 
neighbor who had mistaken him for a bur- 
glar. K. 'L. Martin, brother of the deceased, 
writing to his father from Marengo, IIl., 
under date of Nov, 7th, gives the following 
statement of the sad affuirwhich occurred at 
the village of May Fuir, Illinois, Oa Sat- 
urday night, 2ad inst, some ono entered the 
basement window of Mr. Wheeler's houee, 
and failing among some coal made a great 
deal of noise, but managed, however, to 
make his escape. Mrs Wheeler, who was 
in the house all alone, related the story to 
aneighbor Mr. Strichter, On the Monday 
evening following this episode Sidne 
Martin started to Mr, Wheeler's house with 
tho intention ef filing a saw for Henry 
Thorne, Itis supposed that having heard 
the village talk of the attempt to entor 
Wheeler's house, he went to the basement 
window to examine it out of curiosity, Mr, 
Strichter was on his back stoop when Sidney 
approached the house, Haviog examined 
the window Sidney went up the back etaira 
and looked in the window to see if Mr, 
Thorne was there as he usually went there 
ofan evening. Not seeing him there he 
went down stairs, and, as Strichter says, 
again looked at the window. Strichter 
hailed Sidney to stop and give his name. 
Sidney thinking that Strichtor kaew him 
did not reply but kept right on towards 
Strichter whohada gun in his hand, being 
evidontly on the look out to give the burglar 
a warm reception should he return. Strich- 
ter alleges that he kept backing up as 
Sidney approached him and he did not fire 
until he tha approached within four feet. 
Strichter, whois a German and was much 
excited over the burglar story, when all too 
late he found out his groat mistake, waa 
completely broken up and did all in hie 
power to assist the unfortunate young man 
who was taken at once to the hospital, Tho 
people of May Fair did all they possibly 
could in the way of assistance and were un- 
remitting in their kindness. Tho doctora did 
not at first think that there was danger of a 
fetal termination and the wounded man did 
not consider his situation so grave as it 
really was, However, Mr, Wheeler insist- 
ing, a telegram wae sent to his brother at 
Mariogo informing him that Sidney was 
hurt The patient did not suffer any pain 
buton Tuesday at 4 p. m, unfavorable 
symptoms set in and death followed with 
greatrapidity. Ho called for hie Sabbath 
school teacher but she could not reach him 
until a few minutes after death. His 
brother could not reach his bedside in time 
to see him before ho died, The clergyman 
assured him, however, that Sidney was fully 
prepared for thesad event. An inquost was 
subsequently held and the jury exonerated 
Strichtor who had evidently in his excite- 
ment mistaken Sydnoy Martin for a burglar, 
Tho remains wero intorred ot May Foir, bie 
brother purchasiog « lot and making all the 
arrangemonte for the funeral, It was quite 
evident that Sidney onjoyed the respect of 
the people of the village and all united in 
rogrotting that ho should have beon the 
unfortunate victim of such a grievous mia- 
take.

Preventing The Ravages of Hog Cholera. 


Very much has been written on the 
subject of hog cholera The matter has 
been. studied by Government commis- 
slons, by veterinarians, by swine-growers 
and by others genorally interested, yet 
the results of their studies are of little 
practicul value in the way of a remody 
or remodies. The writer is one who is 
yery firmly of the opinion that preventive 
methods are the only ones ont#led to 
serious consideration. The foolishness 
and unscientiile methods of growers are, 
and have been, largely, if not exclusive- 
ly, responsible for the ravages of this 
disease in the swine herds of the West 
and South. Exclusive corn feeding and 
unsanitary surroundings have made our 
swine peculiarly susceptible to disease. 
We believe it is impossible to rear and 
fatten a hog on an exclusive corn dict 
and haye him healthy. Then again, 
the breeders have thus given us an 
animal which is not robust or in a con- 
dition to resist disease. He is simply a 
inass of obesity lacking in muscular de- 
velopment and constitutional vigor—a 
ready prey for any contagion to which 
he may be exposed. Ifth3 low price of 
Wheat and the comparatively high price 
of corn will continue another year, thus 
stimulating the practice of feeding more 
wheat and less corn, it will be a blessing 
in disguise to the swine grower. We be- 
lieve that it is an easy problem to solve 
—that of avoiding the disease—if pre- 
yentive hygienic methods are used. Givo 
hogs range in summer, grass and water, 
more wheat and other coreals, with less 
corn, and we shalf in one or two genera- 
tions of hog life have practically wiped 
out this scourge. The normal condition 
of our domestic animals is health, and if 
we feed and care for them in a proper 
manner they will not get sick; but it is 
useless to violate nature’s laws and hopo 
to esvape the penalty. 


Tho Value of Wheat Feeding for Hogs, 


From many parts of the West we hear 
of successful results of feeding wheat to 
domestic animals. Its use asa food for 
cattle and horses, whether the whole grain 
is fed or its by-products, has long been 
well known, and the present experience 
has confirmod that knowledge. But the 
groatest good likely to result from the corn 
crop failure of 1894, and the consequent 
use of wheat in its place. will be the feed- 
ing of wheat to swine. Its value here, 
when the price makes it practicable, is in- 
caloulable. We have fed too much corn, 
We haye for many years made this cereal 
the almost exclusive food of swine,and we 
haye thus brought on seyere punishment. 
Exclusive corn feeding to hogs has given 
us a race of domestic animals wihch are 
debilitated at birth, No animal can be 
fed on such a highly carbonaceous food as 
corn without becoming physically demor- 
alized, We do not think first-class pork 
was eyer mado on such a diet. Swine thus 
fed when slaughtered, always have more 
or less inflamed yiscera, the result of im- 
paired health, Perhaps the greatest harm 
resulting from this one-sided diet is that 
itimpnairs the animals’ yitality and makes 
it an easy prey for many contagious dis- 
eases Which a well-fed and healthy animal 
would readily resist. This has been a 
prominent factor in making hog cholera 
the destructive agont that it has so long 
been. With the range of clover pasture for 
the swine, and some wheat in the grain 
ration, this pest would soon cease to be 
formidable.

Who says that 
thoy are as cheaply ralsed as the clover 
crop? 

urnips are often sown on land that 
has borne a crop of corn or potatocs, with 
the idea that thoy will grow after frost 
has killed the matn crop, and that thus 
some proflt may bo got without any cost, 
But this overlooks the fact that turnips 
aron yory oxhaustive crop, especially of 
phosphate, In Wngland phosphate is main: 
ly used in growling turnips which are fod 
off by sheep, and thoir plant food is thus 
returned to the soll almost immediately. 
In this way, tho land is put in good con- 
dition for a wheat crop, Hore, where the 
turnip crop is always removed, its offoot is 
to make tho soll poorer for the crop that 
follows It

ONTARIO CROPS. 


Toronto, November 15,—A crop bulletin 
iesued by the Ontario Agricultural Depart- 
ment reporte a falling off in the hay crop of 
1895 to the extent of 1,700 000 tons beluw 
1894, representing a loss greater than the 
value of the entire wheat crop of the pro 
vince. There has been a shortage of straw 
aleo. The corn crop, however, has been 
extraordinatily large, and, in many cases, 
will help to make up for the loss of coarser 
fodder. The grain crops have turned out 
better than was at one time anticipated, all 
being well up to the average. Fall wheat 
has turned out fair; epring wheat, about th: 
average; corn, away above the average; 
barley, fair in quanticy; oats, an extraordia. 
ary crop; peas, fair; potatoes, exceptionally 
Inrge crop; roots, fair; clover secd, almost a 
fuilure; buckwheat, under the average; 
beans, very good,

Vho grains are four 
times the sizo of those of ordinary mnizo, 
and Seoretary Morton believes that the 
Plant may be turned to most vatunab!o ac- 
count in this country, Ib 1s very prolific 
and boars oars of huge dimensions, The 
species ts Guite distinct from any known 
in Noreh Amorica, and the name 
amy lacea'’ has been given to it. 

‘Tho grains aro extraordinarily starchy, 
even for corn; hence the namo ‘‘amyla- 
coa."’ Alroady 10 Ustinet varietios of the 
specios have been ascertained. One of 
thom would probably bo oxcellent for can 
ning, Inasmuch as it contalas an unusual 
porcentage of & It has been named 
“zon amyliout obarata’’ Undoubtedly 
tho species is derived from the same source 
as tho maize of the United States. All 
known variotioa of this cereal, it is belley- 
od, game origioally from the ‘*zen tunt 
oata,’’ or clothed’? corn, which still grows 
wild In Mexico, Kach grain on an ear of 
this primitive maize is inclosed in a ttle 
husk, 

It ls believed that the earliest homo of 
the maize plant was the highlands of Coen. 
tral Moxico, ‘The vogetable oviginated in 
4 circumscribed locality, aboyo 4,500 fect 
cloyation north of the Isthmus of Tckunan- 
tepec and south of the 22d degree of north 
latitude, noar the anclont seat of the Maya 
triles. ‘Tho Mayas were the first to culti- 
vate it, and frqm thom the uso of it spread 
north and south, Probably corn was 
known along the Rio Grande hy 700 A.D. 
Thace hundred years later it had renched 
the coast of Maine, In Peru the Incas 
grew it before the year 700.

Preparation for Soiling. 

If any farmer is tutending to soll his 
cows tho next year, this is the time to be- 
gin by putting in ono nore of rye for every 
six cows ho may have, As one square rod 
of 16 will feed a cow one day, it is easy to 
figure up just what each will want. Some 
part of the farm, too, may be sown with 
orchard grass, which is an excellent feed 
to follow the rye, nnd with a few acres of 
clover will carry tho cows on until the 
earliost sweot corn will bo ready. Then 
sweet corn in succession will fill all the 
needs of the cows until the fall, when 
some green millet sown nost June will 
come in as a chango before the winter 
feeding of ensilage begins This method 
of fooding will keep one cow to the acre 
all the summer, with somothing to spare 
for the winter, which will go into tho silo. 
A Silo and summer soiling will reduce the 
cost of butter to ton cunts a pound, or of 
milk to less than half a cent a pound. 


Getting Toul Seed Out of Seed Grain, 


As long as it remains true thatas a 
man sows s0 shall he renp it behoves him 
to get all foul weed seed out of his seed 
grain. Some practise ‘‘swimming’’ it 
out, but the heaviest seeds will not float 
—only the seed pods of weeds and tho 
lighter stuff, Bottor sift the wild seed out, 
and the illustration shows how to do it 


easily and quickly. Removable wire 
mesh bottoms may be used and thus a 
choice made in the size of mesh to use 
with any particular grain, or boans, 
poas, ete. It will pay to use a mosh 
large enough to permit all small sand in- 
ferior kernels of grain to fall through 
with the weed seed, Then only the best 
and most vigorous kernels will be sowed. 
Such selection of the best seed year after 
year will bring up the quality of the 
grain wonderfully. 


Farm Notes, 

We do not all romember that salt 1s very 
beneficial to poultry; laying hens espocial- 
ly require it, as 1t has the properties of in- 
creasing the clroulation of the juices of the 
body, thus favoring a greator protoin as- 
similation. One ounce per day to 100 
hens, and this proportion to any tlock Is 
ample, reducing or inoreasing tho quanti- 
ty according to the number of fowls kept. 
A shallow box containing fine salt may be 
put in thelr laying houses, whore they may 
have access to it atall times. Tho fino salt 
is recommonded, because they don’t get so 
much at a time, and too much salt will 
hurt any flock, You must soo after them 
when given salt and ayold oxcoss, 

The {importance of bacteria to the farm- 
erand dairyman was fhe subject of éls- 
course by Prof. H. W. Wiloy at tho last 
moeoting of the Amorican Association for 
the Advancomoent of Sclonce in Spring- 
flola. Ho says that the formentation of 
cream and choose is already as much of an 
art as the formontation of malt in making 
beer, hore aro equally important bac- 
terla In the curing of tobacco, and ho pro- 
dicta that tho thme is coming whon the 
buying and selling of high-bred tobacco 
bacteria will become a regular business, 
Heretofore solence has been concerned 
matnly with the preservation of foods, 
Now tho conversion of foods into the forms 
that are most palatable and digestible and 
tho study of thoir nutritive values are tho 
final stops in agricuétural chemistry, 

Whoroyer winter grain is sown thoro Is 
suro to be in the stubble at harvest a 
growth of rag wood, which will usually 
overtop the clover, If left alone it will 
sorlously injure the clover growth in tho 
fall, espoclally if the stubble bo pastured 
It is a good plan a® soon after the grain 
crop is off as possible to go over tho fold 
with a mower sot so as to cut the rag weed 
and occasionally somo of tho tallost cloyor. 
This, logs to fall as it ia ug, maker an ox~ 
cellent mulch oyer tho surfaco, just heavy 
enough not to injure tho cloyor, A botter 
rosult is that it puts tho %ag weed back, 
and if a good rain sqgon comes, the clover 
will quickly outgrow tho rag wood so that 
yory little of it will be soon thyt fall, This 
will not intorefore with outting a crop of 
clover hay In Septomber from tho seeling 
in March, We have known fully a ton of 
clover to be ont per acre on land tronted 
thus, and the clover was lott In botter con- 
dition for winter than if {t had not been 
cut. Managed in this way tho rag wood 
is out cach glme bofore it can seed, and 
futuro crops of this post aro thus lessonnd 
But if Joft to sood thore will be no trouble 
with rag wood in the oloyer noxt yoar ox- 
copt in places whore tho oloyer sooding 
may have missed. Rag weed doos not 
start excopt whore the soll 18 loosoned In 
spring. Bub who tho soll ts loosened tho 
rag wood sood will start to grow 48 soon 
ag tho frost is out of the ground, and tts 
first’ growth Ja stronger and tallor than 
that of clover, though after tho clover gets 
a broad leaf it will smother most of the 

annual woods,

Thero was a geat deal of charm about 
-the half-wild lifo of the early mining 
days of California, even to mon of educa- 
* tion and refinoment. Somo of us no doubs 
felt that we ought not to be there, but 
wo wore nearly all young and hopeful; 
wo knew that it would not last long, 
and wisely enjoyed all there was in it. In 
tho main, tho mining camps were very 
peaceable. There was not much law, but 
a great deal of bed-rock justice, If a fel- 
low was caught thieving or horso stealing, 
hoe was strungyup toa branch of the nearest 
tree, within half an hour. ‘The conse- 
quence was we had yery little trouble of 
that kind. We would track them up on 
Saturday afternoon, tle thom in front of 
the shanty oyer night, and ridq up to 
Sonora on Sunday for a good time. Son- 
ora was the county seat of Tuolumne 
county. It was first settled by Mexicans, 
Sonoranians from near the head of the 
Gulf of Californian. At that timo there 
* were a great many Mexicans and Spanish- 
Amoricans settled in Calaveras, Tuol- 
umno and Mariposa counties, whole camps 
of them, such as Spanish Flat, Chiluno 
- ‘own, Salyador, and the like. Taken 
- collectively, they were a bad Jot. It was 
shortly after the Mexican war, and they 
ro all Americans a grudge. ‘They con- 
sidered that California properly belonged 
to them,and they never lost an opportun- 
ity to got even, They were all invoterato 
gamblers, and there is always more or 
less trouble whero there-ds a Monte Carlo. 
Still more, where there is a fandango, 
and where you find one the other is never 
far off. Our boys’ couldn’t keep away 
trom either, so, as a natural consequ- 
ence, they got cleaned out pretty regular- 
ly, say, about once a month. Thoy didn’t 
mind losing their monoy; they thought 
____ thoy had got their monoy’s worth, I sup- 
pose, and ip was easy to get more, but 
 eyery now and then tho money bank or 
the fandango broke up ina fight. Some 
_=0f the white boys got knifed, and somo 
of the Moxicans shot. Then would fol- 
~ low a regular outbreak on tho part of the 
_ Mexicans until the whole county would 
__raiso to “clean them out,’’ which means 
driving them into the next county, I 
suppose. I was in one of thoso raids, to 
_ ,-tay shame and sorrow, for the Mexicans 
_ wvould hayo been peaceable enough if left 
to themselves, I am sure. But thero 
_ had beon a series of appalling cowardly 
_ murderé, and the wholo county was in 
arms. Our party was organized to drive 
‘them ont of Ponche Town, a scattering 
place of two or threo hundred Mexican 
miners; mixed up with Chilians and 
others. It was a bad hole, ono of the 
> _—s Worst in the country-—a regular don. I 
Was camping then with a young fellow 
from Mississippi, Jefferson Leo Pelton, I 
think his name was, though woe all called 
him Lee. He was a fino, noble-hearted 
fellow, and our part of the performance 
consisted, I think, in doing what we 
could to protect the Mexicans. Thoy 
showed quite a lively fight for awhile, 
but were soon driven out, of course, and 
when wo entered the town, which was 
little more than a mixed lot of adobos 
and brush shanties, it was aflro in two 
or three places. Our orders were to dis- 
arm tho inhabitants, and as soon us wo 
entered the placo thero wus a scramble 
~ for arins, of which we found plenty, par- 
ticularly revolvers and bowlo knivos, 
ivory handled and silver plated, for a 
Mexican will spend his last dollar to buy 
‘a richly ornamented Weapon. Wo wero 
turning over things protty lively, Leo 
and I, when wo heard a sound of stifled 
sobbing in one of the adobes. It wag sur- 
rounded by a shade made of palm thatch 
and beoch, which had caught and set, fire 
tothe roof. Wren we went in thero wero 
a couple of children on the earthon floor, 
® boy and a girl about five or six yoars 
old; portions of the burning roof wero 
falling around thom, a Piece of which 1 
think, had luckily scorched tho girl and 
caused her to make tho outcry. They 
had nothing on, cither of thom, buta 
Inon shirt, nono too long, having evi- 
dently just tumbled out of bed, You 
sec, wo had surprised the camp pretty carly 
in the morning. We carried the children 
Gut, not o little embarrassed with our 
charge. Lee took tha girl and I the boy, 
We had to carry them in front of our sad- 
dies, and before we had gone very far wo 
Wished that we had Stayed at homo, for 
sitch squirming, scratching and clawing 
you wouldn't have thought possible in 
creatures of the sizo. They gave us no 
credit for our good intentions; they look- 
ed upon us 48 bandits and incendiaries, 
and really, come to think of it, I don't 
Boe how thoy could have put any other 
construction upon our actions, 
It was along ride back to cam 3 
the little ones must havo eae 
well petered out whon we got thoro; but 
they were os wideawako asa couple of 
wild cats and as ready for mischief, Loo 
had to watch them while I put up the 
horses. Wo couldn't leave them a minuto, 
7 ney were uncommonly pretty, particu- 
larly the girl, who was the older: dark, 
but with lots of bright color and a glori- 
ous tangle of jot black curls, Such oyos 
I noyer behold. Thoy had o wondorful 
fascination. At times, thoy had an ex- 
prossion scarcely human; somotimos I 
thought more than human, 
wholly wild. 
After a whilo we succeeded ‘in pacifying 
them. Luckily we had a littlto fruit in 
the cabin, which they deyoured oagorly, 
and later we mado thom a 


somotimes, 


At last we thought of an old couple up 
on tho hill, at tho head of Indian Gulch, 
The old man had been a preacher, a 
right good ono, too, in his day, thoy said. 
Ho had no chureh, for there was no church 
short of Sonora, and wo all wondered 
how tho old couple mado a lying. Any- 
way, thoy wore willing enough to take 
care of tho cbildron when wo guaranteed 
to pay for thom, and whon tho boys 
heard what we had done, thoy all con- 
tributed, until wo had a pretty woll- 
filled purse, sufficiont almost to proyide 
for them until they could bo taught to 
provide for themselves. Thoy woro still 
in thelr night clothes, poor little dots 
when we carried thom in blankets up to 
the old people, but tho old lady sot to 
work ina minuto cutting out things for 
them. She seomed delighted, and be- 
came quite talkative, She told us that 
her husband kept a day school and that 
he had twelve or fourteen pupils, children 
of tho neighbors around. So we felt 
sure that we had taken tho little waifs 

to the right place. 

We used to ride up to Indian Guloh 
every Sunday on our way to Sonora after 
that, and we always carried with us somo 
littlo things for the young ones; but thoy 
never took kindly to us, just tolerated us, 
nothing more. They would not associate 
atall with the other children, the old 
people told us, but kept thomselves apart. 
No sweets, no games, nothing could tempt 
them. ‘They just remind mo,’’ the old 
lady said, ‘of a couple of wild ducks we 
had once at home in Maryland, Tho child- 
ren brought thom in when they were 
only just fledged and we put them in the 
pond with the tame duck, after they had 
become reonciled to them, which wasn’t 
until quite a Ghile. Thon they sailed off 
by themselves and always kept by thom- 
selves, though one old duck took to them 
mightily and always wanted to mother 
them. We thought at first that we would 
clip their wings, as soonas they got old 
enough to fly but we never did secing 
that thoy seemed contented onough., 
though so odd like, But one day there 
came along a ‘fight of wild ducks, and 
off they went.

ENGLISH METHODS WITH POULTRY 


The methods which prevail {n England 
for growing poultry and thelr care vary so 


readers may find something to interest 
thei in the following, gleaned from the 
writings of C.& Brooke. Food should be 
mixed fresh for every meal and fowls 
should have enly what they eat—leaving 
none. Through the winter they are fed in 
the morning with a hot mess of middlings 
and barley meal, Krom November to 
March their midday meal is boiled barley, 
and the later meal is wheat or maize, 
Now and then fowls in confinement should 
have a fresh piece of sod at which to pick. 
A little salt should be added to their food 
now and then, and occasionally a small 
quantity of Epsom salts, Fora full day 
after chickens are hatched they need no 
food, and for tho following week they 
should be fed chopped boiled oggs and 
soaked bread and milk, feeding them every 
tio hours for the first fortnight, Wor the 
next two weeks they should haye grits, 
boiled rice, barley or potatoes, followed 
later by bruised barley, wheat, or corn 
meal. During chickenhood four meals 
daily are best. Tho mother should have 
grain and meal, Whon moulting, a slight 
addition of cayenne pepper to tho meal, 
with somo hemp seed now and then, and 


will be found advantageous, The midday 
meal at all seasons should include some 
green food, and whon winter approaches 
should include meat and fat, minced liver, 
or horseflesh, When fattening for markot, 
the fowls must be kept sholrered, Mutton 
fat. chopped fine and boiled with milk, is 
desirable to add to tho ground oats or 
buckwhoat, and this is administered in 
small dosos.

SAD LOVE TRAGEDY. 


A Young French Girl Kills Herself Whee 
Apprisxed of Her Lover's Diath. 


A love tragedy had its painful sequel 
on the flagstones in front of the Cathe- 
dral of Notre Dame Paris, when a young 
girl shot herself in a cab on Sunday. In 
June last a young man named Marcel 
Gasnet committed suicide because the 
family of his sweetheart would not re- 
cognize their union. The girl was of 
irreproachable morality, and took the 
death of her lover very much to heart. 
She was apprised of the sad event by a 
carte telegram from a member of the 
family, which ran: “ Madamoiselle—We 
had warned you not to try to ses 
Marcel again. You took no heed of this 
warning. I have to inform you that 
the poor boy is dead. We buried him 
yesterday.” 

The despair of the girl was terrible, 
and her reason seemed in danger, but, 


neveriheless, she continued to discharge 


her daily duties. On Sunday, attired in 
deep mourning, she hired a cab, and 
ordered the driver to raise the hood, 
although the weather was splendid. 
She instructed him to drive to Notre 
Dame, and it was exactly mid-day when 
she arrived at the square in front of 
the cathedral. It was at this hour 
and on this spot that she fired the re- 
volver, and inflicted a fatal injury, for 
she scarcely survived her removal to 
the adjacent hospital. 

On the seat of the cab she had left a 
letter for the pallies: setting forth her 
reasons for taking her own life, and 
saying that she had been prevented 
from ceryog out her resolve on the 
grave of her beloved on the 28d ult. 
“Since that day,” she continued, “I 
have battled against death day hy day. 
I have recoiled from this idea, but [am 
at the end; I can no longer suffer. 
must finish these long days of anguish 
and these long nights of continual 
misery.” The poor girl also left the fol- 
lowing note, addressed to ‘ Mon petit 
Marcel ;"" * Thou didst not believe in my 
love,” she wrote, ‘since thou didst sa. 
that when thou wast dead I shoul 
quickly forget thee. Thou didst thus 
reproach me, and thou didst say I loved 
thee only when thou wert nigh. Thou 
wert deceiving thyself. I love thee 
more than ever now, and if thou couldst 
but know how unhappy I am to be de- 
prived of thee, thou wouldst surely re- 
turn to this world, That is impossible; 
then it is for me to find theo, Besides, 
I know that thou dost call me since OF 
thought follows me everywhere. I wilt 
be faithful to my promise, and I sha 
soon be with thee.”

> Something New in Raspberries. 


There was nothing in fruit hall at the 
summit county, Ohlo, fair that attracted 
s0'viuch attention as an oxhibit of ripe 
raspberrles, made by Mr. W. C, Gault, of 
Ashland county. The date was Oot. 8, 
and tho unsoasonablenoss was not more 
remarkable than the size of clusters. Or- 
dinarily raspberries grew in corymbs of 
pbout ton berries, with a cluster of three 
just below, making a total of thirteon, . 
| the enso of the Gault Everboaring, how- 
Wer, the corymb is elongated until it 
emblos a large stem of pokeberry with 
fruit packed closo, like a bunch of 
eware grapes, It is not unusual to 
ve 60 or more perfect berries upon one 
oot, and Mr, Gault and I counted one 
ot whioh had five heads or coryin bs, 
numbering 240 perfect berries. This was 
@ 18th of September, and tho berries 
ero just boginnihg toripen, This shoot 
asa compound one, boing an inch or 
more broad, and was apparently flye shoots 
united In one. There were, howover, a 
lezen other tranches to the bush, cach 
ing fruit or showing where it had been 
it away.

Heretofore 
the so-called everbearing raspberries haye 
borne their fruit upon late or retarded 
shoots stariing from the baso of the cane 
that bore the summer crop, These died 
with the the othor canoes of last year's 
_ growth, Those late canes were not certain 
and sometimes failed to come in quanti- 
_ ties sufficient to make the autumn crop of 
any commercial yaluo, At the best, the 
_ fruit bore a yery small ratio to an abund- 
ant crop. 
The Gault ,differs from others in the 
fact that it begins to fruit upon tho canes 
_ of this year's growth, commenoing early 
in August. The end corymbs that in the 
Palmer (for example) commence to appear 
in Juno of next year, in the Gault appear 
_ this year, when shoots start from the axils 
below, in succession, and continue until 
cold weather stops growth. The branches 
below this start next spring with other 
raspberries, and Mr, Gaultasserts that the 
iummier crop will exceed in amount that 
of the Gregg by one third. 
7 As Mr. Gault grows no other, and there 
is no commercial grower within throo 
es, this may bo an enthustastic cuvss 
on the part of the originator. Personally, 
lowever, Lam prepared to bolieye that it 
equals in summer productiveness the 
Dlackcaps now grown, ond far excels cither 
he Gregg or the Palmer in yigor, This 
1s saying o good deal, but one cannot look 
upon tho sixacres growing upon tho Gault 
‘Place and think otherwise, In propagating 
this yarloty, tho fruiting tips aro cut off

WEANING CALVES, 


Judging from the gonoral practice 
among farmors and ranohors In this sec 
tion, ww ing alve from 
drinktir must boa difficult and d 
ablo operation, ‘The common pravtico ta 

llow tho calves until four monthe old 
to suok thelr dams for a fow minutes at 
oaoh milking. 

It is & great annoyance to haye a hungry 


oalf bunting while you aro trying to milk, 
and whon you drive the calf away, lt must 
bo boaton quito severcly before it will 
leave its mothor, In every Way the pra 
tico certainly is objectionable, and can have 
no excuse bur that of lazinoss—and thon 
the milker wastes much more time and 
doos hardor work, as is usual with those 
who try to do things improperly. 
When properly done, almost any calf can 
be weanud in from. two to six trials. Tho 
mistake mado {ts in allowing the calves to 
suck tho fingors too long and thon thoy 
must bo woanod from that habit, I ro- 
momber distinctly, when a boy, having a 
large bull calf that would not take milk 
without my fingers in his mouth even 

when ho was five or six months old, Ho 
Would go to a creok and drink water, but 
would not swallow tho milk without suck- 
ing, At that time I supposed it was noo- 
essary to let the calf suck my fingers for 
sovoral days or perhaps a weok, and paid 
yory dearly—in annoyance and oxtra work 
—for my ignorance, 

Tho only seoret in weaning is to remoye 

the fingers from tho calf’s mouth as soon 
as it begins to suck, As is often advised, 
the most convenient way to manage the 
oulf is to back him into a corner, straddlo 
his back, wet your fingers in the milk and 
put them into his mouth, If he will not 
suck, wet the fingers again, and moye 
thom back and forth over the calf’s tongue, 
that ho may got a taste of the milk, If 
t&) calf has been allowed to suck the cow 
a nminbor of days, it will bo necessary at 
first to let him hold his head up in the 
position of sucking the teat, When he 
will suck your fingers readily, gontly push 
his nose down to tho pail, which should 
be shallow and wide, An oight-quart 
pressed pall is tho most convenient one I 
ever used. It is well to have a boy to hold 
the pall, for if the ‘calf is stubborn, one 
haed will be needed in his mouth, and tho 
other to hold his head down to tho pail, 
Do not at once,require the calf to lower 
his head to the ground, as that is so much 
unlike the position ho naturally assumes. 
The ocalf's noso being in the milk, as soon 
as he gets a taste of it by sucking, gently 
remoyo your fingers from his mouth, but 
keep your hand on his nose. He will pro- 
bably suck a few times and raiso his head, 
This time put his nose in the milk with- 
out your fingors in his mouth, and if he 
does not soon drink, let him have the 
fingers again. Only remember to remoye 
the fingers as soon as he bogins to suck. 
Unless the calf has been allowed to snok 
a long timo, or is stubborn, he will drink 
part of the first meal alone, aud will be 
little trouble after. 

The time of weaning with me depends 
upon circumstances. TI allow the calf to 
stay with the cow for two or three days, 
then take it away, allowing it to suck 
threo tlmes a day for a few days, then only 
twice, but letting it suck until the cow's 
udder is relloved of the fulness common 
at calving. This may be regarded as Jazi- 
ness, but itis good practice in many cases, { 
I have weaned calves at all ages, from 
three days co three weeks, and in yery fow 
cases haye any trouble becauso of the age 
Last week we weaned twins—full-blood 
Jerseoys—22 days old. Ong sueked my 
fingers, the other would not. but each 
drank about two quarts the first meal, and 
since then néed only to haye the bucket 
brought to their noses, 

For a few days after being taken from 
tho cow the calf should have now milk 
until he becomes accustomed to tho 
change. Then where there is skimmod 
milk, if may gradually be substituted, 
mixed with meal of any suitable kind— 
oats, bran, middlings or oileake—tho 
quantity to be inoreased daily as long as 
tho calf remains thrifty, but reduced upon 
any appearance of scours, After the calves 
aro a weok old, give them two or three 
times daily, a bunch of fresh grass or hay, 
increasing the quantity as they grow, but 
boing careful to give all they will eat.— 
Country Gentléman, 


Straightening the Trunks of Small Trees, 

As fruit trees come from the nursery 
with tranks throo-fourths of an inch or 
so in diameter many will be found to be 
quito crooked, Some fruit growers do 
hot object to thisand allow tho treo 
trunks to take their own course, but.

Tanned Loather, 


The oxporimonts with bullet-proof coats

Tho commonest, most usual type of these 
protections consists of fino but beautifully 
fempored singlo chains, inclosed in soft 
loathor, which run along the shoulders, 
down tho outer side of tho arms and oyer 
certain parts of the body. Those can either 
be sewn into a particular tunic, or thoy 
oan be adjusted separately and put on like 
harness, Hundreds upon hundreds of 
thoso sets aro sold, The most valuable of 
all chains, in connection with accoutre- 
morits, are those which guard the head; 
and in cases whore the regulation cap or 
helmet is not sufMlolontly protected in this 
way, specially made chains are sown inside 
tho same and coyered by the lining. 

Only those who have been in actual con- 
flict know how valuable all the chains 
mentioned are in minimizing the effects 
of sword cuts. As regards protection both 
from sword and bullot, the general belief 
nowadays seoms to be in thoroughly tan- 
ned loather, and great quantities of tight- 
fitting leather under tunics are made for 


officers, the favorite pattern—said to be 
the invention of the late Sir Richard Bur- 
ton—being that which forms a not too 
prominent ridge down the center of the 
chest. Many stories aro told by officers of 
bullets which have been diverted {n somo 
degree by theso leather tunics, some of 
whioh aro lined with woven steel wire, Of 
course, none of these things are supposed 
to be an absolute protoction, but only a 
sort of palliative. 

A London gunsmith, who sells n great 
many chain mail body protectors, which 
fit almost like an ordinary vest, and aro 
vory expensive, sollsa large number of 
thom to army men, and he not long ago 
sent a gross,as many as he could get made 
in timo, to Japan, whore they were quick- 
ly sold. Ho has made for indlyidual offi- 
cers who haye thomselves drawn the de 
sign, a varloty of diferent patterns of 
armor, Tine flexible chain and leathsr 
haye entered {nto nearly all of them.

How to Remove Tattoo Marks, 


The oxample of tho Duke of York, tha 
future king of England, who has had 
some elaborate designs tattooad on his 
arm, is said to haye set tho English aris- 
tocracy wild, and tattooing has becomo 
the rage. On the other hand, thero are 
many people who have submitted thom- 
selves to this needle and ink decoration, 
who haye outlived their pride in it, and 
who feel rather ashamed of what they 
formerly looked upon as a distinction. 
For the benoflt of such a medical corres- 
pondent tells how tattoo marks may bo re- 
moved. The marks are painted oyer with 
o concentrated solution of tanning. After- 
wards, by means of fine needles, a series 
of pickings is made oyer the tattooed de- 
sign, and over the surface thus picked is 
passed a stlok of nitrate of silver. At the 
end ofa few minutes the black picking 
previously made become detached, and 
the superficial layers of skin are charged 
with a tannate of silver, In order that 
the process may be perfectly successful, 
this surfaco must be powdored with tan- 
nin for two or three days. At the end of 
that time, the inflammatory action has 
almost subsided, and the picked parts 
turn black, forming o thin crust, vory 
adherent to the deeper skin, but painless, 
In fourteen or fifteen days the scab falls 
off, and in its place is seen a supoerfloial 
red mark, which gradually fades away 
until, atthe end of a few months, all 
signs of coloration disappear. Of courso, 
antiseptic precautions are duly taken in 
performing this operation, ‘Cho old tattoo 
necdlo is the best thing {bt can be done 
with. Dr, Baillot suggests that bioxalate 
of potassium is even botter for tho pur- 
pose of tattoo marks remoyal than nitrate 
of silver,

Yot there is 
much to justify so strong o term and 
Atatomont. Tho orlginal impulso has 
come from the spocialists, who have 


doyoted themselves to the study of Old 
Knglish, to the language and Literature 
lying back of the Norman Conquest. 
Tho past thirty yoars have witnessed a 
wide popularizing of the earlier native 
literhry treasures, through thoir offorts; 
tho principal toxts have been edited and 
translated and lectured about, and thoir 
uso in schools and colleges encouraged, 
so that now the graduate from ono of 
our leading and Mberally endowed in- 
stitutlous may, if ho choose, know his 
“Beowulf? as his father did his 
“‘Horace,’’ ‘These elder classics of tha 
mother tongue haye not only been taken 
{nto the curricula of instruction, but 


haye boon put forth for broader litorary 
appreciation, with the idea of literary 
stimulation as well os linguistic drill, 
Then, too, the comparative study of the 
allied literavureos—the output of the Gor- 
manic group of German, Dutvh, and 
Scandinavian pooples, of which Mnglish 
isa kinsman—has done ‘its share in shed- 
ding light upon our tongue as an organ- 
ism governed by linguistic laws and pos- 
sessing powers long unsuspected. Po this 
cultivation of Old Hnglish—at first the 
province of the few, but rapidly becom- 
ing the work and pleasure of the many— 
may be added the closer study and appre- 
clation of later literary figures and 
epochs: Chaucer and the Elizabothans, 
and Spencer, to say nothing of Shakes- 
pearoe himsolf, together with the marked 
attention, reaching almost to tho dignity 
of a cult, directed toward the historical 
English ballad; and last, but by no 
moans least, the increased sensitiveness to 
the literary quality of the bible, ‘To 
anticipate no effect, sooner or later upon 
native modern litorature, from all the 
exploitation of the older fields—allowed, 
so many of thom, to lie fallow for a long 
pericd—is to overlook causo and effect in 
the development of the inter-relations of 
speech and letters. Nothing could be 
further from che truth than to suppose 
this movement to boa matter of mero 
literary fashion: it goos far deeper than 
that The return to Old English ex- 
pression (always, of course, within limits 
of commion sense and controlled by cus- 
tom and convenience) is not a tomporary 
fad, but will proyo a pemanent enrich- 
ment of the force and splendor of the 
speech.—Ootober Forum,

If A makes ao statement which you 
know to bo erroncous, do’ not correct 
him, but corroborate it. Thon when B 
comes forward with the correction, he 
will feel friendly toward you as to one 
open to his instructions, while between 
youand A. there will be the sympathy 
which unites those in misfortune.—Boston 
Transcript. ’ 


Instinctive Dread. 

Prof. Lambroso maintains that the 
knowledge of a criminal physiognomic 
typo is often instinctive among the com- 
mon people, There are persons, especi- 
ally women, who are far.from suspecting 
even the existence of criminal anthropo- 
logy, and who yet, at the sight of those 
who bear criminal characteristios, instant- 
ly experience a lively repulsion and know 
they are in the presence of a malofactor, 
He was acquainted with a lady whose life 
was quite withdrawn from society, who 
on two occasions discovered the criminal 
character of certain young people, not be- 
fare suspected, but afterwards detected by 
the police. At his request, schoolmasters 
have shown to forty young zirls twenty 
portraits of thieves and twenty of groat 
men. Four-fifths of these children rocog- 
nized the first as wretched creatures or as 
scoundrels, and the second as honest men,

often number sixtecn hundred. Everything 


that the skill ot man can deviee, clever 
workmen constract and money prov.de is 
given without stint to create a fast, safe and 
comfortable ship on this great ferry service 
between Europe and America In connection 
with which more than three paesenger 
steamers daily leave each shore, 

Exactly at three v’olock on the afternoon 
of Wednesday this steamer Teutonic, the 
sister ship of the Majestic on which exactly 
four years ogo 1 made my first passage across 
the Atlantic, quickly moved out trum her 
dock and passed quickly down and out of 
the great harbor of New York to the great 
Atlantic ocean. From that hour on during 
the six days of our journey now parsed, for 
pot one second have her great engines 
atopped or the ponderous propeller wheel 
under water, and sometimes above, censed 
to revolve, I; isdifficule to comprehend the 
enormous power requisite to drive this great 
ship through the water. The Teutonic is 
586 feet long, 56 feet beam, reaches down 
into the eea from the water line 27 to 30 
feet and towers into the air to the captain's 
bridge quite a8 much more, and measures 
some 10,000 tone, To attain a specd of 
twenty miles requires engines of not leas 
than 16,000 horse power, supplied with 
steam trom many huge boilers, iired with 300 
ton of fuelper duy, constantly in use, 
Consider for a nioment that the engine and 
boiler power of this one ship is quite six 
times that used in driviog all the industries 
of Deaeronto, and yet new ships have been 
built and runniog, which in size and power 
are half as large again und whose speed 
enables them to accomplish the distance in 
one day’s less time, The wonderfal strength 
of construction, the vast cost which I sm 
told reaches in some cases to $2,500,000 per 
steamer, the perfect discipline and 
great army of busy men can all be 
recognized as necessary to safely transport 
the valuable freight and p.ecious lives during 
all weathers o distance of three thousand 
miles, ucross the great waters, and, at the 
seme time, afford them every luxury, con- 
venience und care to be obtained in our 
greatest hotels, Many in Deeeronto caa re- 
call the time wheo twenty to thirty days 
were ‘occupied in crossing from the old 
world to the new, and will retain anything 
but pleasant recollections of the close 
quarters, impure air and great favigue which 
attended the journey, How different now 
when the distance is accomplished in five, 
6ix or seven days, 

Among our passengers ia the head of the 
great commercial agency of Dunn, Wiman & 
Co. There ia also the renowned echolar Sir 
Lyon Pisyfair, and Lady Clayfair of sweet 
foce aud kindly manoer. Hon. A. H, 
Smith—Berry, an Irish momber of parlia- 
ment,is also aboard, He is, I am informed, 
the originator of the word *‘boycott,” and ie 
accompanied by hia graceful wife, Mra, 
Barrett,wife of America’s greatest actors, is 
also crossing to Europe, We have also Mr, 
and Mrs, Underwood, formerly of Loudon, 
but now residents of New York; Mr, Un- 
derwood is a brother of Dr, Underwood the 
well known missionary to Corea and trans- 
lator of the Bible into tho Corean languaye. 
Mies Habershon, of London, an authoress 
and gifted Bible reader, who has for 
some months been aiding Mr. Moody in 
hia evangelistic work, ia returning to Kog- 
land. Mr. Angue, representing vast 
phosphate and timber interests in Florida, 
is on his way home to return’ with his 
family.

PRAIRIE FIRES IN THE NORLAWESE 


Not for years hos thie western conntry 
suffered such desolation from prairie fires as 
it hae suffered thisseason, Io the heart of 
the grain country tires have raged with un- 
wontd violence for weekr, while further 
west in the stock country they sre still 
burning. Where districts wore formerly o 
scene of plenty in Mamitoba, a picture of 
farm houses yellow fielda und stacks of 


| Brain, the flames have left a scene of ashes 


as foras the eye can see, These disastraus 
torches have certainly brought a doomaday 
to the region over which they have blown 
their devouring breath. Human life has 
even fallen victim to the scourge, 

These fires originate in various ways, 
Very little rain falla after the first of 
August and the grass soon begins to cure or 
dry up retaining its nutritive qualities, 
similar to hay which has been cut and 
allowed to cure in Ontario. The early 
autumn frosts help to prepare the rich 
stubble, and soon the heavy undergrowth 
Provides & ready tioder box for the spread 
of the flames, Thedeaddr> masa ts as com 
hnetible almost pa powder, ignites readily 
end burns rapidly. Not unfrcquently light- 
ning strikes the ground and a fire immedi- 
ately springs up, Ora party of inexperlenced 
travellers may leave a smouldering camp 
fire; it may be aspark from a threshing 
engine or paseing Iccomotive, or in myny 
cases a match from some hunters pipe ; 10 
matter by what means the fire is applied, an 
instant only is required when aided by the 
wind, it spreads its flames and rushes over 
the ground furiously, the prairie quickly 
becoming a mass of fire which is subdued 
only whena stream is encountered or when 
there is nothing moro tobe consumed. Un- 
fortunate, indeed, is the ranchman who 
finds himself located in the pathway of one 
of these fires, he can eave his stock either by 
driving it around one end of the fire or by 
applying the torch and clearing the prairie 
ahead of it, in either case his range is burn- 
ed over and his etock left without pasturage 
for the winter, 

I well remember a fire that occurred here 
in the autumn of 1887, It was late in 
October and the agricultural fair was being 
held; the weather was fine, and with few 
exceptions, the farmers were all in town, 
Warly in the forenoon the wind began blow- 
ing end by noon it was blowing a gale; soon 
| after dinner what at firet seemed clouds of 
dust were noticed raising in the west but it 
was eoon apparent to all that it was smoke. 
and the smell of the burning graes in the air 
told too plainly the causes, Soon the people 
could be seen starting for home, and within 
an hour the town was deserted, Upon reach- 
ing home many of them found that houses 
und etacke had gone up in emoke, othera 
were able to save a part uf their crops or 
building while « few escaped loss, The 
skies were reddened for days, and the nights 
were lurid with the light of the burniog 
prairies. Before it was subdued the people 
living in town were obliged to turn out and 
fight deeperately to save their homes. 

The total sum of loss of settlera’ effecte 
and property caused by these fires is enor- 
mous; yet this loss is unimportant in com- 
parison with the loss sustained by the 
sountry through tho destraction of thous- 
ands of acres of pasturage, The injury 
done the soil when the fires smoulder for 
months as they often do, actually converting 
vast tracts of fertile land into deserts, 

Uatil this year the settlers have been left 
to fight this relentless adversary alone but 
early this spring the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way Company no doubt realizing that they 
were responsible for not a few of the fires, 
set to work and fireguarded most of their 
road way through the grazing country, 
Much remains to be done, however, and 
mapy are of the opinion that while the pro- 
vincial government holds so much land in 
Manitoba, and the federal authorities con- 
tinue to hold the greater portion in the 
territories, they should assume more respons- 
ibility. Certain itis, that the prevention of 
these fires is one of the most important 
problema in the settlement of the West, 
with which the people and governmont of 
Canada have to deal. A, H.

Thoy make very desirable 
canes for dudes and young sports, belng 
light as a feathor, yet strong, and with 
very pretty sticks, but it would cause no 
little consternation to their owners if they, 
fora moment, thought them to be tho 
stalks of tho despised plant of velvety leaf.

Tho favorite among Germans is tho 
Wolchsel, It is out from a wild chorry that 
is said to grow only in the Black ‘ost, 
Naturally thia stick is very crooked and 
gnarled, In order to got straight sticks 
the German peasants build framos around 
the trees and train the young shoots upon 
them by fastening strings to the tip euds, 
passing them over pulloys. A light welght 
is attached to the other end of the string, 
and as the branch grows stronger tho 
woight Is increased, Tho genuine Welchsel 
is distinguishable by its pungent odor 
whioh comes from tho ond of the stlok at 
tho root after it has been cut down, While 
tho odor is tho strongest in the newly out 
stiok, it is quite noticeable for several 
years, It is a curioua thing of the Weichsol 
that although it will grow seemingly quite 
as well when transplanted from its native 
home, sticks cut from the trees that have 
taken root in the new soil lack in the dis- 
tingulshing odor of thoso grown in the 
Black Forest. The stick known as the

The 
robber soon turns green, but the fact that 
it closely resembles ebony when new has 
affected the sale of the genuine article, 

For presentation itis now quite the pro- 
per thing to haye ebony or Malacca cane 
made to ordor and surmounted by silver 
or gold bust in miniature of the person 
to wliom the gift is made, 

English Crab as it is known among the 
*‘Johnnies’’ is increasing in popularity, 
and this season some striking designs are 
shown. It is nothing more nor less than 
wounded oak, In England the gathering 
of woods for canes has been reduced toa 
solence. The cane gatherer no longer 
works at haphazard. In acertain sonse 
he does not work for to-day, but plans for 
future crops. He goes out looking for 
Suitable sprouts and saplings to train and 
mark for next year’s crop, and incidental- 
ly gathers those prepared the previous 
year. When he finds a young oak that 
promises to make a good stick, he sits 
down and patiently gashes and marks it 
at regular intorvals along its length, tak- 
ing care to muke each gash of suiflicient 
Mepth to mark tho underwood. By the 
following year the bark has healed, leay- 
ing an oval boar that shows plainly on tho 
wood when peeled. Such is the wounded 
‘onk, better known as English Crab. ‘The 
gushes can be made to produce some strik- 
inz and unique designs. Some cane hunt- 
org carry little pricking wheels that inflict 
& puncture atregular intervals. ‘his is 
varied by the uso of a scroll wheel and 
dies that leave the lioprint of an initial 
letter, stars, crescents, crowns, Venus-like 
Agures, cto,

SOME NEW DESIGNS. 


The most desirable of thoso are made from 
Pimento and ornamented with snake-like 
turnings of silver, Tho Pimento is really 
the root of a specios of coffeo plant, and {s 
imported in bunchos, in rough form just 
as the root is pulled from the ground. he 
process of proparation jg somewhat inter- 
esting. First tho sticks are sorted into 
qualitios, those having the most enaris 
and twists being considernd tho most valu- 
able. Now thoy are trimmed with a fine 
circular saw, manufactured ospectally for 
the purpose, as it roquires a very fine tem- 
per to withstand the tough knots, to say 
nothing of tho fino grit and small stones 
that are ofton imbedded betwoon the roots 
and out of sight of tho sawyer, If the 
branch that is joined to the root is long 
enough and not too crooked the cane and 
handle are of one piece, but, as is the case 
in many inatancos, the branch has to be 
severed from the root, which is thon pro- 
Pared a8 * handle for somo other stick, lb 
16 hollowed outand joined so neatly to an- 
Other stick na to be impercoptible to the 
novice. As tho roots are vory hard thoy 
are susceptible of high polish and fine 
carving,

Turkish Weichsel is really the American 
wild cherry. Although quite pretty it is 
lacking in the perfume of the gonuine 
article, 

Black thorns are always popular. For 
two dollars one can got an excellent speci- 
men to show friends as just from tho 
“ould sod.’’ You may always know the 
Dlackthorn by the treo sprouts at each 
knot, Thero is the twig and the two horns 
tat flank it. This isthe fayorite for a 
walking stick, and right here the differ- 
ence between a walking stick anda cane 
might be speolfled, The former is a heavy 
stick, while the latter isa light hollow 
reed Or rattan such as the bamboo and 
Malacca. The walking stick first came 
into colmmon use as a sort of weapon car- 
ied by the ISnglish gentry on their rambles 
through the woods and forests of their 
castle grounds, whilo the lighter stick or 
cane was reserved for the promenade with 
tho ladies through the flower gardens, The 
same distinction is yet adhered to with 
adaptation to modern times. 

One of the most startling novelties re- 
cently brought out is #& cane with a silver 
dagger as a handle. In another a hanting 
Sceno is ropresented by astag that has been 
brought to a kneeling posture by two dogs 
clinging to either side, 

In the natural woods, such as tho Weich- 
sel and Pimento, the ornamentation con- 
sists of knobs and snake-like coils of silver 
and gold ornaments. These applied ploces 
of metal aro often engraved in fanciful de- 
signs, but the plain polished surfaces con- 
trast very well with the natural wood. A 
novelty for a Malacca has # snake coiled 
about the upper end, and his projecting 
head, as in the act of striking a foc, serves 
asa handle, Some who have tholr canes 
made to order have addod to the realism of 
the snake by having it covered with 
leather tanned from the real snake skin. 
But that seems almost uncalled for, while 
there is an abundance of gold, silver, plat- 
inum, ivory, ebony and horns from tho 
rhinoceros,

STRANGE POWERS. 


Although Desf, Dumb and Blind, Orris 
Henson Speaks and Writes, 


Oris Benson was born in Grahameaville, 
Sullivan county, on September 7, 1881. 
At birth, and for two years andn half 
thereafter, ho was a bright child, with tho 
usual five senses and ell his faculties. 
Whon eight yeas old he was sent by his 
parents to the New York State Institute 
for the instruction of the Deafand Dumb 
He had become deaf, mute and blind by 
sigkness. 

No correct appreciation of what this boy 
has achieved can ever be had except by 
contemplating the obstacles hoe has had to 
surmount, He has been but six years in 
the Deaf Mute Institute, and yet in that 
time he has beon taught to write and to 
speak. 

Enoch Henry Currier, the principal of 
the Doaf Mute Institute, thus writes of 
young Benson:—'‘He has been taught to 
write—I sond specimen letter—and to 
sneak, YesterdayI puta typewriter In 
his classroom. In forty minutes he kad 
mastered the key-board, and I enclose you 
the first letter he attempted, as an indica- 
tion of his ready mind and hand."’ 

The first typewritten letter gives no in- 
dication of its unusual authorship, except 
that in the signature the last few letters 
are not in correct alignment. It is as fol-

You will have a good laugh at your miser- 
able failure at keeping your lines straight 
and at many other things. In short, the 
effort is full of ludicrous surprises. 

Miss Bessie Myson is one of the oral 
teachers in the New York Deaf Mute In- 
stitute. Orris Benson, in oral instruction 
is under her care, ‘The method of teach- 
ing Benson to talk is that known as vis- 
ible speech, The letters by this system, or, 
rather, the sounds, which these letters rep- 
resent are labials, Iinguals and gutterals. 
By that extremoly acuto senso of touch 
whivh lodgesin Orris Benson's finger tips 
ho must learn the position in which fo 
place his own tongue and teeth and Lips 
that he may enunelate a sentence. 

If ho does not roadily grasp the idea 
which bis teacher wishes to impart, you 
may noto him lean his head to ono side, 
as though tho better to boar, and thon 
make another attempt. Somotimes it ts 
nocessary (his hands are always properly 
cleansed before he comes to his talking 
class, in anticipation of this emorgoncy) 
for his teacher to let him put his fingers 
in her mouth and thus ‘‘see'’ the position 
of her tongue and lps, At other times 
sho places his tongue and lips.

An understanding of his business, and 
possession of the capital and other facili 
ties necessary to conduct it, is of no use 
to the employer unless he can find a 
paying market for the products of his 
shop or factory. Ho cannot afford to 
operate his works at a loss, paying out 
more money than he takes in, and hard- 
ly dares to keep on buying raw mater- 
fal and paying for Jabor unless he has 
a reasonable prospect of selling his 
goods at a profit. Hence, anything 
that tends to disturb the market to 
the*extent of lessening the demand in- 
jures the employer, and through him 
[eameees the wage-earners. A slacken- 

ing of the demand means more goods 
on the market than can be sold with- 
out Joss. The persons who have them 
to sell compete among each. other for 
customers, offering their wares at lower 
figures in order to invite purchasing. 
Then the manufacturer must produce 
at less cost than before or cease to pro- 
duce at all till the demand improves. 
He is obliged to offer less for raw ma- 
terial, and labor, and transportation, 


and if they will not accept the reduc- 
tions he must “shut up shop’ and dis- 
charge his men, for there is no more 
right or power in the community to 
compel an employer to operate at a loss 
than to make the workingman toil 
without wages. 

All the trades unions in the world, 
if pulling all together, could not do it. 
Hence the evident folly of strikes on a 
falling market intended to force the 
employer to pay higher wages than will 
allow him to realize a sufficient pro- 
fit to remunerate him for his time and 
trouble and enable him to pay interest 
on the use of the capital engaged in 
the business after having satisfied the 
demands of the tax-gatherer, insurance 
and repairs, the seller of raw material, 
and the wages of those who work for 
him at stated wages. 


The statistics recently compiled by the 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
speak volumes on this subject. They 
show that the persons who engaged in 
strikes in that country during aseries 
of years lost thereby more than twice 
as much as their employers did. Evi- 
dently the cases in which they carried 
their point were those in which the em- 
Ploying class.could afford to pay the 
Wages demanded, and it is fair to infer 
that in nearly all of them the point 
asked for might have been attained 
without resort to the costly experiences 
of a strike. In all the other instances 
it was simply impossible to grant the 
demand, because to nominally concede 
it would have involved the closing of 
the establishment and the discharge of 
the workers through inability to sell 
the products of labor at the enhanced 
cost necessary to pay the higher wages 
demanded by the strikers. 

If the labor agitators who lecture the 
workingmen on the supposed “rights of 
labor” against employers, and try to 
make them believe the employers are 
their natural enemies, to be fought and 
beaten at all hazards and under every 
possible condition, would consider these 
things they would be less mischievous 
than they are now. They would even 
benefit instead of injuring those who 
listen to them, if they would endeavor 
to lead the “ hands” to understand the 
true relation of the two classes. The 
workers would then see it would be to 
their own interest not to try to cripple 
their employers, and would comprehend 
the fact that one of the very best ways 
in which they could sustain the labor 
market would be to avoid and frown on 
the senseless agitations which tend to 
unsettle confidence in the market for 
the products of labor,

King of Ashantee is the absolute 
arch of three million subjects. 
They live in the heart of the African 
forest, a fow hundred miles back from 
the Gold Coast, The king a 
girdle of dry grass around his hips and 
a ‘plug’ hat, 
in some way has become possessed of a 
silk hat, which now does duty as an 
emblem of sovereignty, He wears ear- 
rings. They are of solid gold. He

He owns no crown, but 


also bus other personal adornments of 
solid gold. His royal all 
wore gold earrings, too. 

His Majesty lives in a big stone and 
native brick palace—the only structure 
of the kind in the kingdom. His Royal 
Highness sleeps on the floor. The king 
is several times a millionai and it 
is believed that he has several barrels 
of gold dust and nuggets. Ashantee is 
rich in gold. King Prempeh isa blood- 
thirsty monarch and he is in the habit 
of making human sacrifices on a whole- 
sale scale. Whenever it pleases him 
to do so he orders a few hundred sub- 
jests to be beheaded. Besides this, 
during certain religious ceremonies, it 
is customary to kill subjects. It is 
this practice which England wants the 
king to stop. And it is to put an end 
to these human sacrifices that the Brit- 
ish troops will wade into the forest and 
make war on the king. 

It-is just twenty-one years since the 
British Government appropriated $4,- 
000,000 to send out an expedition to 
bring the King of Ashantee to terms, 


and before the expedition got back, 

AFTER BURNING COOMASSIE, 
his capital, it had cost as much more, 
The English troops under Sir Garnet 
Wolseley remained only two days in 
the capital of Ashantee. Before they 
left the savage potentate agreed to do 
certain things. That was King Koffee. 
His successor, the present king of 
Ashantee, King Prempeh, has not ful- 
filled these conditions, 

There is probably not another African 
monarch who can cause the British 
Government so much trouble and ex- 
pense as the King of Ashantee. He is 
a very powerful potentate. His people 
are all born fighters, who would rather 
fight than eat. The one thing which 
has always excited the horror and 
amazement of travellers who haye pene- 
trated into this African town, lying a 
hundred and forty miles back from the 
Gold Coast, is the Grove of Skulls, 
where in countless numbers the bones 
of the victims of the king lie upon the 
ground with the festering remains of 
those who have recently been despatch- 
ed. This spot, where executions have 
taken place from time immemorial, is 
in a small grove back of the large mar- 
ket place at Coomassie. The victims 
are brought to this place with their 
hands securely lied and they ure made 
dumb by two knives thrust crosswise 
through the cheeks. The poor wretches 
are for a time tortured by being pinch- 
ed, pricked with swords and fired upon 
at short range with blank cartridges. 
The powder from these cartridges en- 
ters the flesh, causing 

EXCRUCIATING AGONY. 

Then the executioners, who are fan- 
tastically dressed, seize their huge 
swords and, flourishing them in the 
air, lop off the heads of the victir 
one after another, Then they retire 
from the scene drenched with blood 
from head to foot and leaving the 
bodies lying where they fall. As soon 
as the executioners retire the ‘vultures 
swoop down from the trees above and 
the ground is soon black with them. 
At night the panthers come and slink 
away satiated before dawn. 

The King of Ashantee is opposed to 
progress, which he defies. He dis- 
ikes roads in his kingdom. When 
the British under Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley went to Coomassie they had to cut 
their way through the forest, leaving 
a fine road behind them. The King 
of Ashantee agreed to keep this road 
in good repair But instead of keep- 
ing it open, he let the weeds grow up. 
Thus the British in the coming war will 
have to go all over the work again, 
for, so quick is vegetation in that part 
of Africa that not even a trace of the 
original route remains. The recent 
British Commission to Coomassie had 
to find its way to the capital through 
a dense fore It is in this forest 
that the British forces will be attacked 
by the warriors of the King of Ashan- 
tee, who are natural bush fighters, 
armed with the best of

Lord§atisbucy Says the Mediterrancan

The Lord Mayor's banquet at the 
Guildhall is an event of public im- 
portance in England because on that 
occasion Ministers are supposed, more 
or fess, to show forth their policy 
and their designs for the future. 
“More or less’ may be said advised- 
ly—it is generally “‘less’’ that the 
public gets. Even the civic glories of 
a Lord Mayor’s banquet do not as a 
rule draw her Majesty's Ministers into 
a talkative and confiding mood. Both 
Disraeli and Gladstone were wont on 
such occasions to show how pleasant- 
ly they could talk without saying any- 
thing particular, and, on the whole, 
Lord Salisbury follows in their foot- 
steps. The gravamen of his discourse 


appears to be that Britain needs more 
ships, an dit may be gathered from 
his remarks, and from contemporary 
happenings, that the Mediterranean 
fleet is to be strengthened. Events 
both in Turkey and the far Bast jus- 
tify this attitude, and there is appar- 
ently a further effort to be made to 
support it by wise additions to Brit- 
ain’s already immense navy. Under 
these circumstances it would seem to 
be very desirable that the shipyard 
strikes, which are serious, should be 


arranged as speedily as possible. ‘The 
going out of all the engineers—ma- 
chinists or engine-fitters as we should 
call them here—at one of the

CRACK SHOIS IN WAR 
ANSTANCES WHERE WHHIR WORK 
GREAT SEKVICE, 

1t has been frequently ass: rted by cyn ce, 
who aneer at the art of iifle shooting as ex- 
emplified at Bisley, that your crack shot in 
absolutely valueless in actual warfare, that 
he finds moving men very diffrent from 
stationary targeta and thac all Sharp-sho: t- 
ing in action ia all bophozerd gucss-work, 
io which the duffer is juet as likuly to do 
executicu as the expet. Thee may be 
some truth in that view of m seamanship, 
but that there have been cases in which the 
services of crack shcts have been invaluable 
the following instanzes will prove, 

At the time of the Tnodian mutiny, young 
Herculous Rost, son of the famous eport « 
man and marksman, Capt, Horatio [tour, 
and brother of Edward Ross, the winner of 
the Queen’s prize at Wimbledon, was the 
crack rifleshot of India. He subsequently 
won the Indian championship three years 
in successicn; and on one occasion putontn 
consecutive dull’s eyes at 1,000 yards. He 
was also a mighty tiger slayer. But he 
proved the value of his daily skili with the 
rifle against more formidable foea than the 
juagle could produce. His greatest and 
most memorable feat was the following :— 

He had ridden neariy 100 miles to a fort 
on the river Gogra, where it was expected 
that alarge force of mutincers intended to 
cross. It was of absolutely vital importance 
to keep them at bay until the women and 
children and the sick and wounded could be 
removed from an English station close by 
Hercules Ross heroicaliy‘undertook the task. 
He had a pit dug ou the bank of the river 
cammanding the ford. Here he took his 
post, with » dozen good rifles by his eide 
and four attendants to load forhim, The 
heavy rains had swollen the river, and the 
ford was impatsable ; but the enemy had a 
large boat, and with this proceeded to make 
the passage of the stream. But Koss, from 
his rifle pit picked off the rowers one by one 
with marvellous ekill, Time after time the 
boat put back ; time after time it came on 
again; bat the quick and deadly fice which 
that ewift rifleman kept up prevented the 
oaremen from getting more than a third of 
the way across, 

Armed only with the old Brown Beas, the 
Sepoys could not touch the occupant of the 
rifle-pit, For three hours with unfailing 
skilland nerve, Hercules Ross shot down 
the rebel rowers whenever they attempted 
to cross, till at lust a body of English troops 
with three gune, came up, and the Sepoys 
sullenly retired, By his splendid marksman- 
ehip, coupled with unflinching steadiness 
and courage, young Ross undoubtedly saved 
the lives of those English women and child- 
ren with their helpless sick and wounded 
companions. 

Another and even more remarkable iv- 
stunce of the value of markemanshbip in 
action occurred at Lucknow, during the long 
and terrible siege, The Sepoys had hauled 
a couple of eighteen-pounders up on a flat 
roof of one of the palaces which surrounded 
the Residency, in which the English were at 
bay If they could only mount those guns 
they would be able to pour a plunging fire 
down upon the defenders of the Residency 
which would soon have mado the place un- 
tenable and compelled the English to eur- 
render. 1t was imperative, therefore, that 
those gune should not be mounted. Ser- 
geant Halliwell of the 32nd Foot wae the 
crack shot of the little garrison, He was 
supplied with the best rifles that the officers 
possessed, and he was posted in an angle 
of the Residency, with orders to prevent the 
Sepoys from mounting those guns, The 
part of the building in which he took up his 
position had already boen battered by the 
Sepoy guns into a heap of ruins, and behiod 
the shatt-red masonry he lay at fall length 
—there was just enough cover to protect 
him in that posture. For several days he 
remained these, never once reiog to his feet, 
or even to his kners, for todo so would have 
been instant death from the swarms of rebel 
markemen infront of him, The only change 
of attitude ho could get was by rolling over 
from his back to bie etomach and vice versa 

His powers of endurance were almost 
soperbumen, Hoe was a man who hardly 
soomed to know the need of eleep. Ho kept 
his eye night and day on those dismounted 
guns, Whenever the Sepoys attempted to 
mount them hia deadly rifle was at work, 
and he picked them off one by one till they 
dared no longer expose as much ona finger 
to the uoorring olin of this myetrrious and 
invisible death dealer, In the dead of the 
night provisions were conveyed to him by 
men crawling on their hands and koces slong 
the slight barricade which was all the shel- 
tor they had from the cannon and muskets 
of the foe, The guns were captured ina 

sortie, and blown up, and Sergeant Halli- 
woll’s long and painful vigil was at an end.

Hoavens—Mra, Fleming at Her Work. 


Two discoveries of unusual interest have 
beon anounced at the Harvard Observatory 
—onoe of a new star’ in the constellation 
Carina and tho othor of soyoral clusters of 
“Variable stars.’? Both ocourred in the 
southern hemisphere, and wore recorded on 
photographs taken by the telescopes at the 
branch station at Arequipa, Peru. It was 
no? until the plates were shipped to Cam- 
bridge and thore examined that the dis- 
coveries wore actually made, 

Tho ‘new star’’ referred to is not ono 
that has always existed and has just been 
observed by astronomers, but one of 
the class that comes into existence sudden- 
ly, inoreases in radiancy until it reachos 
its greatost brilliancy and then fados into 
obsourity or ontirely disappears. 

Nova Carinae, as tho new star is called, is 
the fifteenth to be discovered in two thou- 
sand years. ‘The ono preceding the 
last) seen October 26, 1893, was also dis- 
covered at the Harvard Observatory. The 
Cambridge method is a most ad mirable

Peru, has a photographing telescope which 
took the above plotures. Tho first photo- 
graph shows the heayens when certain 
flelds of stars were dim at the points indi- 
cated by the arrows, In the third picture 
these flelds were found to be brighter, 
with tho result that many more stars were 
seen at points where there were none be- 
fore. See the arrows. In the conter pic- 
ture are two photographs. The upper 
shows tho fleld without the new star, and 
the second shows it plainly at the point of 
the arrow. 


used are of two sorts—spectrum and chart. 
The latter contain, on their surface of 
elght by ten inches, thousands of star 
points, the plates being sprinkled all over 
with tiny dots. Such a plate must be gono 
oyer very carefully if a chance nova on it 
is to be found. ‘The spectrum plate, how- 
ever, shows fewer stars,and each spectrum 
is large enough to bo easily made out and 
its peculiarities noted. 

‘The plates come to Cambridge from 
Arequipa, in boxes of one hundred plates. 
As soon as a box arriyes Mrs, Fleming, 
who has charge of this work, goes over tho 
spectrum plates, drawing a circle around 
each spectrum which seems worthy of 
special attention. The spectra thus mark- 
od aro afterward carofully examined and 
determined. It was in this way that Mrs. 
Fleming discovered, in 1898, Nova Nor- 
mae, and a week ago Saturday Nova Car- 
inane, 

Nova Carinao was found by examination | 
of the plates to have appeared between 
March 5 and Aprils. On nine plates, tho 
first taken on April Sand tho last on July 
1, the nova appenred, its photographio 
brightness diminishing during that timo 
from the elghth to the eleyenth magni- 
tude. 

The two cuts give one view of the region 
where the nova dues not appear, and the 
othor whero it is clearly defined. These 
euts aro from photographs onlarged 
olghteen times, The arrow in the first cub 
shows the point whore the nova afterward 
appeared, Tho large star noar it {s 
dosignated in the catalogue as A. G. C. 
15, 269, magnitude 5.5, The brilliancy 
of Nova Carinao gives a magnitude of 
8.10, A comparison of these two flelds 
gives somo hint of the activity of matter 
in that for away region when a star of that 
magnitude can come into such sudden 
prominence. 

‘The second discovery relates to the vari- 
able star clusters. Tho photographs in 
this case, as in tho other, were talon at 
Aroquipa, with the 18-inch Boyden tele- 
scope. In the oluster in Canos Venatiol 
no less than eighty-seven stars have proved 
to be variable from an examination both 
by Professor Pickering and Mrs, Floming, 
Thoy made fifteen plates of the samo clus- 
tor, and no star that either observer was 
in doubt about was counted. In general 
no variables were found within about ono 
minute of the center of the clusters on aoc- 
soumt of tho closoness of the stars. Nono 
of these variables are more than ton min- 
utes distant from the conters of the olus- 
tors, 

In N. G. C., 5,904.4 circlo 110 seconds 
in diamoter contains sixteen stars, six of 
whioh, or nearly forty per cent, are varl- 
ablo, In the entire cluster about 750 stars 
vore oxamined, and forty-alx found to be 
Yariablo, #0 that they form about six per 
cent, of the whole, Of all the stars visible 
to tho naked oye less than one por cont,

. CATING DOGS. 
An Old-Timer Gives a Few Points on 
Training Canines. 

It requires a great doal of skill and pa- 
tience to teach a dog to perform one ora 
sories of tricks. An old dog trainer gives 
an explanation of how to teach several. 

Yo begin with the simpler tricks, fetch- 
ing, carrying, etc. Many puppies will 
fetch naturally, but if they will not, they 
are taught as follows: The article, what- 
yer it may be, is first shown to the dog, 
and then put into his mouth, If he ts tn- 
clined to drop it, the jaws must be held 
togetier until the dog understands that ho 
must koop the article in his mouth. He ts 
then led, carrying the articlo; then he Is 
put down on the ground and he is told to 
pick it up, which he soon understands, 
after which the dog is called, and will thon 
carry the article to his master. 

Nearly every doy takes to the water of 
his own accord, and after boing taught to 
carry and fetch, it will bring a piece of 
wood out of the water. You thon teach it 
to dive. This is more difficult, You must 
have clear water to begin with. Tako the 
dog out in a boat and fasten a stone toa 
piece of light wood, so that it will sink 
gradually. Put the dog in tho water and 
show him the stick; then drop itin. He 
will see it slowly sinking and try toget it. 
To do this he must put his jaws beneath 
the surface. Gradually increase the 
weight, and consequently the rapidity 
with which it sinks, and the dog will fin- 
ally got all his head under. When once 
this is done the difficulty is past, for the 
dog has confidence and will gradually go 
deoper and deeper for the stone, until he 
can reach a depth of twelve or fourteen 
feet. 

To teach adogto beg is easy enough. 
Just stand him up in a corner so that he 
can lean against the wall, and hold him 
there until he can sit up without assist- 
ance, Then bring him tothe middle of 
the room and repeat the operation. This 
can bo taught in a couple of days. 

From begging wecome to walking, and 
this takes much longer. It is accomplish- 
od in the same way as the aboye, only the 
dog must be led by the paw, after he has 
learned to stand up properly. 

Then comes another difficult thing to 
teach—turning head oyer heels, To ac- 
complish this the trainer must get behind 
the dog, and grasp the forelegs in his two 
hands. Then ho must gradually draw 
them back, until the dog loses their sup- 
port. The dog will then put his head be- 
tween his legs, and the farther back they 
are drawn the farther ho will put it, At 
Jast it will be right on the floor, and thon 
the trainer just turns him over, This per- 
formance will baye to be gone through 
dozens of times before the dog will do it 
of his own accord, and eyen then it will 
take weeks of practice and reward before 
he will do it properly to order, 

This is also the first step toward teach- 
ing him to turn asomer ...ic, When ho 
can turn head ove» ‘vols properly, the 
hand must be p’..-ed on the shoulders, and 
just as he .arnirg he must be given a 
start i | the result of this will be to run 
him: <ompletely over while in the air, Ho 
vil bosure to come down on his feet 
somehow, and will in timo learn to give 
himself his own impetus with his hind 
legs, and so turn clean over without 
touching the floor with his head. 

A back somersault is taught in the 
same way, only to bogin with the support 
of the hind legs is withdrawn. But very 
few dogs eyer learn to do this, as most of 
the ‘take off’’ must be from tho forelogs, 
and some dogs never seom to catch the 
knack of taking ib, 

‘Teaching dogs to awing on a trapeze, to 
800-saw, and torun along, trundling a 
barrol with their hind legs, are all ramifi 
cations of standing upright and walkin$ 
on the hind legs; it is merely a quostion 
of balance and can only be acquired by 
the dog by long practive. 

He soon knows what ho has to do, how- 
vor, if ho is good at walking upright and 
beon put through the motions of the trick. 

All other tricks, ringing the bell, pre- 
tonding to die, reading the paper or shut- 
ting the door, ote, are taught by putting 
the animal through tho different acts just 
in tho same way asa child is taught to 
write by having his hand guided, Poodles 
are the best learners, mongrel poodles 
particularly, but if a dog's father or 
mothor wasn trick dog, he will inherit 
their talont in nine cases out of ten, and 
Indeed will often do several tricks of tho 
simpler kind without any teaching at all.

Man—The Bishop's Interesting 


Talk of His Race.

Probably the most conspicuous figure in 
contemporary history of the African race 
in Amorica is Bishop H.M. Turner, D.D., 
D. C.L, LL, D. His episcopal jurisdic- 
tion includes Canada, Nova Scotia, the 
West Indian Islands and America, and he 
annually attonds sixteen conferences. 
Bishop ‘Turner is celebrated not only for 
missionary work among his colored breth- 
ron but for his unremitting efforts to 
ameliorate their conditon, politivally, so- 
cially and morally, . 

Ho was born in Newbern, S.C., in 1834, 
of free parents, but was bound out to a 
slave owner, and grew up in the midst of 
slavery on a cotton plantation. He hada 
love for learning, and from childhood de- 
youred greedily any crumbs of knowledge 
which fell in hés path, being indebted tor 
his first educntional aliments to a small 
white boy. At 15 ho became office boy for 
two young lawyers, who appreciated his 
talonts, and gave him fragmentary in- 
struction in reading, arithmetic and other 
primary branches. The young Turner 
studied law here, too, but already his re- 
ligions instinct had inspired him with 
ministerial ambitions, and at the age of 
17 he entered Trinity college, Baltimore, 
as 2n unmatriculated student, At Trinity 
college he applied himself to divinity, 
Greek, Latin, Hebrew and German, and 
Was liconsed to preach at the youthful age 
of 19, but until he had passed his 24th 
year, he had neyor studied English gram- 
mar. Ho was made doctor of divinity at 
the Wilberforce university, Ohio; received 
the degree of doctor of laws at the Penn- 
sylvanuia university, and had the title of 
doctor of canon law conferred upon him 
by the National College in Africa. 

Bishop Turner has just returned from 
Liberia, the froo African state and which 
he considers the black man’s Utopla, He 


beria is a partof the African domain 
reaching from the southern part of Sierra 
Leone, an English colony, to the Cayalla, 
claimed by the French. It 1s a territory of 
about 400 miles sea frontage, extending 
250 miles interiorward, The land was 
procured by the American Colonization 
Company in 1821, through the efforts of 
Commodore Stockton, of the United States 
nayy,2s a home for the free colored people 
of the United States, and such slaves as 
might be emancipated. From that time 
to this there has been gradual emigration, 
The negroes have been successful in build- 
ing up a republic modelled after the United 
States government. There is a president, 
cabinet, postmaster general, customs 
houses, judges, courts, state houses, two 
gun ships, and all the machinery of a goy- 
ernment. Liberia has a civilized popula- 
tion of 45,000; the same number of semi- 
civilized inhabitants; 1,590,000 heathen,

all of whom are under the laws of the Li- 
berian republic, Civilized laws, however, 
are enforced only to a limited extant 
among the heathen Africans, thus poly- 
gamy and fetichism, to a4 greater or less 
extent, prevail throughout the country. 
There are many schools and churches,and 
one fine college managed by men of schol 
arship and ability. One great impediment 
in the republic is the want of banks, The 
national treasury acts as tho banking in- 
stitution tn the dealing with bills of ox- 
change, eto. Two banks were started in 
Liberia, but both fell into the hands of 
sharpers and wentdown, The only money 
tho*Goyernment has issued has been copper 
bills. These always passin Liberia for 
face yalue, Tho people of Liberia are strict 
observers of the Sabbath, and even through 
the wook there are fow amusements going 
on. ‘The lower classes have sham fights, 
and fanoy dances on the streets which are 
obsoryed by the higher classes from their 
windows, but the chief pleasure seems to 
be found in tho places of worship. ‘Cho 
Africans are extremoly musical, and con- 
grogational singing to be heard in some of 
their religious meotings is splendid. 

Thore is not a bar room or a liquor shop 
in the country. Many of the stores keop 
spirits in stock, but it is almost {mpos- 
sible to purchase any. 

There aro black merchants of every 
grade, wholosalo and retall, and barter 
trading. ‘The foreign oredit is excellent, 
Liberian commercial mon can write to 
France, ingland or Gormany for thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of goods and thoy 
will be forwarded immediately, Hundreds 
of steamships from Europe are constantly 
hugging the shores of Africa, while there 
is not asinglo one from the United States 
doing any businoss with Africa, Yot the 
United States is ina better condition to 
have Immense trade with Africathan any 
other division of the globe, as American 
tools of every description, farming uten- 
sils, medicines, oto.,, aro more in Keeping 
with the needs of the negro than any 
Buropean articles 

Yos, I favor African emigration, I bo- 
lieve that slavery was permitted in the 
providence of God to bring the black man 
into contact with tWis giant Caucasian 
race, for purposes of imbibing civilization 
and a sufticloncy of Christianity to enable 
thom to be great factors In the redemption 
of Africa, I belleye it is time that the 
Amerloan negroes were opening their eyes 
to thelr present and future responsibilitios 
in that connection, Africa is tho richost 
country under heayon, more gold, ellver, 
goms and overy form of minoral to bo 
found thore than upon any other contin- 
ont, Liberia has the largest treos, finest 
woods for all kinds of furniture, the most 
beautiful plumage and the moat luxurl- 
ant growth of tropical crops; rice, sugar, 
bananas, pine apples, oranges, cocoanuts, 
limes, tamarinds, coffeo, in fact oyery 
troploal product, Butter, hides, tyory, 
and palm oll are exported

with it In this country or Hurope.

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) yeara for the purpose of looking “over the

knowlodge of the inflnite resources of that 
country, 

No, the Anterican black man will never 
be anything in this country, where his 
color is a badge of degradation, whero whito 
is dominant and where everybody believes 
that white represonts God and black repre- 
sonta the il. The black man will be | 
relogated to tho roar, civilly, politically, | 
financially, socially and in every way that 
involyos manhood and respectability. 

Thoro is no future in America for the 
norro, oxcept to be a menial and scullion, 
may bo with a few exceptions here and 
there, but the mass will be looked upon as 
the fag end of creation. Therefore I favor 
naturalization of the Amerloan nergro as 
it is the only thing that will elevate him 
to the plane of respec tabillty and recogni- 
tion. Heecan go tu Afzicn, aud ‘with no 
obstacles, nne a ps otosman, pliiloso- 
pher, scientisy; engase ia comuerco, ac- 
quire vast wealth,and be yvalned in foreign 
countries according to lile standing, Here 
tho nogroes will be overshadowed by the 
whites for ages. 

Then look at the bleed and carnage that 
the negro is the victim of in this country, 
He is acensed at all times of outrages, 
many women in the cases haying not yet 
boon born, but let us suppose that the 
negro is guilty—which I deny, however— 
of all that he is accused of in rogard to his 
bestial propensities, then he ought to leave 
the country to get beyond the temptat fon, 
and the United States Government ought, 
and tke people in general should assist 
him in doing so; but if not guilty the 
philanthropists of the country should aid 
him In getting away to stop such a flow of 
blood, and avert the vengeance of a just 
God, as blood will call for blood sooner or 
later. 

Moreover the Supreme Court of tho 
United States has declared that the black 
man has no civil rights under the general 
government, a species of injustice and 
discrimination unknown to the regions of 
hades. ‘The devil is no respecter of color. 
Under the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court eyery form of race and 
class legislation has been enacted by some 
of the states Many other things I could 
say in this connection, if I had time, 
which woult’ show that the colored people 
of the United States are a set of fools if 
thoy do not make some kind of a move for 
their betterment, and the white people are 
unpardonably cruel, if they do not help 
the black men to help themselves, after 
getting the use of their sweat ond toil for 
two hundred and fifty years. Yes, there 
nro millions of slaves in Africa to-day, but 
slaves to Africans, The superior blacks 
have the inferior blacks in bondage, as 
they have had from time immemorial, 
sand none of the superior blacks were 
brought to America, ‘Tho Africans sold 
their slaves to the American buyer. Woe 
look to Christianity and civilization to re- 
moye this evil from Africa. Of course the 
slaves would be unfitted for self govern- 
mept now, they have been reduced to 
puerility from yours of servitude, as any 
nation would have been; it will take time 
to civilize thom and infuse new blood into 
their lethargio veins. But slavery does not 
mean much in Africa, to be sure the mas- 
ter has the priviloge of having his slayes 
put to death, but otherwise their lives ara 
easy. ‘hoy are sent into tho interlor to 
hunt for ivory teeth, eto, but only a por- 
tion of their find is demanded by tholr 
owners. The only slaye markets are in 
the far interior. Many of the most suc- 
cessful men In Africa are runaway slaves 
from the interior, who haye imbibed ciy- 
ilization and aro doing well, 

The Africans are great linguists. Mul- 
attoes haye more judgment, but not the 
quickness of intellect of the full-blooded 
negro. Afvicans are naturally a virtuous 
set. Licensed lewdness is unknown in 
Liherla; chastity is the jirst and always 
the most important lesson taught. Women 
aro taught that thera is no sin which brings 
in its wake such awful consequences. 
Young girls are told that no good luck 
will ever attend those who go astray, pro- 
vorbial threats being that ‘the leopard 
will get them: the'r first born will die,and 
death may at any moment strike them 
down.’ ~ 

You ofton rend of the numerous wlyes 
of tho native kings and chiefs, somotimes 
the number reaching seventy-flve or a 
hundred, but wife in this instance means 
virgin, and refers to the fomale slaves, 
from the sate of which the chiof gets his 
revenue. It isa great honor for a man to 
marry ono of tho king's wives. Some- 
times when a chief gets tired of a wifo he 
sells her, but she goes for halt price. 

During his last visit to Africa Bishop 
Turner accompanied a party of Spaniards 
500 miles across the Sabara desert to an 
oasis where there isa trading post and 
fort, Here ho saw the Bedouins and wan- 
dering Arabs, and experienced several se- 
vere sand storms, simoons and other de- 
sort horrors. Ho is accompanied this trip 
by Dr. Demick, of New York city, the 
famous orator, who is general seoretary of 
tho African missionary department, 


Parker Karle, who had charga of the 
horticultural departmont of the World's 
Fair held at New Orleans, and a man un- 
usually well informed in relation to the 
fruit interests of tho Weat, and of the 
country at largo, saysin an exchange that 
apple growing appears to be more and 
more difficult both in the old and new 
states.

It must bo remembered that the whole 
world must depend on America for ita 
apple supply. No other country can crow 
apples at all comparable to tha best Aincri-_ 
scan apples. Tho best oxhibits of apples. 
from England, Franca Germany, and 
Russia whon placed sida by side with our 
apples, as they have been severa) times, | 
draw a smile of pity from all observers, 
Wo must supply not only our own people, 
but those of all foreign nations with most 
of the good apples they are to consume for 
allthe time tocome For thirty or forty 
years past New York, Now-England, 
Michigan and Canada have supplied the 
foreign domand in an irregular way, But 
the ability of these regions to meet that 
domand and the home needs seems moro 
and more certain.’*

A correspondent of the Londan pss 
says the most natural and quickest wa, 
propagate ferns is by their spores or se 
These should be gathered when the cap ry 
stles containing them hegin to look — 
brown. he frovd should then be cut, 
put into paper bags and allowed to dry for 
two or three days, after which the spol 
should be sown as soon as possible, t 
turfy loam or fibrous peat. Boiling water — 
poured over the prepared soil before plant+ 

ing will destroy eggs or larvae of ingoo! 
and spores of fung!. The fern spores must 
bo scattered on the surface of the soil and 
covered with a bell glass or sheet f1985 
and kept in a close, shady place 
until the surface of the pots or pans be- — 
come covervd with a growth of lichen or — 
liverwort appearance, From this singular 
growth the young ferns ultimately develop — 

according to the different species, in 
three to six months from time of sowing. 
The pots or pans should be kept uniform- 
ly moist, tho watering being done by im- 
mersion in water for a fow Inches, so that 
the moisture rises to tha aurface, No 
water should be applied over head till 
fronds are formed. Inure gradually tot 
alr, and shade in sunny weather, When 
the seedlings have formed a little crown 
and two or three fronds, they should bo — 
potted singly and kept in a somowhat 
close atmosphere until ostablished. Tho 
best time for sowing is early spring, but 
they may be sown at any season of tho 
year,

All the Delicate Astronomical Instramente 
Carried Up, 

Tho highest permanent astronomical 
obsorvatory in the world—on the summit 
of Mont Blanc—was at laat comploted and 
fally equipped with Instruments a fow 
daysago.

Tn place of being entirely moyable about 
6 pivot, like ordinary telescopes, the tela- 
scope on Mont Blane js fixed and direoted 
towards the polar star, A movablo mir- 
ror placed near the lower opening enables 
the observer to study whatever star ho 
Wishes, its image being thrown upon tho 
ginss. This makes necessary a protective 
cupola of comparatively small dimen- 
siona. 

The particular advantage to astrono- 
mers in having an observatory at such high 
altitude as this one lies in the transpar- 
enoy and purity of the atmosphere, ‘Tho 
study of the stars, however, will not be 
the sole task of the observers, for some of 

them will devote themselves especially to 
meteorology as on the summit of Mont 
Blanc, says Prof. Janssen, they will be in 
tho yery origin of atmospheric phenom- 
ena, 


A Bicycle That Fits ina Valise, 


A Frenchman has invented a bicycle 
that can be taken apart, packed in a yalise 
and carried, it is claimed, with ease and 
comfort whenever the wheelman is trayel- 
ling by rail, If the wheel breaks down on 
the road the rider can uncouple the parts 
and carry it slung over his shoulder. Tho 
machine is not built for fast riding, but 
only for ordinary road work. The wheels 
are 113% inches in diameter, the toothed 
wheel which communicates the power 
from the pedals being nearly as large. 
‘The horizontal bar is in two parts, which 
are securely screwed. When this bar is un- 
screwed the machine is in two parts, the 
first step toward packing. The saddle is 
removed and the handles are taken off. 
The four pieces are then packed into a 
valise measuring 2314 inches by 1534 by a 
little more than 8 2-5 inches. The whole 
welzht of the machine is 1834 pounds. If 
the wheelman breaks down on the road ho 
diyides his machine into four pieces and 
balances the parts over his shoulder with 
a padded strap provided for this purpose, 
The inventor insists that this is a great 
deal better than having to hold a crippled 
machine up and trundleit. The maching 
can be put together or taken apart in 
about two minutes. The pedals are fo 
close to the ground that the rider can at 
any time come to 4 stop by puttingn foot 
to earth, For this reason there is said to 
be little danger of a serious accident with 
this wheel. It is asserted that a single 
revolution of the pedal will drive the 
wheel 15 feet and 6 inches, which is not 
bad traveling for a roadster. The ma- 
chine is quoted at a comparatively low 
price, and the replacing of the tire is much 
less exponsiye than in the case of a larger. 
wool, : 

Origin of Pumice-Stone. y 
Pumive stone is the theme of Mr. Nor- 
man Donglass’ report transmitted to tho 
forcign office by our ambasssdor at Rome, 
and this imporant item in tho Italian ex- 
ports furnishes some Interesting details, 
says the London Daily News, Pumice, 
as is well known,is of voleanio origin, be- 
ing a trachytic lava which has been rend- 
ered Hght by the escape of gases whon in 
a molten state. It is foundon most of the 
shores of the Tyrrhenian Sea and olse- 
whore, but it is at present almost exolusive- 
ly obtained from the little island of Lip- 
aril. Most of the volcanoes of Lipar! have 
ejected pumaceous rocks, but the best 
stone is all the product of one mountain, 
Monte Chiolea, neary 2,000 fect in height, 
with its two accessory craters. The dis- 
trict In which the pumice is excayated 
covers an area of three square miles, It 
has been caloulated that about 1,000 hands 
are engaged In this industry, 600 of whom 
are employed in extracting the mineral. 
Pumice is brought to tho surface in large 
blocks or in baskets and is carried thus 
either to the neighboring village, or to the 
seashore, to be taken thence In boats, The 
supply is said to be practically inexhaust- 
ible,

FIRE IN CHICACO. 


Cutcaco, November 22, A fire, disastrous 
to life and property, swopt through the Dry 
Goods and Woolen Exchange building, this 
morning. Five firemen, in the active dis- 
charge of their duty, and totally unmindful 
of danger, were carried through the floor 
and buried under tons of wreckage from the 
five floors above, Four of the men lie dead, 
bat the Gfth was not seriously injured. One 
girl fell from a window, and received injuries 
from whichshe died. A dozen other men, 
women and girls were hurt or overcome by 
emoke; and many were rescued from im- 
minent death. The property loss to the 
building, which was located at 215-217 Van 
Buren street, and 276-278 Franklin street, 
and its contents, is estimated at $400,000,

Jobn Bruenheimer, badly injured by falling 
from fourth storey, while assisting girls to 
escape. The others who were injured wore 
girls and spectators who saved them, all be- 
ing overcome by smoke, but they soon re- 
covered after medical aid at the hospitals or 
their homer, All the doad and injured fire- 
men were meinbers of Engine Company No, 
2, Their Captain, Lewis Fieene, escaped 
the awful plunge to death only by hanging 
tothe sili of the window oa the second 
floor, until released from his perilous situ- 
ation by firemen on a ladder, The owners 
of the burned building are Khun, Nathan & 
Fischer, a clothing firm, whose factory is at 
Van Buren and Franklin street, opposite 
the scene of death and destruction, 

The fire started at 9:15 o'clock on the 
fourth floor of the seven storey building, in 
the garter factory of Stern & Co,. where 
many girls weroat work, They ranscream- 
ing and fainting, to the windowe of the Van 
Buren street side of the building, All wae 
excitement and confusion in a moment, and 
the rapidly inereasing crowds of spectators 
stood gazing upwards at what seemed tho 
impending doom of scores of working girls 

Engines, hose carte and ladders came to the 
rescue with brave firemen, who in a twinkl- 
ing, scrambled up the fire-escapes, or put 
the extension ladders in position to bring 
the panic stricken people to the ground, The 
frantic girla wore determined, in their half 
crazed mental condition, to hurl themselves 
to the stone flagging, but wore partly re- 
strained by the ehvute of the citizens on 
the street and the quick work of tho fire- 
men, Ono emall extension ladders was run up 
under whero tho girls wero stonding in foar 
ofadouble death. A fireman mounted it, 
but when hie feet touched the rungs of tho 
second eestion either his weight or some do- 
fect in the ladder caused it to slip back to 
its original position bringing its top four or 
five feot below the sill of the fourth storey 
window. Hither crowded from behind or 
frenzied by fear, Nellie Turner, Kitty Land- 
graf and Harry O'Neill mado a wild attompt 
to lower themselves so that thoy had to 
touch the top rang of tho ladder. In doing 
this tho foolhardy onee slipped and fell 
headlond to the pavement, ceo, Horman- 
son tried to grasp tho dress of Kitty Land.

Farm Notes, 


The lack of positive knowledge concern- 
ing dairying causes more failures than 
anything else, Dairying properly conduct- 
ed by experienced men is profitable, A 
great many assume that some land and a 
certain number of cows, will make a 
farmer independent in the dairy business. 
But these are only the raw material of the 
industry, and how to handle them is neyer 
learned by some. : 

It has been claimed, in the first place, 
that the phosphoric acid of dissolyed rock 
is not as available to crops as that of the 
more expensive dissolved boneblack. This 
claim 1s absolutely without foundation, 
Ground rock phosphate is usually ex- 
tremely slow in its action on crops. Tho 
samo is true of waste boneblack, as it is of 
bone ash. Bat when phosphoric acid has 
been brought into solution in water, this 
soluble phosphoric is, in general, of the 
same valye whatever the source from 
which it came. In the second place, dis- 
solved rock phosphate is likely to cake or 
sot when stored for some time and hence 
to require screening or milling before it 
can be used. ‘ 

So soon as the grain crop is harvested it 
is well to look the fleld over carefully and 
see how the olover catch has fared. Dry 
weather in June has injured the cloyer in 
many places. If ft is killed entirely over 
any considerable part of the fleld it should 
be plowed as soon as possible, and fitted 
for reseeding with some winter grain, Itis 
well to sow with winter grain four or fiye 
quaats of timothy seed, to be followed with 
cloyer seed in the spring. But there 
should not be any great huste In deolding 
on plowing up the fleld where the clover 
appears to be killed. We haye seen scores 
of flelds where the cloyer was scarcely 
visible at harvest time grow up with a 
good even growth if left alono a fow 
wooks, Cloyer is a pretty hardy plant to 
withstand droughts. It is more often killed 
by being trampled down by turning stock 
into it at the most critical time, Millions 
of plants are killed by being trampled to 
death where a thousand are killod by dry 
weathor. 

‘There are two extremes in working but- 
ter, either of which will damage It and re- 
duco its grade, even if the utmost care is 
taken in all the operations of making the 
butter up to that time, One of these, and 
the worse ono, 1s overworking the butter, 
making it salve-like in consistency and 
greasy inlooks. ‘The other is underwork- 
ing, leaving 80 much water in ft that it 

shows at once that it has not been proper- 
ly worked and is graded accordingty. It 
is necessary to leave a cortain amount of 
water in the butter, and too much or too 
little spoils it to a certain extent, but of 
tho two ovils, overworking is the worse, for 
it destroys the grain of the butter and 
spoils its appearance whon it comes to the 
tablo and spoils the appetite for it tmmo- 
diatoly. It 1s a fino distinotion to toll just 
when to stop, and this many times is the 
only differonce betwoon the maker of first- 
class butter and the maker of grease. The 
housowlfo who knows juat when to stop 
is the one who will got tho best reputation 
as oa butter-makor, and the one who learns 
this lesson the most perfoctly, will be the 
ono who can get private customers at an 
advanced price,

On entoring service either 
as a conductor, brakeman, engineer, flre- 
man, station manor yardman, the very 
first duty is to thoroughly master this 
sign language. 

The terrible result that might follow 
the giving of a wrong signal can be im- 
agined. Unfortunately ithas not been 
left to the imagination in the past. Many 
are the fatal accidents that have been 
brought about through a trainman’s mis- 
take. 

A goneral classification puts ‘railroad 
signals in three classes—signals given by 
colors, flags or painted signals in the day

time and colored lights at night; signals 
made by sound, either whistles, bells or 
torpedoes, and signals made with the 
hand, 

The hand signals are the first to be 
learned and really the most important, as 
they are the most used. It is the hand 
signal that is regularly used to start and 
stop trains, and in case of emergency they 
are the first resorted to. In the daytime 
the trainman makes himself understood 
by waving his hand In cortain directions. 
If at a long distance from the person he is 
signaling to he waves a flag, as the posi- 
tion of the hand inight not be clearly dis 
cernible, At night he gives the signal by 
waving a lantern, Exactly the same mo- 
tion is employed whethor the signal is 
givon elthor by hand, flag or lantern. 

The signs in most common use are 
made as follows: 

Stop—Swing the hand horlzontally in 
front of the body or across the track.

Tho code of steam whistle signals is an 
extonsivo one. It is almost as long as the 
tolographic alphabet. One long blast is 
given whon tho train is approaching sta 
tions, crossings, eto. One short blase 
means ‘down brakes’ and stop. ‘Two 
long blasts, throw off brakes, ‘Two short 
blasts are given in answer to algualsa, 
Threo short blasts indicate that tho train 
will back. Four long blasts call in the 
flagmon that have beon sent ahead or 
back. Five short blasts signal the flagman 
to go back on tho track. A succession of 
short Plasts is to alarm people or cattle on 
the track, 

Thore are a great many more whistle 
signals, but thoy are not of public interest. 

Whenever a signal is imporfectly dls- 
played or no signal appears whore one 
should be,engincers are instructed to con- 
sider it as an indication of danger. 

Tho ongine bell is always rung before 
starting a train, for a quarter of a mile 
before a grado crossing, and all the while 
when in tunnels or going through the 
streots of cities and villages, 

There is ono rule of all railroads that 1s 
vigorously enforced upon the minds of all 
employes, and that 1s that when in doubt 
run no risks, but take the safest course, 
regardless of regulations.

miscovery of Lithography. 

Next year a century will have elapsed 
since the discovery of the art of litho- 
graphy. The story goes that the origin- 
ator of the art, one Senofelder, was a 
young actor of Munich, who, having writ- 
ton one or two comedies, and not haying 
the means to publish them, was trying 
various mothods of engraving his works, by 
etching them on copper plates, with a view 
to becoming his own printer. But, as his 
writings had to be executed backward on 
the plate in order to read forward when 
reversed in printing, he was obliged to 
practise his back engraving on some cheap- 
er substance than copper plates. 

Accordingly he produced some pieces of 
smooth, soft stone, which he found to be 
a suitable material for his purposes. In 


| vanquished. 


his etching experiments he made use of an 
oleaginous, inky compound, capable of 
resisting the acid in the etching procoss, 
On one occasion he was desired by his 
mother to make a list of articles about to 
go to the laundry, and, as as his most 
convenient writing materials were oue of 
his stone slabs and his etching ink, the list 
was duly made out upon stone. When the 
time came to rub It off, it occurred to him 
that by eating away with acid the parts of 
the stone uncovered by the writing ink, 
so as to obtain the writing in rolief, he 
might be able to print from it. This he 
succeeded in doing. 

Improvement followed discovery, and, 
haying devoted considerable attention to 
tho perfection of a press and suitable print- 
ing appliance, Senefelder got a partner 
with some means to help him, and in 1796 
published his first lithographs — some 
pieces of musio, 


Excavations at Pompell. 

Excayations at Pompeii have, for many 
years past, been progressing slowly under 
the superintendence of the Italian Govern- 
ment. Some 80 men are now at work 
clearing away the debris from the ruins 
on the side of the town nearest Mount 
Vesuvius. Quite recently the workmen 
unearthed a house, not perhaps remark- 
able for its size, but containing objeots of 
great interest and beauty. Kighteon fluted 
columns supported the roof of the great 
central hall and all are lttle worse for 
thelr long repose in the dust and ashes, 
Seven of them aro now quite perfect, 
though it is evident they have been restor- 
ed to some extent. 

The walls are decorated with frescoes 
similar to those with which all visitors to 
Pompeii are familiar. Their great charm 
is their freshness and wonderful richness 
of color. One little painting of a cock- 
fight is especially interesting, as giving a 
hint at the sporting proclivities of the 
owner. Some pictures, representing fruit, 
fish and game, are surrounded with fes- 
toons of flowers. Fresh as these paintings 
are, a few months’ exposure to the air will 
probably dothem more damage than their 
centuries of burial.

It may be best to grind the coffee 
quite fine, as the coarser it is the 
more is required for a cup. Even if 
one buys the coffee already roasted it 
is best to grind it at home, just the 
quantity required each time. It al- 
ways pays to procure the best if one 
cares to cater his taste in the least. 
The coffee generally preferred, and that 
which is most likely to suit the aver- 
age taste is two-thirds Jaya and one- 
third Mocha. Many like a little Rio, 
and have equal parts of each. The 
coffee-pot must be perfectly clean, the 
water must be boiling and the coffee 
ground fine, then we can proceed to 
make our coffee. There is such a di- 
versity of taste and opinion about the 


quantity of coffee to use, that to spe-| 


cify it would be impossible; buta very 
good coffee, and one which suits most 
tastes is made thus. A heaping table- 
spoonful of ground coffee to each cup- 
ful of water. The coffee is thorough- 
ly mixed with a fresh egg—shell and 
all—and the required amount of water 
is added. It may have to be stirred} 
once or twice so the egg cannot cook 
into lumps. Permit it to boil a few 
seconds and allow it to remain stand- 


while. Of course, this may not be 
strong enough to suit everyone's taste, 
so double the quantity of coffee can} 
be used. Use thick cream with it.

Here is another way to make coffee— 
an old-fashioned anda good  recipe:! 
Scald the tin coffee-boiler and put in’

After 
a minute or two pour into the pot in 
which it is to go to the table, having 
first scalded the pot thoroughly. Coffee 
made in this way and served with’ 
cream and sugar is particularly good. 

After each time used, the coffee-pot 
should be carefully washed in soap 
suds and thoroughly rinsed, care being 
taken that it is perfectly dry before it 
is put away. A coffee lover would pre- 
fer to have but one cup of good coffee a! 
day, rather than two poorl made. | 
Why is it, with so many excellent me- 
thods of making it, coffee is so often! 
found to be the most undesirable bever- 
age one can drink? Take a little time, 
exercise a little care in making it, serve, 
it more daintily, and no one can or! 
will say of your coffee but that it is 
delicious.

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BUILDING A CREAMERY, 

Sinvo the creamery question Is being 
ogitated, porhaps a few polntors on the 
buildin and the arrangement of tho 

| machinory may not be amiss. 

Lhe first move should be to find a suit 
able location. At first thought this 
might seom to bo an casy matter. Tho 
{to is vory important, however. It 
should haye pure air and sunshino— 


uaturo's best and cheapost disinfectants 
—and be free from any surroundings that 
would be likely to taint the atmosphere. 
Put it far onough from stables, shops, 
and from tho railroad, that the soot may 
not be a nulsance. 

Good, puro water is Indispensablo, just 
Os necosasry os puro air. Noone can 
mako good butter without it. Few people 
are caroful enough about tho sourco of 
tholr wator supply. With the surrounding 
surface saturated with impurities, it can- 
not be otherwise than that a part of it 
finds its way into the well, unless the 
greatest precaution is used to prevent it. 
‘ho building should be located high 
enough to insuro porfect drainage. Tho 
drain should be carried several hundred 
foot under ground from the factory, be- 
fore it 1s allowed to come to the surface. 
No drain is complete without » ‘“‘trap.’’ 

Tho plant should be as centrally locat- 
ed as possible, but not too far from the 
shipping station, if the product is to be 
shipped. The best site is at a elde-hill, 
so that the welgh room can be at the 
east side if possible. It will thon be 
sheltered from the cold winds in winter. 

The driveway should be graded bigh 
enough to allow milk to fow from the 
weigh into the recolving vat. If the vat 
can be placed above the level of the 
soparator it will avyold the pumping of 
the milk. 

‘Lhe more conveniently everything is ar- 
ranged, the fewer persons will be requir- 
ed to operate it, and the less the expense 
will be, If I were building a creamery 
for myself, I would build the churn-room 
in a sub-basement, making the excava- 
tion about six feet deep, which, with an 
eight-foot wall, would permit the use of 
plenty of windows for light and yentila- 
tion. The idea would be to secure as 
even a temperature as possible the year 
round. It is very necessary to have a 
cool room in which to churn and work 
butter, in hot weather. It is a very Giffi- 
cult matter to make good butter ina 
room where the temperature rises to 80 
or 90 degrees. 

In the diagram, W is the scales and 
weigh can, on an eleyated platform, from 
which the milkruns through a conductor 
into the receiving vat, R V, and from 
the yat into the separator S, From the 
separator the cream can be conducted into 
the cream vat, CV. Ch is the churn, 
and B W the butter worker. B is the 
boiler, should be one-fourth or 


which 


more larger than necessary tosupply the 
engine EK on account of the extra steam 
needed. F is a coal bin, and O an office. 
An ice house anda cold storage room 
ean be attached at the north end N if 
needed, 

The steam and water gauge should be 
so placed on the boiler as to be in sight 
of the operator, through the open door, 
while running the separator. It will 
saye many steps. The roof on the build- 
ing should be fire-proof, to lessen the 
risk, the insurance will be less also, 
Any competent carpenter can construct 
the building and fit the interior, It is 
entirely unecessary to employ a regular 
creamery contrector, and perhaps pay 
double price or more. Better employ a 
competent, disinterested man who under- 
stands creamery work, tosuperintend the 
building. The cost will be less and the 
work more satisfactory. Sometimes 
second-hand machinery that has been 
used but little, can be bought very low, 
compared to new; 4s the machinery is 
the greatest expense, it would reduce the 
cost of the plant very much.—O. J. Vine. 


Packing Butter Well. 


The Germantown Telegraph writes in 
the interest of farmers holding a few cows 
who practise packing butter, By this 
method it can be held in cold rooms until 
the price begins to advance in the fall. 
Poor butter should not be held, as it will 
deteriorate more quickly than good butter. 
Butter that is to bo held should be made 
from cream kept but a day or two and not 
held for a week as many do. A line 
should be drawn at three s even for the 
most skilful butter makers. Hyery tlme 
that cream is added to the old it should be 
“stirred evenly to prevent its settling in 
layers.’’ Below we quote: 

‘First dissolye a piece of saltpetre in 
water and mix this with the first cream 
put into the pot. Then by stirring up the 
whole mass each time additional cream is 
putin, the saltpetre goos into every part 
of the cream and helps to preserve it. Tho 
stone pot for the creain naturally should be 
kept in a very cool place in the ice box, if 
one keeps ico, or in a cold cellar. The 
night before churning take it out and 
stand ft in an ordinary warm room, In 
the morning get the temperature of tho 
cream down to 58 degrees or 60 dogreos. 
If handled in this way the butter ought to 
come in summer in fiye to ton minutes. 
When the butter is insmall granules draw 
off the buttermilk. Wash the butter in 
the churn until the cold water runs off 
clear, Work the salt carefully into the 
butter and lot it stand until the next day. 

‘*Karly in the forenoon of the following 
day work the butter with the hands until 
tho salt is thoroughly dissolved and every 
drop of the buttermilk 1s out of it. A little 
buttermilk left in the bucter will be suffi- 
clent to taint the whole pot full and eyent- 
ually spoil it, A stone crock 1s the best 
thing to pack butter in and each churning 
should be packed firmly into the pot. Dis- 
solve as much salt as posstblo in water and 
into this put one half ounce of saltpetre to 


each wallon of brine, Boll this until every 
thing Is dissolved. Strain it through a 
cloth, lot it stand for a fow hours, thon 
skim off the soum on top and pour off the 
liquid carefully, leaving the sediment at 

| tho bottom in tho pail, Tho brine will be 
clear and is ready to pour oyer the butter 
in the crock. Kach time a new quantity 
f butter isto be packed pour over tho 
brine and pat the ‘butter down hard and 
thon pour brine over again, In this way 
butter can be kept sweet and clean for a 
long time.”’

A New Trolley Mail-Car, 


Many cities have already used the elec- 
tric car for oarrying mail to the Post Office, 
but Boston is making a new departure in 
tho shaps ofa mail-car designed for the 
receiving of mall direot from the hands of 
tho collectors. The car will run on sched- 
uled time to certain points along the lino, 
and it will thus be easy for the collectors 
to moot it at these points and turn their 
mail into lt instead of into the several 
sub stations. ‘Tho mail will be cancelled 
and assorted on the car, and left for im- 
modiate dispatch at the contral office or 
some railway station, The car has straight 
sides, like & regular railway post-ofllce, 
which gives plenty of floor space and room 
for hanging pouches. It will have a full 
complement of tables, cases and racks, 
but its most Important feature will bo a 
canculing machine, The current which 
driyos and lights the cax will feed the eleo- 
trio motor to run the canceling machine, 
which will have a capacity of 40,000 can- 
collations per hour, By this plan tt 1s ex- 
pected that letters will be dolivered on an 
average an hour sooner than if they were 
taken to the sub-stations and handled in 
the old way.
